To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of 
Brookline qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling 
places designated for the several precincts in the said town on 
Tuesday, the fourth day of March, 1924, at six o’clock in the fore- 
noon, for the following purposes, to wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator, for 
one year; Town Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; 
one Collector of Taxes, for one year; Treasurer, for one year; one 
Assessor, for three years; three members of the School Commit- 
tee, for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library, for three 
years; one Trustee of the Public Library, for two years (to fill 
vacancy); two Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery for three 
years; one Park Commissioner, for three years; one Park Com- 
missioner, for two years (to fill vacancy); one member of the 
Water Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one year; three 
members of the Committee on Planting Trees, for one year; one 
member of the Planning Board, for three years; one member of 
the Planning Board, for two years (to fill vacancy); five Consta- 
bles, for one year; also nine town-meeting members in each pre- 
cinct, for three years; also in precinct cne, two town-meeting 
members, for two years; in precinet two, one town-meeting mem- 
ber for one year and one for two years; in precinct three, one 
town-meeting member, for one year; in precinct five, one town- 
meeting member, for two years; in precinct six, two town-meeting 
members for one year and one for two years; in precinct seven, 
one town-meeting member, for one year; in precinct eight, one 
town-meeting member, for one year; also, upon the same ballot, 
to vote “Yes” or “No” upon the following question: “Shall licenses 
be granted for the sale of certain non-intoxicating beverages in

this town?” For thiése biitpodes the polis will be opened at a quar- 
ter after six in the forenoon and shall be closed at six o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further 
required to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the 
Town Hall, in the said town, on Tuesday, the eighteenth day of 
March, 1924, at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, for the follow- 
ing purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not hereto- 
fore mentioned, in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer 
or committee. 

Fourth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by re- 
districting the lot at the corner of Pleasant Street and Beacon 
Street, owned by the heirs of James P., Elizabeth S. Stearns, and 
William B. Stearns, et al.; also by providing for a new district in 
which no building shall be used and no building shall be erected’ 
which is intended or designed to be used for any purpose except 
one or more of the following: 


(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 

(b) A club, other than a club the chief activity of which is a 
service customarily carried on as a business. 

(c) A church. 

(d) A school. 

(e) An accessory purpose as defined in Article II, Section 
3 (h), and including a private stable. 

(f) A purpose enumerated in Article II, Section 3 (i). 


Fifth, To amend Sections 101, 105, 146, 191, 205, and 217, and 
Article 27 of the Building Law. 

Sixth, To hear and act upon the report of the committee ap- 
pointed under the tenth article in the warrant of the special town- 
meeting of October 16, 19238, to consider in conjunction with the 
Water Board the matter of increasing the town’s water supply 
system or of entering the Metropolitan Water System, and to ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) for the use 
of this committee for the purpose of employing an expert or ex- 
perts, preparing plans and report. 

Seventh, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000) for the installation of a passenger ele- 
vator in the Town Hall, 


Eighth, To appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars ($400) 
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to repair or replace heating apparatys in the Edward Devotion 
House on Harvard Street. 

Ninth, To appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
for fencing, development, and improvements in Walnut Hills Ceme- 
tery. 

Tenth, To appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) for the construction of permanent pavements in streets 
of the town and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Eleventh, To ratify and confirm the lease made on the eighteenth 
day of January, 1924, by the Board of Trustees of the Public Li- 
brary in behalf of the town, with Nora T. Gleason, of a room for 
a branch library on the ground floor of the building at 621 Ham- 
mond Street. 

Twelfth, To see if the town will vote to release the right or 
easement granted to it by Thomas Gaffield by deed dated No- 
vember 20, 1889, of draining the surface and ground water off and 
from Woodland Road into a pond and across land formerly of said 
Gaffield and now of Beaver Country Day School, Inc., abutting on 
said road, and any other rights which the town may have under 
said deed, and will authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver 
to said Beaver Country Day School, Inc., a proper deed of release, 
or to act in any other matter in relation thereto. 

Thirteenth, To see if the town will vote to convey to Daniel Meli- 
can a parcel of land containing seventy-five square feet, on the 
southeasterly side of the northwesterly end of Eliot Crescent, and 
will authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver to said Daniel 
Melican a proper deed, or to act in any other matter in relation 
thereto. 

Fourteenth, To see if the town will vote to release all rights over 
the land conveyed by the Christian Science Benevolent Association 
to Henry B. Cabot and others on or near right of way from 
Boylston Street to land of the town on Single Tree Hill by inden- 
ture dated December 14, 1923, and also all rights over a certain 
triangular parcel conveyed by said Association to said Cabot and 
others on said right of way by deed dated August 7, 1923, and will 
authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver to said Henry B. 
Cabot and others a proper deed of release. 

Fifteenth, To accept and allow Channing Road from Fisher Ave- 
nue to Chestnut Hill Avenue, as laid out by the Selectmen and re- 
ported to the town at this meeting. 

Sixteenth, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of 
Channing Road from Fisher Avenue to Chestnut Hill Avenue as 
laid out and established by the Selectmen and reported to the town 
at this meeting. 

Seventeenth, To accept and allow the alteration and widening of 
Pleasant Street at its junction with Beacon Street as laid out by 
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the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to ap- 
propriate the sum of six'thousand eight hundred sixty-seven and 
80/100 dollars ($6,867.80) to pay land damages and cost of con- 
struction, and to authorize the Selectmen to make an entry for 
construction before all claims for damages are finally adjusted or 
determined. 

Eighteenth, To accept and allow the alteration and relocation of 
Lagrange Street from the town line 750-feet northerly to Prince- 
ton Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting, and to appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand dol- 
lars ($16,000) to pay the cost of construction. 

Nineteenth, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of 
Lagrange Street from Newton Street to the town line as laid out 
and established by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting. 

Twentieth, To authorize the Selectmen to convey to Genevieve 
W. Brewer the right, title, and interest of the town in a portion of 
Lagrange Street discontinued, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
execute and -deliver to said Genevieve W. Brewer a proper deed of 
release, or to act in any other matter in relation thereto. 

Twenty-first, To accept and allow the alteration and widening of, 
Grove Street from Newton Street to South Street as laid out by 
the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to ap- 
propriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) to pay land dam- 
ages, and to authorize the Selectmen to make an entry for con- 
struction before all claims for damages are finally adjusted or de- 
termined. 

Twenty-second, To accept and allow building lines on both sides 
of Grove Street from Newton Street to South Street as laid out 
and established by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting. 

Twenty-third, To hear and act upon the report of the Commit- 
tee appointed under the Nineteenth Article in the warrant of the 
town-meeting of October 16, 1923, “To see if the town will name 
the area at the intersection of Babcock and Freeman streets ‘Scott 
Square’ ” and to appropriate the sum of twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($2,500) for the erection of a suitable tablet and bas- 
relief of Albert E. Scott. 

Twenty-fourth, To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
Section 73 and 81, inclusive, of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, 
providing for a Board of Survey. 

Twenty-fifth, To see if the town will appoint a committee to con-. 
sider the establishment of a retirement system for employees of 
the town, and report at a later town-meeting. 

Twenty-sixth, To authorize the Water Board and the Board of 
Selectmen to apply to the Legislature for authority to borrow 
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money for the purpose of increasing the water supply of the town, 
in excess of amounts previously authorized. 

Twenty-seventh, To hear and act upon reports of town officers 
and committees. 

Twenty-eighth, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or other- 
wise such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of 
the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles.

All money received by departments under any of the items in the 
above vote shall be paid into the Town Treasury and is not appro- 
priated for the use of the departments receiving the same. 

Whenever work is done or materials furnished by one department 
for another department, the cost of which is charged in the first 
instance to the appropriation of the former department, credit shall 
forthwith be given to the former department upon the books of-the 
Accountant, upon the approval of the latter department, and the 


officers authorized to draw orders against the appropriation 
therefor. 


Voted, That such sums are hereby appropriated as may be re- 
quired for so much of the principal of the town debt as matures 
during the current fiscal year, including that which matures Janu- 
ary 1, 1925, and for a year’s installments on loans authorized but 
not issued at the beginning of the year, and on loans which may 
be authorized during the year. 


Voted, The amount of unappropriated free cash in the Treasury 
at the beginning of the year, together with the amounts received

Fourth Article,—To see if the town will amend the Zoning By- 
Law by redistricting the lot at the corner of Pleasant Street and 
Beacon Street owned by the heirs of James P., Elizabeth S. Stearns, 
and William B. Stearns, et al., also by providing for a new district 
in which no building shall be used and no building shall be erected 
which is intended or designed to be used for any purpose except 
one or more of the following: 


(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 

(6b) <A club, other than a club the chief activity of which is 
a service customarily carried on as a business. 

(c) <A church. 

(d) A school. 

(e) <An accessory purpose as defined in Article II, Section 3 
(h), and including a private stable. 

(f) A purpose enumerated in Article II, Section 3 (i). 
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Voted, That the Zoning By-Law be amended by enlarging the 
2A district on the lot on the northeasterly corner of Pleasant and 
Beacon streets by taking from the adjoining 3A district on the 
Beacon Street side about 5,500 square feet and from the adjoining 
3C. district on the Pleasant Street side about 945 square feet, all as 
shown on Zoning Map No. 2, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town | 
Engineer, dated January 31, 1924, and verified by the signatures 
of the Planning Board. 

The above amendment was adopted by the meeting by the unan- 
imous vote of the town-meeting members present and voting 
thereon. 


Voted, That the Zoning By-law be amended as follows: 


1. By striking out Article 1, Section 2 (a), relating to Zoning 
Map, and inserting in place thereof the following: 


Section 2. Zoning Map. 
(a) The Zoning Map, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town 
Engineer, dated January 31, 1924, designated Zoning 
Plan No. 3, bearing the signatures of the Planning 
Board, and showing the boundaries of each dis- 
trict and the designation of each district by 
means of a numeral and a letter, is declared to 
be a part of this By-law as amended, except that the 
two corner lots at Williston Road and Salisbury Road 
now marked 3D shall be included in the 4D district. 


The vote on the foregoing Section 2 (a) was by count, by tellers 
sworn to their duties as such: 

“Yes,” one hundred and fifty-five (155) 

“No,” ten (10) 
and the Moderator declared the amendment adopted by a more than 
two-thirds vote of the town-meeting members present and voting 
thereon. 

2. By adding at the end of Article II a new section to be num- 
bered 4 as follows: 


Section 4. Single-Family Resident Purposes (Numeral 
4). Ina district marked by the numeral 4 no building shall be used 
and no building shall be constructed which is intended or designed 
to be used for any purpose except one or more of the following: 


(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 

(b) A club, other than a club the chief activity of which is a 
service customarily carried on as a business. 

(d) A school. 

(c) A church. 

(e) An accessory purpose as defined in Article II, Section $ 
(h) and including a private stable, 
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(f) A purpose enumerated in Article II, Section 8 (1%). 

Provided, however, that any premises, structure, build- 
ing, or part of a building now lawfully exist- 
ing and maintained in said district and which 
is being put to a use not conforming with 
the aforesaid regulations .of said district may 
continue to be used for the same or for a purpose not 
substantially different, as provided in Article IV, 
Section 2 (a). 


The vote on the foregoing proposed new Section 4 was by count, 
by tellers as aforesaid: 

“Yes,” one hundred and forty-seven (147) 

“No,” none (0) 
and the Moderator declared the amendment adopted unanimously. 

3. By inserting in Article III, Section 2 (c), line 1, after the 
words “numeral 3,” the words or numeral 4. 

4, By inserting in Article III, Section 2 (d), line 1, after the 
words “in a 3D,” the words or 4D. 

The votes on the proposed amendments in Article III, Section 2 
(c) and Section 2 (d), were taken by voice votes, and the Moderator 
declared both amendments adopted unanimously. 

Article III, Section 2 (c) as amended, will read as follows: 

(c) in a district marked by the numeral 3 or numeral 4, no 
building shall be erected with any part of its walls less than thirty 
feet from the centre line of an abutting street, except as provided 
in paragraph (e) of this section. 

Article III, Section 2 (d) as amended, will read as follows: 

(d) Ina8D or 4D district no building shall be erected less than 
seven and one-half feet from any boundary of the lot on which it 
stands; except that accessory buildings, not more than one story in 
height may be located as permitted by the Building Law, and ex- 
cept as provided in paragraph (e) of this section. 


Amendments were offered by Elbert A. Harvey, Russell 
Coolidge and Henry F. Bryant for the purpose of making 
changes in the map designated Zoning Plan No. 8, as 
specified in the respective amendments. 

The amendments offered were voted upon separately 
and in each case it was 


Voted, That the amendment proposed be referred to 
the Planning Board. 


Fifth Article——To amend Sections 101, 105, 146, 191, 205, and 
217, and Article 27 of the Building Law. 
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On motion of Henry W. Lamb: 


Voted, To amend Section 101, paragraph a, of the 
Building Law, by changing the words “one-inch” to “‘one- 
half-inch” specified for webs and shells of building 
blocks, so that the section as amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Sect. 101. Hollow block masonry. a. When permitted. Hol- 
low building blocks either of well-burned terra cotta with at least 
one-half-inch shells and webs or of Portland cement concrete may 
be used for walls except party and fire walls not exceeding three 
stories or forty feet in height, provided that such blocks have met 
the test requirements of this by-law, and are not stressed beyond 
the safe limits prescribed herein. The minimum thickness for such 
walls shall be as required for brick walls. All building blocks 
shall be laid in Portland cement mortar. 


To amend Section 105, paragraph j, of the Building 
Law, by changing the words “two feet above the flat roof 
of dwellings in rows” to “one foot above the flat roof of 
dwellings and tenement houses in rows,” so that the sec- 
tion as amended shall read: 


j. Parapets. All party walls over twenty feet high shall be fin- 
ished with parapets, except in fireproof buildings, detached dwell- 
ings, and dwellings in rows with pitch roofs. Parapets shall be the 
full thickness of the top story wall and shall extend one foot above 
the flat roof of dwellings and tenement houses in rows and three 
feet above the roof of other buildings. All parapets shall be coped 
with approved non-combustible material. 


To amend Section 146, paragraph d, of the Building 
Law, by the substitution of a new section to read as fol- 
lows: 


d. Stores in Blocks. Stores in blocks shall be separated by fire 
resisting partitions of double metal lath and Portland cement mor- 
tar or its equivalent, extending from the cellar floor to roof boards 
in one-story buildings and to store ceiling in higher buildings, with 
all openings protected by approved fire doors or shutters. All the 
ceilings of such stores shall be finished with metal lath and Port- 
land cement mortar or its equivalent. In cellars of such stores, 
except where such cellars are equipped with a standard system of 
automatic sprinklers, there shall be, in addition to such partitions, 
fire walls running at substantially right angles with the street not 
more than forty feet apart. The height of such cellars shall be at 
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least seven feet in the clear, with such entrances from the outside 
through a bulkhead or door as the building commissioner may con- 
sider necessary for protection against fire. 


To amend Section 191, paragraph f, of the Building 
Law, by inserting in the first sentence after the words 
“If any building” the words ‘‘except a one-story garage 
of first-class construction,” and by changing the words 
“No building of any kind” so as to read “No building, 
except a garage as above specified,” so that the section 
as amended shall read as follows: 


f. Buildings on same lot with tenement houses. If any building, 
except a one-story garage of first-class construction, is hereafter 
placed on the same lot with a tenement house, there shall always 
be maintained between the buildings an open unoccupied space ex- 
tending upward from the ground and extending across the entire 
width of the lot, not less than twenty-four feet in depth. Where 
either building exceeds three stories in height, the depth of the 
open space shall be increased two feet for each story above three 
stories. No building of any kind, except a garage as above speci- 
fied, shall hereafter be placed upon the same lot with a tenement 
house so as to decrease the minimum size of courts or yards as 
hereinbefore prescribed. If any tenement house is hereafter erected 
upon any lot upon which there is aiready another building, it shall 
comply with all the provisions of this by-law, and in addition the 
space between the building and the tenement house shall be of the 
size and arranged in the manner prescribed in this section, the 
height of the highest building on the lot to regulate the dimen- 
sions. 


To amend Section 205 of the Building Law, by strik- 
ing out the first part of the section reading, “In every 
tenement house the stairs shall be kept free from ob- 
structions at all times. All front stairways shall have 
openings through an external wall to the outer air, at 
least one to each story, except the upper and the lower,” 
and substituting therefor, the words “All stairways shall 
be at least three feet wide in the clear and shall have 
openings through an external wall to the outer air, at 
least one to each story, except the lower,” so that the 
section as amended shall read as follows: 


Sect. 205. Stairs. All stairways shall be at least three feet 
wide in the clear and shall have openings through an external wall 
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to the outer air, at least one to each story, except the lower, such 
openings to have an area of at least five square feet and to be 
maintained unobstructed; provided, however, that when there shall 
be within the space enclosed by the stairway and its landing from 
the second story upwards an open area for light and ventilation 
whose least horizontal dimensions shall be equal to the width of 
the stairs, but in no case less than three feet, the aforesaid open- 
ings through an exterior wall may be omitted. 


Voted, That Section 217 of Article 21 of the Building 
Law be repealed and the following substituted: 

Sect. 217. Receptacles for ashes, garbage, and rubbish. The 
owner or tenant of every tenement house shall provide and main- 
tain therefor suitable receptacles satisfactory to the board of 
health for garbage, ashes, rubbish, papers, and other easily com- 
bustible articles, and the receptacles for garbage shall be covered, 
watertight receptacles, and for ashes, rubbish, papers, and other 
easily combustible articles the receptacles shall be made of metal, 
and no person shall place any such materials in or around the 
premises except into said receptacles. , 


Voted, To amend Article 27, Section 251, of the Build- 
ing Law, by repealing the present section and substitut- 
ing a new section to read as follows: 


Sect. 251. Connections with the sanitary sewer and surface- 
water drain. a. Sanitary sewer connections. The sanitary plumb- 
ing of every building shall be connected with the public sanitary 
sewer, where such sewer is provided, the connection to be laid by 
a licensed drain layer, in accordance with the regulations of the 
Brookline board of health for laying sanitary sewer connections. 
If no sanitary sewer is accessible, a cesspool, satisfactory to the 
board of health, shall be provided. Every building shall be sep- 
arately and independently connected with the public sanitary sewer 
or an approved cesspool. 

b. Surface-water drain connections. Roof-water drains, founda- 
tion drains, and catch-basins for surface-water may be connected 
with the public surface-water drains, where such drains are pro- 
vided. If no surface-water drain is provided, the roof-water drains 
‘and catch-basins may, subject to the approval of the town en- 
gineer, be connected with the public Sanitary sewer, or with the 
house sanitary sewer within the street limits. All surface-water 
drain connections draining into the public sanitary sewer or sur- 
face-water drain shall be laid by a licensed drain layer, in accord- 
ance with the regulations of the Brookline board of health. 

ce. Garage drainage. The floor drains and washstands of all 
garages shall be connected with the public sanitary sewer, where 
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such sewer is provided, otherwise with a cesspool approved by the 
Brookline board of health, except that garages for not more than 
two cars may be connected with dry wells approved by the inspec- 
tor. A gasoline trap must be installed in accordance ‘with the state 
of Massachusetts regulations, when connected with the public sani- 
tary sewer. > 


Voted, To amend Article 27, Section 252, of the Build- 
ing Law, by repealing the present section and substitut- 
ing a new section to read as follows: 


Sect. 252. Sanitary sewer and surface-water drainpipes passing 
other buildings. No sanitary sewer or surface-water drainpipe 
trom any building shall pass through or under any other building 
without the approval of the inspector, nor shall any sanitary sewer 
. pipe from any other building pass through or under another build- 
ing or within eight feet of the foundation walls thereof, unless it 
be of extra heavy cast-iron pipe. 


Voted, To amend Article 27, Section 254, paragraph c, 
and Section 259, paragraph b, by striking out the words 
“drain or sewer’ and substituting the words “sanitary 
sewer or surface-water drain,’ so that the sections as 
amended shall read as follows: 


[Sect. 254.] c¢. Direction. Drainpipes shall be run as directly 
as practicable and shall have a fall of not iess than one-fourth of 
an inch to the foot towards the sanitary sewer or surface-water 
drain where possible, and shall be carried out through the roof 
open and undiminished in size more than tifty per cent. of area and 
to a height not less than two feet above the roof and not less than 
three feet above the top of any window within fifteen feet and nov 
less than eight feet above the roof if the roof is used for drying 
clothes or as a roof garden. Changes in direction shall be made 
with curved pipes, and all connections with horizcntal and vertical 
pipes shall be made with “Y” branches or other approved con- 
nections, except that “‘T’s” may be used for vent pipes and Tee 
“Y’s” on vertical lines for branch connections and also for traps 
when the connection of same is the highest connections of any ver- 
tical pipe. 


[Sect. 259.] b. Connections with sewers or drains. Rain-water 
piping shall connect with storm-water drains where possible. If 
no storm-water drains are provided, they may be connected with 
the sanitary sewer or surface-water drain on the approval of the 
town engineer or when specifically authorized by the board of 
health, 
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Voted, To amend Article 27, Section 269, paragraph a, 
by omitting the words “drain or,” so that the section as 
amended shall read as follows: 


Sect. 269. Catch-basin trap. a. Stables. No person shall dis- 
charge any stall drainage, or any contents of any privy vault, 
manure pit, or washstand for vehicles, into a public sewer, except 
through an intervening catch-basin, the outlet pipe of which shall 
be high enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid con- 
tents from passing over into the sewer. A sufficient trap having an 
accessible heavy brass clean-out shall be placed in every drain con- 
necting such catch-basin with a sewer. 


Sixth Article,—To hear and act upon the report of the commit- 
tee appointed under the tenth article in the warrant of the special 
town-meeting of October 16, 1928, to consider in conjunction with 
the Water Board the matter of increasing the town’s water supply 
system or of entering the Metropolitan Water System, and to ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) for the use 
of this Committee for the purpose of employing an expert or ex- 
perts, preparing plans and report. 


> 


Voted, That the Committee on Water Supply be given 
further time, and that fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) 


be appropriated to employ expert or experts, preparing 
plans and report. 


Seventh Article,—To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000) for the installation of a passenger 
elevator in the Town Hall. 


Voted, That the subject-matter of the seventh article 
be referred to the Selectmen to consider the question of 
providing polling places so far as pussible on the ground 


floors of buildings, public buildings to be utilized if ex- 
pedient. 


Eighth Article-—To appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400) to repair or replace heating apparatus in the Edward De- 
votion House on Harvard Street. 
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Voted, To appropriate the sum of four hundred dol- 
lars ($400) to repair or replace heating apparatus in the 
Edward Devotion House on Harvard Street. 


Ninth Article,—To appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000) for fencing, development, and improvements in Walnut 
Hills Cemetery. 


Voted, To appropriate the sum ot two thousand dol- 
lars ($2,000) for fencing, development, and improve- 
ments in Walnut Hills Cemetery. 


Tenth Article,—To appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) for the construction of permanent pavements in 
streets of the town, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same. 


Voted, To appropriate the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($100,000) for the construction of ee 
nent pavement in the streets of the town. 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized, when 
so directed by the Selectmen, to borrow the sum of sev- 
enty thousand dollars ($70,000) appropriated at this 
meeting for permanent pavement in the streets of the 
town. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by 
the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority, at least, of 
the Selectmen, and certified by a National Bank or Trust 
Company designated by the Selectmen, or certified by the 
State Director of Accounts. Such bonds or notes shall 
be made payable in such annual payments beginning not 
later than one year after the date thereof as will extin- 
guish the same within ten (10) years from their date; 
the amount of such annual payments in any year on ac- 
count of such debt, so far as issued, to be not less than the 
amount of principal payable in any subsequent year. 

The above vote authorizing the Town Treasurer to 
borrow seventy thousand dollars ($70,000), for perma- 
nent pavement in the streets of the town was passed 
unanimously, was so declared by the Moderator and is so 
recorded. 
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Eleventh Article,—To ratify and confirm the lease made on the 
eighteenth day of January, 1924, by the Board of Trustees of the 
Public Library in behalf of the town with Nora T. Gleason of a 
room for a branch library on the ground floor of the building at 
621 Hammond Street. 


Voted, To ratify and confirm the lease made on the 
eighteenth day of January, 1924, by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Public Library in behalf of the town with 
Nora T. Gleason of a room for a branch library on the 
ground floor of the building at 621 Hammond Street. 


A copy of the lease follows :— 


THIS INDENTURE made this eighteenth day of January, in 
the year nineteen hundred and twenty-four, between Nora T. 
Gleason of Brookline, County of Norfolk and Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, hereinafter called the Lessor and the town of 
Brookline, a municipal corporation in the County of Norfolk and 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts acting through its Trustees of 
the Public Library, hereinafter called the Lessee. 


WITNESSETH: That in consideration of the covenants herein 
contained on the part of the Lessee and its representatives, to be 
kept and performed, the said Lessor doth hereby lease unto the 
said Lessee a room on the ground floor of the building, No. 621 
Hammond Street in said Brookline at the south side of said build- 
ing and shown on a plan of said ground floor drawn by Henry A. 
Varney and hereto affixed, for use as a Branch Library; the said 
Lessor reserves to herself the right to use jointly with the Lessee 
the entrance area to the store adjoining the leased premises 
on said Hammond Street for ingress and egress only and not for 
storage purposes. 


TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the said premises hereby leased 
unto the said Town of Brookline and its representatives, begin- 
ning with the first day of May, 1924, during the full term of 
three (8) years thence next ensuing. 


YIELDING AND PAYING (except in case of fire or other 
casualties hereinafter mentioned) as rent, the sum of nine hun- 
dred and sixty dollars ($960) a year, by equal monthly install- 
ments, to wit: eighty ($80) on the first day of June 1924, and the 
same sum on the first day of each month during said term and 
at that rate for such further time as the said Lessee or any per- 
son or persons claiming under it shall hold the said premises or 
any part thereof. 

And the Lessor hereby covenants with the Lessee and its repre- 
sentatives to supply said premises at all times during said term 
with necessary water and also with sufficient heat to keep said 
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premises at a temperature of seventy (70) degrees Fahrenheit 
in any weather. If the supply of water or heat shall at any time 
be unsatisfactory to the Lessee, due to negligence of Lessor, the 
Lessee may terminate this lease by notifying the Lessor or her 
agent of its intention so to do. 

And the Lessor hereby further covenants to supply all neces- 
sary janitor service for the leased premises including mopping 
and dusting daily and keeping windows clean and other care of 
said premises to the satisfaction of the Lessee. There is nothing 
implied in the janitor’s service to require constant attendance of 
said janitor. If such janitor service is not satisfactory to the 
Lessee, the Lessee may at its own expense supply such additional 
janitor service as may be satisfactory to the Lessee and deduct 
the cost thereof from the rent. 

It is hereby mutually agreed that the Lessee may install such 
shelving and other things as may be necessary and convenient in 
the operation and maintenance of the Branch Library; the said 
shelving to be personal property and to remain the property of 
the Lessee. 

And the said Lessee hereby covenants with and to the said 
Lessor, her representatives and assigns, that it will, during said 
term and for such further time that the said Lessee or any other 
person or persons claiming under it, shall hold the premises or 
any part thereof, pay unto the Lessor or her assigns, the said 
yearly rental upon the days hereinbefore appointed for the pay- 
ment thereof (except only in case of fire or other casualties as 
hereinafter mentioned).

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1924: 

The Board desires to express its appreciation of the 
cordial support and co-operation of the various heads 
of departments and wishes to thank them for their sin- 
cere efforts to keep down expenditures. 

It was a great satisfaction to the Board that the 
estimates submitted for the year 1925, with one or two 
exceptions, were as low as the appropriations asked for 
last year, and in a few instances even lower. 

For several years the State, County and Metropolitan 
taxes have steadily increased, as have also our town 
expenditures, yet our receipts from State sources have 
during the same period fallen off. Unless the town, 
therefore, retrenches in these expenditures, there must 
be an increase in the local tax rate. The burden of such 
an increase in the local tax rate will have to be borne 
by real estate, by the homes of our citizens, and such 
a situation should be avoided if possible. 

At the last annual town meeting a committee was 
appointed consisting of the Moderator as Chairman, the 
Town Clerk as Secretary, the Selectmen and five citizens 
to study the Municipal Policy of Brookline. This special 
committee has had various meetings throughout the year 
and obtained a great deal of valuable information which 
has been of great assistance to the Selectmen and will 
surely be of immeasurable value to the town. Although 
this committee has not as yet reported to the town and 
will not report at the coming annual town meeting, the 
efforts of this committee have undoubtedly had a marked 
effect in the items of the annual budget. 

The most important event in the history of the ad- 
ministration of the town for many years was the vote 
of the town at the special town meeting, December 16, 
1924, to enter the Metropolitan Water System. As early 
as 1914, the Water Board reported to the town that the 
necessity for an extension of the water supply was be- 
coming more and more apparent, but because of the 
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large cost involved, action has been deferred from year 
to year. At the special town meeting, October 16, 1928, 
a committee of five citizens was appointed by the mod- 
erator to consider, in conjunction with the Water Board, 
the matter of laying a new force main, driving 
additional wells and installing additional pumping ma- 
chinery or of entering the Metropolitan Water System. 
This special committee consisting of Ernest B. Dane, 
Chairman, Charles F. Rowley, Gorham Dana, Erland 
F. Fish and William R. Cordingley, after careful con- 
sideration, decided that the town should enter the Met- 
ropolitan System. This recommendation was favored by 
the Water Board and by the Committee on Municipal 
Policy and the necessary votes to bring this about were 
passed at the special town meeting, December 16, 1924, 
and the sum of $400,000 appropriated for the privilege 
of entering the Metropolitan System. To defray the ad- 
ditional cost involved, the town voted at this special town 
meeting, to increase its water rates from twelve to 
eighteen cents per one hundred cubic feet. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 


The valuation of land in the town increased from 
$38,245,000 in 1923 to $39,674,000 in 1924, the increase 
being $1,429,000. The valuation of buildings increased 
from $63,771,500 in 19238 to $70,750,800 in 1924, an 
increase of $6,979,300. The total increase in real estate 
values in 1924 was $8,408,300. The valuation of tangible 
personal property increased from $16,148,500 to $17,002,- 
300, being a gain of $853,800. The total valuation of 
all property real and personal in 1924 was $127,427,100, 
a total increase of $9,362,100. 


The tax rate for 1924 was $20.00 per thousand, an in- 
crease of $1.00 over the tax rate for 1923.

The sum of $1,200,000.00 was borrowed during the 
year in anticipation of taxes and has been paid off. 

The funded debt which will mature during the coming 
year amounts to $187,145. From this has been deducted 
the premiums on bonds amounting to $2,116.48 and the 
special appropriation of $17,313.11 which will be asked 
for under the seventh article of the warrant for the an- 
nual town meeting for the purpose of reducing the funded 
debt, this being the amount received by the town from 
the state under the provisions of Chapter 480 of the Acts 
of 1924. This leaves $167,715.41 which is included in 
the table of appropriations for payment of funded debt. 

The appropriation needed for the current year for inter- 
est on the debt now outstanding is $67,944.46. In the table 
of appropriations nothing has been added to this amount 
to cover over-due coupons not yet presented, as the over- 
due coupons of one year very nearly counterbalance the 
over-due coupons of the succeeding year.

The figure for the General State Tax is based on the 
new apportionment in effect in 1925, 1926 and 1927 and 
is based on the Governor’s recommendation to the Gen- 
eral Court. The figures for the Metropolitan Smoke tax 
is an estimate based on the amount expended for this 
purpose in 1923. No amount was assessed for this tax 
in 1924 as there were sufficient funds to cover expendi- 
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tures under this act. The Fire Prevention tax is the 
amount levied in 1924 as the figures for 1925 are not 
yet available. 


Metropolitan Taxes 


The table herewith presented shows Brookline’s pro- 
portion of the payments for metropolitan parks and 
sewers under existing obligations, as provided by law. 

The basis of apportionment of the Metropolitan taxes 
is now a fixed proportion, as contained in Chapter 92 
of the General Laws. Those divisions of this tax, how- 
ever, which are based in whole or in part on valuation, 
will be changed this year in accordance with the new 
valuation to be established by the General Court in 1925, 
establishing the basis of apportionment for State and 
County taxes. As the new apportionment is not available 
at the writing of this report, the amounts included in the 
table for Metropolitan taxes are the same amounts ex- 
pended last year for these purposes. | 
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County Taxes 
The estimate of the County Commissioners for the year 
1925, calls for a county tax of $625,000, of which Brook- 
line’s portion will be $167,930.25. Brookline has 
expended for county tax as follows:

Brookline’s percentage of the county tax under the 
1925 apportionment has been reduced from .294117647 
to .2686884, and while the county tax for 1925 has been 
increased from $588,000 to $625,000, Brookline’s propor- 
tion has decreased $5,010.92.

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations 


The appropriations closed January 1, 1925, showing 
the expenditures therefrom and the balances are shown 
on the accompanying table under the heading ‘‘Closed.” 


Appropriations Carried Forward January 1, 1925 


The balance of $9,816.77 is the balance of the second 
appropriation for permanent pavements designated “B.”’ 
The balance of the appropriation for the construction of 
pavements “A” was closed during 1924. There is a bal- 
ance of $1408.60 for the Committee on Municipal Policy 
which is carried forward. There is a balance of 
$13,634.70 of the appropriation for alterations to the 
Runkle School and $5,000.00 for alterations of the Devo- 
tion School which are carried forward, as these altera- 
tions are not yet completed. The balance of $10,141.80 for 
furnishing the Runkle School and $5,575.20 for furnishing 
the Devotion School have been carried forward as the fur- 
nishing of these schools is not yet completed. The appro- 
priation of $400,000.00 covering entrance fee into the 
Metropolitan Water District is carried forward as the 
agreement has not yet been executed with the Metropol- 
itan Water District so the town has not as yet been called 
upon to make this payment. The balance of $19,302.22 
for alterations to the High School made in 1915 is still 
earried forward at the request of the School Committee. 
There is a balance of $8,489.63 of the 1921 appropriation 
for additions to High School, carried over at the request 
of the School Committee. The appropriation of $2,137.10 
for extension of filtering galleries made in 1912, from 
which nothing has been expended, is carried forward at 
the request of the Water Board. For the last three years 
nothing has been used from this balance. The same is 
true of the appropriation of $1,645.59 made in 1915 for 
covered filter and basin, the appropriation of $5,000.00 
for extension of filtering galleries made in 1917 and the 
$2,505.10 for the. Administration Building of the Water 
Department made in 1920. Of the appropriation for 
public playgrounds made in 1909 there still remains a 
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balance of $19,329.07 which is available for the purchase 
of land for public playgrounds upon the written approval 
of the Board of Selectmen. There is no change in the 
appropriation for plans for the Pierce Street lot made in 
1917, $1,500.00 and plans for Village Square made in 
1917, $1,350.00. There is a small balance of $1,245.90 
of the second appropriation for Service Building, Park 
Department, made in 1923 which is carried forward for 
the construction of some lofts in this building. There is 
still a balance of $500.00 in the appropriation for plans 
for Memorial Tablet made in 1923 as no bill has been 
presented under this appropriation. Nothing has been 
spent from the appropriation of $2,000.00 for additional 
plans for Runkle School made in 1928, and of the balance 
of the appropriation of $416.00 for plans for the Devotion 
School made in 1923 there is still an unexpended balance 
of $3866.00 which the School Committee requests to be car- 
ried forward. Of the appropriation of $248,496.00 made 
for additions to the Runkle School there is still an unex- 
pended balance of $77,528.53 which is carried forward. 
There remains $60,292.71 of the appropriation made in 
1923 for addition to Devotion School which is carried 
forward at the request of the School Committee. There 
is a small balance of $55.19 carried forward from the 
appropriation ‘for alterations for the Devotion School, 
1923, this being balance of amount borrowed. Nothing 
has been expended from the appropriation of $2,500.00 
made in 1923 for Memorial Tablet, World War. Nothing 
has been expended from the appropriation of $400 for 
new heater in the Devotion House. 


Summary 


The total amount appropriated for 1924 for general 
expenses, including the county and metropolitan taxes 
and payment of funded debt and interest was $3,352- 
854.95 of which $3,203,145.54 was expended. Of the 
total amount of $705,337.14 carried on the books for 
special appropriations, the sum of $484,899.56 was 
expended. There was also spent for State Aid and Mil- 
itary Aid $1,763.70. A large part of this amount will 
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be reimbursed by the Commonwealth during the coming 
year. The total amount expended by the town for all 
purposes was $3,688,045.40.

Annual Appropriations for 1925 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are 
given in the following tables. The amounts asked for 
the general expenses of the public schools, public library, 
water supply, public parks and grounds, comprising head- 
ings A. B and C, and the first two items of D in Table 
II below have been recommended by the different boards 
having these matters in charge and have not received 
the independent judgment of the Selectmen. Reference 
is made to the reports of these Boards for information 
in regard to these appropriations. All other amounts 
included in the table of regular appropriations are rec- 
ommended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed 
for general expenses for the current year, 1925, includ- 
ing state, county and metropolitan taxes and payments 
of funded debt and interest, is $3,429,605.71. The total 
of the proposed special appropriations included in the 
warrant for the annual meeting is $81,755.11. If the 
appropriation is made for the taking of land for the 
library site, it is recommended that the sum of 
$30,000.00 be borrowed, leaving a balance of $31,942.00 
to be included in the tax levy.

Highway Department 


The report submitted by Mr. Driscoll is his forty-ninth 
annual report as Superintendent of Streets and Sewers. 


From the second appropriation of $100,000.00 for 
the construction of permanent pavements on the main 
highways of the town the following pavements were laid: 


Beacon Street on the southerly roadway from St. 
Mary’s Street to the granite block pavement at Coolidge 
Corner. 


Mountfort Street from Essex Street to the easterly 
line of Carlton Street. 


Harvard Street from the end of the work laid in 1923 
to the Allston line and from School Street to the granite 
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block pavement at Longwood Avenue, except for a piece 
about 1,000 feet long, the easterly side of the railroad 
tracks between Auburn Street and Marion Street which 
was postponed on account of probable improvements. 


There is an available balance of $9,816.77 in the special 
appropriation for permanent pavements. 


There was but one new street laid out in 1924, Chan- 
ning Road.

Brookline Fire Department, now fully motorized, is 
undoubtedly the best equipped of any city or town in 
the state of the size and population of Brookline. The 
apparatus of the Fire Department consists of seven 
engines in service with automobile pumpers having 
rotary pumps, two third-size steamers in reserve, three 
ladder trucks, one seventy-five-foot aerial, one city ser- 
vice ladder, one horse-drawn ladder truck in reserve, one 
motor combination and two plain horse-drawn hose wag- 
ons, one Ford motor supply wagon; two five-passenger 
automobiles for use of the chief and deputy chief and 
one horse-drawn double tank chemical engine.

Sewers and Drains 


There was expended from the appropriation for sewers 
in 1924, $2,832.96, and from unexpended balance of a 
special appropriation, $6,759.42, making a total of 
$9,592.88. There was expended from the appropriation 
for surface water drains $10,592.66 and for the main- 
tenance of sewers and drains, $11,186.01. The Board 
is recommending an appropriation of $25,000.00 for 
construction of sewers and $25,000.00 for the construc- 
tion of drains and $15,000.00 for maintenance of sewers 
for 1925. The average cost of construction of sewers 
during the past ten years is $9,742.22 and for surface 
water drains $13,012.33. There are certain undeveloped 
parts of the town which before long will be developed so 
that the cost of sewer and surface water drain construc- 
tion will undoubtedly materially increase within the next 
ten years. 


Suits Pending Against the Town 


Herbert Carroll vs. Town of Brookline and Herbert 
Carroll vs. Constance Flanders. (S) These are actions 
of tort brought against the Town of Brookline and a 
Playground Instructor for injuries received on Brookline 
Avenue Playground. These cases are still pending. 


Mary Cannon vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This case 
growing out of alleged injuries received by the plaintiff 
on plank walk on High Street, was tried in the Superior 
Court, Norfolk County, May term 1924. A verdict of 
$491.50 was returned for the plaintiff. On motion by the 
town, this verdict was set aside and the case reported 
to the Supreme Court where it is now pending. 
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Mary Doolan vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This is an 
action of tort in which the plaintiff alleges that she re- 
ceived injuries from falling on sidewalk on Brookline Ave- 
nue. This case is still pending in Superior Court, Nor- 
folk County. 


Bridget Donion vs. Town of Brookline and Michael 
Donlon vs. Same. (M). These two cases growing out of 
injuries received by Mrs. Donlon caused by alleged defect 
in board walk on Boylston Street were brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court, returnable the first Monday of 
June 1922. Demurrer filed by the town in suit brought 
by Michael Donilon has been sustained. Suit of Bridget 
Donion is still pending. 


Frederick D. Stimpson, Administrator of the Estate 
of Estelle Simpson vs. Town of Brookline. (S) Claim 
was made in this suit January 15, 1923, for fatal injuries 
alleged to have been received by Mrs. Stimpson by fall 
on sidewalk on Evans Road, December 13, 1922. This 
case is still pending. . 


Monatiquot River Bridge. (M) Bills of Exceptions 
nave been filed by the County of Plymouth, by the Eastern 
Massachusetts Railway Company and by the Town of 
Weymouth to the report and award of the commission 
on the apportionment of the cost of this bridge, con- 
firmed by the Superior Court, and the case is still pend- 
ing in the Superior Court. 


Gardner Beals, Trustee et. al., vs. Town of Brookline. 
(S) These cases were petitions for damage for the 
taking of fee of North Mason Terrace, including the 
sewer for which plaintiffs claim damages. These cases 
were tried in the Superior Court and a finding for the 
plaintiff was there made for the sum of $4,323.77 and 
an appeal taken to the Supreme Judicial Court where 
decision was rendered in favor of the town on certain 
phases of the case. The case was again tried in the 
Superior Court and there are still questions in litigation. 


Ohabeit Shalom vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This 
is a suit brought by the Congregation Ohabei Shalom 
for 1923 taxes in the amount of $1,120.60 paid under 
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protest, levied on property of the society referred to. 
This case is still pending in the Superior Court, Norfolk 
County. 


Margaret A. Norton vs. Town of Brookline. (M) 
This is an action of tort for injuries alleged to have been 
received on Heath Street, December 5, 1923. This case 
is still pending in the Norfolk County, Superior Court. 


Clara Gregory vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This is 
an action of tort for injuries alleged to have been received 
by fall on sidewalk near the corner of St. Mary’s- Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue. This case is still pending 
in Norfolk Superior Court. 


- Amelia Holtz vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This is 
an action of tort brought against the town for injuries 
alleged to have been received by fall on sidewalk in front 
of 22 Verndale Street. This case is pending in the 
Superior Court. 


Sadie M. Boles vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This is 
an action of tort for injuries alleged to have been received 
-by plaintiff while riding in an automobile on Station 
Street due to a defect in crossing. This case is still 
pending in the Superior Court. 


Suits Settled and Terminated 


Frances Lyons vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This case 
growing out of an injury claimed to have been received 
by the plaintiff as a result of alleged defect in White 
Place, having remained on the docket for two years, was 
dismissed. 


Boston & Albany Railroad, et. al., vs. Town of Brook- 
line. (T) This was a bill in equity brought by the 
plaintiff corporation to require the town to repair and 
strengthen the sewer crossing underneath location of 
the Brookline branch of the railroad known as the Kent 
Street sewer. This suit was dismissed by agreement. 


Beacon School Inc. vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This 
is an action of contract brought by the plaintiff to recover 
taxes in the amount of $2,246.45 paid under protest. 
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This case having remained on the docket without action 
for two years was dismissed under Rule 62, in the 
October 1924 Session. 


David Truesdale vs. Town of Brookline. (M)_ This 
was an action brought by David Truesdale, employee 
in the Highway Department, against the Town of Brook- 
line for compensation under the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act. Hearings were held before a member of the 
Board, before a Committee and before a full Board and 
a second hearing on review before the full: Board. The 
Board finally awarded Mr. Truesdale compensation at 
the rate of $5.00 per week from date of injury. 


Sarah Miles vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This is a 
claim for injuries received by the plaintiff May 26, 1923. 
caused by iron pipe projecting from sidewalk at the 
corner of Harvard Street and Harvard Place. This case 
was settled on the advice of counsel for the sum of 
$250.00. 


Mary McLean vs. Town of Brookline. (S) This is 
a petition for land damages for taking of land by the 
Water Department in West Roxbury, which was dis- 
missed on June 25, 1924, under Rule 62 of the Superior 
Court. 


Mrs. Daniel Harrington vs. Town of Brookline. (M) 
This was a claim for injuries received by fall on Thayer 
Street alleged to have. been due to defective sidewalk 
December 15, 1921. This claim was settled on advice 
of counsel on payment of doctor’s bills amounting to 
$78.00. 


Harriet E. Stevens vs. Town of Brookline. (M) This 
was an action of tort for injuries caused by defect in 
the Beaconsfield Path December 3, 1923. During trial 
of this case in Superior Court, Norfolk County, October 
sitting 1924, the case was settled for $400.00. 


Brett vs. Lyons and Bamel vs. Lyons. (S) These 
were writs brought in the Supreme Judicial Court to 
quash the proceedings of the Building Commissioner in 
revoking building permits for two-family houses in a 
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one-family detached house district which had been issued 
prior to the adoption of the by-law under which no sub- 
stantial construction had been started. The court dis- 
missed the petitions, thereby upholding the town in re- 
voking the permits and also holding constitutional the 
one-family house district. These are two of the most im- 
portant decisions upholding zoning that have ever been 
handed down and may be found in 250 Mass. 


Ohabei Shalom vs. Town of Brookline. (M)_ This 
is a suit brought by the Congregation Ohabei Shalom for 
1922 taxes in the amount of $1740.12 paid by the plain- 
tiff under protest, levied on property of that society. 
This case having remained on the docket without action 
for two years was dismissed under Rule 62. 


A number of small claims for stoppage of sewer con- 
nections caused by street trees with the street limits 
have been settled during the year without suit.

rests have been made and much property recovered which 
had been stolen in Brookline and places outside of the 
Town. 

The men assigned to detective work are called upon 
to perform many hours of extra duty in following up 
cases to which they are assigned, and this time has 
always been freely and cheerfully given.

Crime 


On March 23d, Asa W. Jones was held up and robbed 
of a diamond ring on the Parkway. Four arrests were 
made in this case and all were convicted. 

On July 4th, Vernon I. Mazingo, U.S. 8. Utah, claimed 
to have been assaulted and robbed of twenty-eight dol- 
lars on Longwood Avenue by a man accompanied by two 
women whom he had met in Boston. No arrests made. 
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On October Ist, James H. Forbes, night man at the 
gasoline station of Daniel Carr & Co., Washington 
Square, claimed that he was held up in the gas station 
by three men and two hundred dollars stolen from the 
cash register. No arrests made. 


On October 12th, Neil Erickson of 671 Tremont Street, 
Boston, while under the influence of liquor, was robbed 
of about eight hundred dollars and thrown from a taxi- 
cab on the Parkway near Washington Street. Two ar- 
rests have been made and the cases are now pending in 
Court. 


On December 20th, Morris B. Jeffreys, a chauffeur 
for the Checker Taxicab Company, alleged that he was 
held up with a gun and robbed of a small amount of 
money by a man who rode in his car as a passenger from 
Boston. No arrests made. 


Such other crimes as have occurred have not been of a 
startling nature, and in the main, good order has pre- 
vailed throughout the year. 


Police Signal System 


The Police Signal System, under the careful super- 
vision of Superintendent Davis, has given excellent serv- 
ice. There are fifty-one (51) boxes or stations from 
which men on street duty communicate with the police 
station.

As in past years, I again beg to call your attention to 
the urgent necessity of having the Signal Service 
equipped with the re-call system. Many crimes are now 
committed by persons who use automobiles as a means 
of escape, and in a very short space of time are a long 
way from the scene of the offense. It is, therefore, of 
the utmost importance that the officer in charge of the 
station should be able to get in touch immediately with 
the men on patrol. Though the cost of this installation 
would be considerable, the equipment of this or any other 
Police Department is not complete without it. 
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Traffic 


Automobile traffic is becoming a greater problem each 
year. The Braves’ Baseball Park, located in the Brighton 
District near our line, attracts large crowds during the 
baseball and football season, and it has been necessary 
during the past season to make many extra details to 
handle the automobile traffic and prevent congestion on 
our streets in that vicinity. 

There are now seven permanent traffic posts. One 
Sergeant, seven patrolmen, and two motorcycle officers 
are assigned to traffic duty. These officers, with the ex- 
ception of the Sergeant, are furnished with all uniforms 
except dress coats and caps. | 

There are now eight spotlights in use for the protec- 
tion of officers doing traffic duty. I recommend that one 
additional light be installed at the corner of Davis Ave- 
nue and Cypress Street. 

The Horni Electric Traffic Signal installed at Beacon 
and Carlton Streets in January has proved a success, 
and being operated from the sidewalk removes the officer 
from the street at that dangerous intersection. 

The traffic regulation making Beacon Street one way 
on either side, which has recently been put into effect, 
is proving a success and is appreciated by the travelling 
public.

The southerly part of the Town, as in the past three 
years, has been covered by patrolmen in Ford Runabouts 
with satisfactory results. 

There have been 112 calls for the ambulance during 
the year, of which 51 were for accidents and 61 for sick 
cases. The number of miles run by the ambulance was 
62714. 

The automobile patrol has responded to 335 calls for 
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arrests and fires, and has run 903 miles. The patrol has 
been overhauled and repainted during the year, and 
both patrol and ambulance are now in good condition. 

The Buick Touring car purchased early in the year has 
run 7,500 miles and is in good condition. 

I recommend that the two motorcycles now in use be 
exchanged for new ones, as the cost for overhauling and 
upkeep for the second year would amount to as much, if 
not more, than the cost for exchange. 

The Ford Touring car and one of the Runabouts should 
be replaced by new ones. | 


The Force 


Death. has claimed one member of the Department, 
and some other changes have taken place during the 
year. 

Patrolman George E. Garrity died May 21st, following 
an operation. Patrolman Garrity was appointed April 
10, 1922, a man of fine character and a faithful and effi- 
cient officer. 

Reserve Patrolman John O’Leary resigned from the 
Department June 13th to accept a position in the Boston 
Police Department. 

Patrolman James J. Phillips was retired on pension 
August llth after service of thirty-two years in the De- 
partment. 

Patrolman Bartholomew C. Rutledge resigned from 
the Department September 22nd.

The discipline of the:Depvartment in the main has been 
good. One patrolman has been before the Committee on 
Police for a minor violation of the rules governing the 
Department, and was ordered to do punishment duty. 

One patrolman was before the Committee on Police on 
complaint of a citizen, but was exonerated by the Com- 
mittee. 
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Charges have been preferred against two patrolmen 
for violating rules governing the Department. In one 
case the patrolman was found guilty, suspended with 
loss of pay for two months, and deprived of his annual 
vacation and one-half of his days off for one year. In 
the other case, the patrolman was found guilty and sus- 
pended with loss of pay for five months. 

Several important arrests have been made and much 
good work has been done during the year by both the 
Detective Bureau and members of the uniformed force. 

The liquor problem, as in past years, has been well 
handled. Several raids have been made and a large 
amount of liquor seized. Convictions have been secured 
in most cases brought before the Court, and the liquors 
ordered confiscated. 

The officers and members of the uniformed force have 
been called on to do many extra details during the year 
for which they receive no extra compensation. All of 
this time has been cheerfully given. 

The members of the Department have, during the year, 
been given instruction in the prone method of resusci- 
tation which enables them to handle emergency cases 
more effectually. 

I would recommend the appointment of one additional 
patrolman to replace men who are absent on account of 
sickness or injury. 


Especial Mention 


The following-named members of the Force are de- 
serving of especial mention for meritorious service per- 
formed during the year: 

Patrolman John H. Russell for the arrest on March 
27th of two young men who had committed several bur- 
glaries in Brookline, Brighton and Newton. 

Patrolmen Harry F. Stanfield and Thomas F. Donanue 
for the arrest on April 5th of two young men for store 
breaks. 

Patrolman Clifford J. W. Burgess for the arrest of two 
boys for breaking, entering and larceny in a store. 

Patrolmen Martin J. Lally, Henry H. McNeill and 
George T. Hughes, Jr., for the arrest on June 29th of a 
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man caught in a dwelling house which was closed for 
the summer. Three house breaks were cleared up by 
the arrest of this man. 

Patrolman Edward J. McCracken for the arrest of a 
man for stealing merchandise from an auto truck. This 
arrest was made after an exciting chase in which the 
officer was obliged to cripple his man by the use of his 
revolver in order to overtake him. Excellent judgment 
was used on the part of the officer. 


Revolver Practice 


Revolver practice has been kept up during the year 
with a Sergeant of each platoon acting as instructor for 
the men under him. 

Eighty-five Colt Police Positive revolvers have been 
purchased during the year to replace old style revolvers 
which have been in use for many years. Every member 
of the Department is now equipped with an up-to-date 
weapon. 


Conclusion 


To the Justices, Clerk and Probation Officers of the 
Municipal Court, the Committee on Police, and other 
members of the Board of Selectmen, my thanks are due 
and are hereby tendered; also to many citizens and civic 
organizations for kind co-operation and valuable infor- 
mation. For the loyal co-operation and excellent service 
rendered by officers, patrolmen, and all others connected 
with the department, I desire to express my deep appre- 
ciation.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1925. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Fire Department for the year ending December 381, 
1924, 

We have had the largest number of alarms in the his- 
tory of the Department, and also a large fire loss. One 
fire alone amounted to about 50 per cent. of the total 
loss and no doubt if the fire had been discovered earlier 
the loss would have been small, as it must have been 
burning about six hours before it was discovered by a 
police officer. We also had five other two-alarm fires— 
these six fires causing a loss of $117,625.01. 

The repairs to our apparatus were unusually heavy 
this year and we were unable to paint any of them, but 
hope it will be accomplished this year. 

The New England Underwriters have again recom- 
mended the purchase of a new ladder truck and owing 
to several eight-story buildings being erected in town 
have advised the purchase of an 85 foot aerial ladder 
truck to be stationed at Station G, and the present aerial 
ladder truck at that station transferred to Station B, 
the city service truck at Station B to be assigned to 
Station D. 

During the past year Ladder No. 1 has undergone ex- 
tensive repairs and has been out of commission for 
twenty days, thus necessitating our calling on Boston for 
aerial ladder service and owing to the delay in transmit- 
ting the alarm to them over the telephone and their long 
run to Brookline, many valuable minutes were lost. 

The Fire Prevention Inspection Department has de- 
veloped under Captain William Unkles to a large degree. 
During the past year he made 1,227 inspections. During 
the course of his inspections he discovered cases which 
were referred to other Departments and he was in court 
as a witness in 4 court cases. The Officers of each Station 
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have made periodical inspections of all buildings in their 
districts so as to keep in touch with the construction and 
changes that are being continually made. 

Captain George H. Murray was assigned to the New 
York Fire Department Drill School and graduated with 
honor, being made Drill Master of this Department and 
also was placed in charge of the Pump School. At the 
present time he is conducting Station Drills on the equip- 
ment of the apparatus and the motors. 

Setting-up exercises are conducted daily under the 
direction of the Officers of each Station and are materially 
improving the physical condition of the men. 

The Department Repair Shop has been improved and 
its equipment enlarged and is becoming more valuable 
to the Department each year. 

In regard to the fire protection of all public buildings, 
I would recommend that the basements and such other 
parts of the buildings that it is deemed advisable, be 
equipped with the sprinkler system. 

The Department, under the direction of Chief S. R. 
Allen, has greatly improved in efficiency and morale. 


Fire Record 


During the past year the Department has responded 
to 475 calls; 159 bell alarms and 316 still or telephone 
alarms. This is an increase of 28 bell alarms and a de- 
crease of 11 still alarms over the previous year. We had 
six two-alarm fires during the past year. The causes of 
the fires were as follows:

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Arc Lights’ 


During the year seventeen arc lights have been added 
and the lamp poles on Beacon Street between St. Mary’s 
Street and Harvard Street were changed from the goose- 
neck magnetite to the Boulevard type, which has made a 
great improvement. 

These lights are nearer the ground and give more light 
where it is needed. 
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The new lights added were placed in the following lo- 
cations: Eliot Street near Crafts Road, Crafts Road near 
Eliot Street, Warren Street near Lee Street, Washing- 
ton Street between Park Street and Beacon Street, Buck- 
minster Road at the junction of Fisher Avenue. Pleasant 
Street and Dwight Street, Marshal Street and Sewall 
Avenue, Buckminster Road and Clinton Road, Beacon 
Street between Webster Street and Park Street, Beacon 
Street near Winchester Street, and Beacon Street west 
of Park Street. 

Petitions for three more arc lights received in Decem- 
ber have not yet been installed. 

Three arc lights were discontinued on Beacon Street 
at Coolidge Corner Transfer Station. One opposite 
Pleasant Street where the street was made wider, one 
at the east end of the island that was removed and one 
on the west side of Harvard Street near the new island. 


Tungsten Lights 


Twenty tungsten lights were added in the following 
streets: Glenoe Road between Hammond Street and 
Woodland Road, Marion Path near Marion Street, one 
on Warwick Road and Salisbury Road, one on Emerson 
Street, two on Parkman Street between Pleasant Street 
and St. Paul Street, one on Stearns Road between St. 
Paul Street and Lawrence Road, one on Lawrence Road 
at the corner of Stearns Road. 

One light was installed in Mayflower Court, which is a 
private way in front of a block of five three apartment 
houses. 

Three on Verndale Street near Columbia Street and 
four on Longwood Avenue between St. Paul Street and 
Kent Street. 

Eight new lights ordered last year have not yet been 
installed. 


Welsbach Street Lighting 


This year thirteen gaslights were discontinued, two on 
Crafts Road at Eliot Street, one on Emerson Street, two 
on Warren Street at Lee Street, one on Lee Street near 
Warren Street, one on Sewall Avenue near Marshal 
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Street, one on Pleasant Street at Dwight Street, one on 
Buckminster Road at Clinton Road, one on Stearns Road 
near Lawrence Road, one on Colchester Street was dis- 
continued temporarily owing to the work of construction 
of the Alden Park Manor and will not be connected for 
some time; two on Longwood Avenue between St. Paul 
Street and Kent Street. 


Spotlights for Traffic Officers 


One light was added this year on Cypress Street and 
Boylston Street, and the Chief of Police has asked to 
have a new one placed on Cypress Street and Davis 
Avenue. 


Fire Alarm 


While no new fire boxes were added this year, we were 
obliged to replace some that were broken by automobiles. 
One at the corner of Longwood Avenue and Kent Street 
was broken beyond repair and a new box and outside 
shell were required. This is to be paid for by the owner 
of the car. | 

One at the corner of Essex Street and Worthington 
Road was damaged to the amount of sixty dollars and as 
the man had no means with which to pay for it, the de- 
partment was obliged to pay the bill. 

One at Lancaster Terrace and Mason Terrace was 
knocked over by a truck backing into it. Paid for by 
Insurance Company. 

Such accidents are liable to happen and_ sufficient 
amount of money should be allowed for this. 

The motor generators purchased in 1923 were installed 
and have been in operation since September 12, and so 
far have proved very satisfactory. 

I would recommend that two fire alarm boxes be added 
this year. One on Harvard Street at the corner of 
Shailer Street and one on the south side of Boylston 
Street near Reservoir Road. 

I would strongly recommend that a suitable building be 
purchased or a new one built for the fire alarm apparatus. 

The present rooms are not large enough and are not of 
a fireproof construction, 
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Police Signal System 


This svstem has given good service during the year 
even though some of the boxes have been taken to the 
Gamewell Factory for repairs. When one considers the 
number of years they have been in use I do not think 
they can be criticised. 

The registers are the machines that do most of the 
work running almost constantly for twenty-four hours. 
These have been cleaned and new parts added where 
necessary. When this work is done the expense runs 
beyond any estimate that a person could make. 

During the coming year the department will be obliged 
to make a change on the lines running to the police box 
on Reservoir Road. 

The Edison Electric [luminating Company has been 
requested to remove one of their poles on private property 
off Middlesex Road and when this is taken down the 
town wires will have to be removed. 

The owner of the property has kindly consented to 
allow a pipe to be run underground across his property 
which will probably be at an estimate cost of two hun- 
dred dollars. 

The changes at the Beacon Street transfer station 
made it necessary to remove police box No. 35. 

Owing to the many electric cars and other traffic it has 
always been difficult for the officers to hear over the tele- 
phone with the box in the open. With the consent of the 
officials of the Boston Elevated Street Railway a booth 
was built on the easterly end of the shelter and the police 
box was placed in it. Now the officers can carry on a 


conversation and the public does not hear what is being 
said. 


New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
(Underground Wires) 


The new work and conduits extended in Brookline this 
year are in the following streets: 
Alton Place to Alton Court. 


Beacon Street from Short Street to Washington Street. enlarge- 
ment. 


Buckminster Road from Fisher Avenue to near Druce Street. 
Dean Road on Chestnut Hill Avenue to Taylor Crossway. 
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Harrison Street to near Kent Square. 

Harvard Street from Fuller Street to the Allston line. 

High Street to Acron Road. 

Marshal Street from Longwood Avenue to Sewall Avenue. 

Park Vale from Park Street. 

Taylor Crossway from Dean Road to beyond Willard Road, about 
248 feeet. 

Twelve new manholes were built and four were enlarged. 

Forty-four service pipes were placed in the various parts of 
the town for buildings and stand pipe connections. 

Two stand pipe connections were abandoned, Buckminster Road 
No. 845, Powell Street from manhole 38/134 to pole. 


Edison Electric [luminating Company (Underground Wires) 


Most of the underground work put in by the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company this year was for ex- 
tensions and additions. Harvard Street was the longest 
distance, which was 1941.3 feet. This was installed dur- 
ing the time the new pavement was laid. 

When the cables are installed it will complete the 
underground wiring from the Allston Station to Brook- 
line Village and the overhead wires on Harvard Street 
will then be removed between Longwood Avenue and 
School Street. 

Pipes were run to the existing street lights and to lo- 
cations for three new lights when needed. 

Ducts were run to all side streets and to the sidewalk 
for building connections now being supplied with over- 
head wires. This is the first work done under the new ar- 
rangement where the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany have agreed to spend $20,000 each year for under- 
ground work and remove all overhead wires and poles. 

Streets in which conduit and split fiber were run are 
as follows: Colchester Street, 427 feet; Hurd Road, 280 
feet; Hyslop Road, 160 feet; John Street, 314 feet; Mar- 
shal Street, 143 feet; Monmouth Street, 266 feet; Pleas- 
ant Street, 175 feet; Sewall Avenue, 284 feet; St. Paul 
Street, 186 feet; Toxteth Street, 277 feet; Woodland 
Road, 208 feet.

Fire Alarm and Police Telegraph (Underground Wires) 


This year has seen little work on underground wires. 
The pipes connecting the fire and police boxes with the 
manholes on Harvard Street where the new paving was 
laid, were changed and a three-inch pipe was used to all 
boxes as the old pipes were too small. 

No new wire was purchased this year, there being 
enough on hand which was purchased during the last of 
1928. 


Interior Wiring of Buildings 


The number of notices received during the year was 
1844. 

Many of the applications filed are held over as the work 
has not been completed. 

With the many new fittings on the market, and some 
of them are very cheap, the householder is apt to use these 
without regard to their safety from either life or fire. 

Extension cords are hung in festoons about the rooms 
and often fastened to picture moulding with double 
pointed tacks. In one house some irresponsible person 
used a number eighteen cotton covered wire following 
around the baseboard and then concealing it back of a 
piece of wallpaper where it ran up to the bracket. From 
this, the porch light and one additional bracket light was 
connected. Such cases are never reported; they are 
found. 

The regulations in Brookline as they are today read 
that “notices must be filed before work is started.” This 
is not always followed out. Many of the cities and towns 
around here are now compelling those who wish to do 
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wiring to take out a written permit before the work can 
be started. 

This would require anyone wishing to do this to call 
at the office and have a written permit issued to them.

Gas Inspection 


While the number of applications show an increase 
of only two over the last year, the amount of work has 
been at least a third more, larger buildings have been 
erected and the number of tests required would cover a 
large territory if they were in single or three apartment 
houses. 


During the past year some new regulations were made 
but there are quite a few more which should be changed 
and a number that should be stricken out. 

This has been started and should be ready for the 
approval of the Board of Health before long. Section 
12—regulations for meter connections was needed.

To the Board of Selectmen, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the thirty-fifth 
annual report of the Building Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1924. 

The past year has shown a very decided increase in 
building operations, the total cost of new construction 
for the year being in excess of $9,000,000; which amount 
is over $2,500,000 greater than that for the year 1923. 
The year has been featured by the erection of an eight- 
story apartment hotel group in the Longwood district, 
and also an eight story apartment hotel on Beacon Street. 
It may also be noted, that there is increased activity in 
the erection of the conventional type of three story apart- 
ment houses and also a very healthy growth in the de- 
velopment of high class single family dwellings in the 
south part of the town. 

All lodging houses, hotels and dormitories have been 
regularly inspected. 

This department has investigated all petitions for 
gasoline licenses and a number of joint inspections have 
been made with the officer detailed from the Fire Depart- 
ment covering matter of fire hazard and prevention. 

All freight and passenger elevators have received 
regular inspection and a number of defective conditions 
corrected. 

The operation of the Building Law is proving its worth 
and many inquiries are received from neighboring cities 
and towns desirous of incorporating in their codes some 
of its features. 

This year has seen a further extension of the Zoning 
By-Law in the establishment of a single family district 
designation. In this connection, forty-one permits for 
the erection of two family dwellings to be built in the 
new ‘4D” districts and which had been issued prior to 
the adoption of the By-Law, but under which no substan- 
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tial construction had been started were revoked. In two 
instances the holders of revoked permits brought suit 
against the commissioner to compel the return of their 
permits. 

These cases were tried before the Supreme Court of 
the Commonwealth, which in the fall rendered a eg 
in favor of the town. 

The recent hospital fire in Boston shows forcibly the 
need of more effective legislation covering the licensing 
and supervision of private hospitals. 

Chapter 32 of the special acts of 1919, which applies 
only to the city of Boston, provides that every person, 
firm or corporation conducting such an institution shall 
register annually with the Building Department the num- 
ber of occupants, means of egress, safeguards against 
fires, etc., provided in the building. 

We would strongly urge that such legislation is as 
necessary to Brookline as to Boston for under present 
conditions only a very limited number of hospitals require 
licensing or regulations.

A comparison of the above figures with those of 1923, 
shows a noticeable increase both in the number of fixtures 
installed, and in the aggregate cost. This is due to the 
extra large number of apartment houses, hotels and 
schools being erected and renovated during the year. 


All hot water pressure boilers installed during the year 
as well as those reported to this office as unsafe were duly 
inspected and made to conform to our regulations. 


The plumbing installations have been of the same su- 
perior quality as that of former years and special men- 
tion may be made of the high grade fixtures being in- 
stalled in a vast majority of buildings. 

The writer and the ‘‘Tenement House Inspector,” have 
caused the removal of old unsanitary plumbing and the 
replacing of same with modern sanitary plumbing in 
many tenement houses during the past year, and the 
prospects look favorable for many more changes of a 
similar character next year. 

Much assistance has been rendered to other depart- 
ments by this division during the year. 

Our plumbing regulations have been uniformly well 
observed throughout the year, the plumbers showoing a 
commendable desire to conform to same and a willing- 
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ness to correct such infractions as are brought to their 
attention without the necessity of legal action.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING 


Gas Fitting 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1924. 


Mr. Ernest Laon, Building Commissioner, 


Dear Sir:—I respectfully submit the annual report for 
gas fitting and fixture installation for the year ending 
December 31, 1924. 

The total number of applications received was 872, 
for which permits were issued. Of this number 182 were 
for new houses, 35 for old houses, 41 for office, manu- 
facturing and store buildings, 52 for garages, 4 for fire 
jobs, 9 for old houses repiped, 2 for new schools and 2 
for annexes to schools and 545 for changes and additional 
work done in old houses. 

The work this year has been of a greater variety than 
former years, owing to the number of large apartment 
houses and schoolhouses that have been undergoing con- 
struction. In the Longwood section at the present time 
a large hotel apartment house is one of the largest gas 
contracts being done that ever took place in Brookline. 
This alone represents over 500 mercury tests. Another 
eight story building on Beacon Street is also undergoing 
construction which has 64 suites, and which represents 
about 130 tests. 

A number of new apliances have been placed on the 
market this year, most of which are an improvement 
over the former types. This department has had a dem- 
cnstration on all new appliances. All vent pipe connec- 
tions for gas appliances that have been installed have 
been carefully inspected. I am pleased to report that 
we have had no serious accidents caused by gas during 
the past year. 
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The new section of our gas regulations covering the 
solid connections, by which all meters must be connected 
has proved very satisfactory. A large number of oil 
burners have been installed during the past year. A 
number of hallways were piped for gas on account of the 
new building law which calls for the lighting of hallways 
in tenement houses. 

Many inspections have been made of old buildings and 
houses and where changes were necessary on account of 
defective piping and fixtures, the same have been recti- 
fed. 

A number of violations of the Gas Rules and Regula- 
tions were found; a great many due to the carelessness 
of workmen. All- were attended to without any Court 
action being necessary. 

Section No. 12 of'the Gas Rules and Regulations was 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 12. “AIl gas pipe shall be of wrought 
iron, all fittings of malleable iron, and all meter 
connections other than the side of flange type 
are to be made with rigid iron connection, with 
double swing ells, and of a type approved by the 
Board of Health.”

Sewers and Surface Water Drains 


There have been seven contracts awarded for the ex- 
tension of the Sewer and Surface Water Drain Systems: 

James Driscoll & Sons Co., laid 205 lin. ft. of 10” sewer, 
providing drainage for two new houses, on Dudley Street 
near Lee Street. 

M. J. O’Hearn laid 222 lin. ft. of 15” pipe and 806 ft. 
lin. ft. 10” pipe in Chestnut St., Private Land and Perrin 
Road. This sewer will serve as an outlet for ten houses 
in addition to those which may be built at some future 
date. The estates which are not already connected to 
this sewer should be required to do so. 

James Driscoll & Sons Co. laid 205 lin. ft. of 10” sewer, 
Clark Road, from Summer Road sewer easterly, furnish- 
ing drainage for two new houses. In connection with 
this work the manhole in Sumner Road, opposite Clark 
Road, was remodeled, a drop inlet being built so that the 
Sumner Road sewer connects with the Clark Road sewer 
at the lower level, making it possible to use the junction 
manhole at all times. 

Under the contract for the sewer in Dudley Street 200 
lin. ft..of 12” drain were laid. 
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Under the Clark Road contract 177 feet of 10” drain 
were laid. | 

One hundred and forty-nine feet of 10” surface water 
drain have been laid in Newton St., near Wolcott Road 
under contract with James Driscoll & Son Co. 

The same contractors have recently completed a con- 
tract for laying 244 feet of 10” drain in St. Paul St., 
between Sewall Avenue and Longwood Avenue. 

Previous to the laying of the improved pavement in 
Harvard Street, the surface water drainage system was 
completed from the Allston Line to Kenwood Street.

James Driscoll & Son Co. were awarded the contract 
for laying 165 feet of 12” drain in Marshal Street, be- 
tween Beacon Street and Sewall Avenue. 

In addition to the above, sewers and surface water 
drains have been laid by private parties as follows: | 

By Marden & Orlando in Mayflower Court, 
240 ft. 8 in. sewer, 247 ft. 8 in. drain, 3 manholes. 

By Silverman, Brown & Heenan in Alton Court, 
310.5 ft. 8 in. sewer, 311.5 ft. 10 in. drain, 3 manholes, 
2 catch basins. 

By F. A. Corbett in Beaconsfield Road, 
61 ft. 8 in. sewer, 1 manhole. 

By Stearns Estate in James Street, 
340 ft. 10 in. sewer, 345 ft. 12 in. drain, 4 manholes, 4 
catch basins. 

By Stonehouse in Private Way off Linden Street, 
40 ft. 8 in. sewer. 

By Samuel Du Moulin in Private Way off Harvard Street, 
opposite Harris Street, 
131 lin. ft. 8 in. sewer. 

By Matthew J. Howard in Private Way off Hammond St., 
205 lin. ft, 8 in. sewer. 

These sewers were laid under the supervision of this 
Department and in some cases will have to be taken over 
by the Town and will become part of the public sewer 
system; in other cases, where the property changes own- 
ership no one will be responsible for the sewers or their 
maintenance and eventually the Town will be compelled 
to assume control. 
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Certain changes were recommended in the section of 
the Plumbing Laws relating to the laying of Sanitary 
Sewers and Surface Water Drains, and after considera- 
tion by the Board of Appeal were incorporated in the 
new Building Law. 


The Automatic Sewer Pumping Station at No. 1 Grove 
Street has operated continuously through the year, except 
for a few hours on August 27, when the Edison Com- 
pany failed to supply current, owing to some break in 
the feed line. The bearings were replaced in one motor 
and provision must be made for similar repairs on the 
other motor during the coming year. 


The Right of Way extending from Heath Street to the 
Newton-Brookline Line acquired in 1908 for sewer pur- 
poses, was re-located at the request of the present owner. 
As no sewer had been constructed in this location there 
was no expense involved in the change. 


It has been necessary to make further repairs to the 
Saw Mill Brook sewer during the past year. About 70 
feet of the pipe were uncovered and as many imperfect 
joints were found the whole of this section was encased 
in concrete. This work was done by the Sewer Dept. 
Further repairs will undoubtedly be necessary from time 
to time. 


Plans were made for a Sewer and Drain in the pro- 
posed Extension of Jordan Road from Summit Avenue 
through land formerly owned by Olsen, but nothing has 
been done by the owner towards construction. 


The plans and specifications for the completion of 
sewers and drains in the proposed streets in “Blake 
Park,” so-called, have been approved and it is under- 
stood that the present owners will proceed with this work 
immediately. 

A report was made on the complaint of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad relative to the flooding of their tracks 
from our main sewer. The condition complained of by 
the Railroad was undoubtedly due to the very heavy 
rainfall of September 10, which flooded the low sections 
of Brookline along the Parkway, the water rising in this 
section to grade 15, which was one foot above the grade 
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of the top of the rails of the Railroad Company, between 
Longwood Avenue and Aspinwall Avenue. 

The Main Sewer is in practically the same condition as 
it has been for many years past. 

From 9 P. M., Sept. 9, until noon, Sept. 10, an unprece- 
dented amount of rainfall was recorded at the Brookline 
Station, five inches of rain falling in that period. Con- 
sidering this tremendous downpour the amount of dam- 
age reported was surprisingly small. 

A careful inspection was made of the Amory Street 
Surface Water Drain, constructed in 1916. ‘Except for 
a large amount of sediment the drain was found to be in 
good condition. 

An inspection was made of the open ditches in Clyde 
Street swamp, and aside from some debris which evi- 
dently had been placed there, the system was found to be 
in fairly good condition. Complaints have been received 
from the owners of property through which this brook 
runs, but it would seem only just that these owners and | 
abutters should at least keep the ditches clear after they 
have been deepened and straightened by the Town. 

The outlet to the “‘Chestnut Hill Drain,” so-called, in 
the Boston & Albany Railroad location, just east of Res- 
ervoir Road, has not yet been reconstructed as the matter 
is still under consideration by the Law Departments of 
the City of Boston and Brookline. It has been verbally 
agreed, however, that the City of Boston will do the 
actual work of construction, the Town to pay one-half 
of the expense. The matter will probably be settled and 
the drain constructed within a few months. | 

There have been 201 Sanitary Sewer Connections in- 
spected by this Department during the year and 108 
Surface Water Drain connections. Nine connections 
have been made to manholes of Public Service Corpora- 
tions. Stoppages caused by tree roots seem to be occur- 
ring more frequently than ever, there having been 29 
connections re-laid in whole or in part, 15 of which were 
replaced with cast iron pipe. 

New sewer plans have been made to replace some of 
those which have been completely worn out, and many 
more must be replaced as soon as possible. 
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Owing to the proposed development in the southerly 
part of the Town it will be necessary to construct sev- 
eral plans to take in the area never before covered by 
this set of plans. 

About 131 lots have been sold on the estate formerly 
owned by Weld, and another Land Company is about to 
place on the market the southeasterly end of “Walnut 
Hill,” so-called. Before any of this land can be made 
available for building it must be provided with sanitary 
sewers as the soil in this section of the Town is very 
impervious. This section must be drained through Bos- 
ton sewers and nothing can be done until the City fur- 
nishes this territory with an outlet. 

36 Sewer Charges have been levied, amounting to 
$2,925.02. Sewer Assessments in the amount of 
$3,711.91 have been levied. 419 inquiries have been made 
in regard to sewer assessments and an unusual amount of 
information relating to drainage, etc., has been given 
to owners of property, gD DGULt YS purchasers, archi- 
tects, and others. 

No progress has been made towards improving the 
drainage of the area bounded by the Town Line, Reser- 
voir Road, Crafts, Willard and Clinton Roads. 

On December 8 this Department was directed to pre- 
pare plans and estimates of cost for the improvement of 
Village Brook from Cypress Street to Beaconsfield 
Garage. The matter was immediately taken up by this 
Department and a report will be submitted within a few 
weeks. 

The usual tables relating to Sewer and Drain Construc- 
tion, and the Rainfall Table, are appended to this report. 


Streets 


The most important street work of the year was the 
continuation of the paving program begun last year. On 
June 9 bids were opened for paving the south roadway 
of Beacon Street, from St. Mary’s Street to Coolidge Cor- 
ner. The specifications called for either Sheet Asphalt 
or Warrenite-Bitulithic, to be laid on a macadam base. 
Two bids were received on the basis of sheet asphalt and 
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one for Warrenite-Bitulithic. The contract was awarded 
to the lowest bidder, Warren Brothers Co., who laid 13,- 
045 sq. yds. of Warrenite-Bitulithic. This contract was 
extended to include Mountfort Street, from Carlton Street 
to Esex Street, and 1,750 sq. yds. of Warrenite-Bitu- 
lithic were laid. The work was begun June 16 and com- 
pleted August 9. 

On June 80 bids were opened for paving Harvard 
Street from work laid last year to the Allston Line. 
Two contractors submitted proposals for sheet asphalt 
and four for Warrenite-Bitulithic. The contract was 
awarded to Simpson Brothers for sheet asphalt. As 
many recent excavations had been made in this street it 
was thought best to call for a 5” Portland cement con- 
crete base. The work was begun July 7 and completed 
September 2. 8,065 sq. yds. of sheet asphalt were laid. 

Two bids on sheet asphalt and three bids on Warren- 
ite-Bitulithic were received for paving the section of 
Harvard Street between School Street and Longwood | 
Avenue. On July 21 the contract was awarded to John 
McCourt Co. for laying a Warrenite-Bitulithic pave- 
ment on a Portland cement concrete base. This work 
was started July 28 but was greatly delayed and the 
traveling public put to great inconvenience by the failure 
of the contractors of a Public Service Corporation to 
complete their underground work within the time speci- 
fied. 6,635 sq. yds. of pavement were laid under this 
contract, which was completed September 24. 

On account of probable improvements to some of the 
property on the southeasterly side of Harvard Street, 
which would necessitate a great deal of underground 
work, about 1,000 lin. ft. of this side of the roadway were 
not paved. Except for this section, which extends from 
opposite Marion Street to opposite Auburn Street, Harv- 
ard Street has been surfaced with an improved pavement 
for its entire length. 

Plans and estimates were submitted for the improve- 
ment of the dangerous reverse curves in Lagrange Street, 
near the Newton Line, and releases were obtained from 
all of the abutters, both for the above re-location and for 
a building line the entire length of the street. 
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A plan for the re-location and widening of Grove Street 
was also submitted. As the vacant land in this section 
of the Town is being rapidly bought up and developed it 
is hoped that these street improvements may be acted 
upon at the next Town Meeting. 

A report was made on the advisability of re-locating 
the crossovers in Beacon Street near Centre Street. Since 
establishing the ‘One-Way Traffic” rule in Beacon Street 
conditions have greatly improved at this point and it is 
thought that by rounding the southwesterly corner of 
this crossing at its junction with the southerly side of 
the northerly roadway, and allowing only one-way traffic 
on Webster Street, that conditions will be improved still 
further. 

A grading plan has been carefully worked out for the 
improvement of the junction of Boylston Street and 
Chestnut Hill Avenue. | 

The portion of Beacon Street formerly occupied by the 
“inbound” island of the Boston Elevated Railway Trans- 
fer Station was paved with granite blocks on a concrete 
base. The portion of the street adjoining the new “in- 
bound” island was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
base. This work was done by the John McCourt Com- 
pany under the direction of this Department. 

The re-location of the transfer islands made it neces- 
sary to move the crossover opposite Pleasant Street about 
35 feet easterly. This work was carried out by Warren 
Brothers in connection with their Beacon Street paving 
contract. 

A record plan was made for the alteration of the junc- 
tion of Beacon and Pleasant Streets on the line suggested 
by the Planning Board. The plan was accepted by the 
Town and the construction done by the Street Depart- 
ment. The plan submitted by the Planning Board called 
for a safety zone or island to the west of Waldo Street, 
Extended, but owing to the objection of some of the citi- 
zens in that vicinity this feature of the improvement was 
omitted. 

A record plan was made for the rounding of corners of 
Oakland Road at its junction with Walnut Street, with 
radii of 20 feet. This plan was accepted by the Town 
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June 19, 1924. The land required for this improvement 
was released to the Town by the owners without expense. 
The work of construction was carried out by the Street 
Department. In addition to the rounding of the corners, 
the bank on the southeasterly corner was cut down so 
that the view is less obstructed than formerly and it is 
hoped that this will decrease the number of accidents at 
this intersection materially. 

Permission was given to the owner of the property at 
the southerly corner of Dudley and Fairmount Streets to 
construct a low wall on the line of the present sidewalk, 
although this line does not coincide with the official street 
line. As the owner considered that her property would 
be greatly improved by grading this land as part of her 
lawn the Town granted her the use of this strip subject 
to the understanding that the abutter would never claim 
ownership, even though the wall remained within the 
street limits for an indefinite period. This was a very 
unusual request and was approved very reluctantly by | 
this Department, as although the Town has no present 
use for the land, it is a dangerous precedent to establish. 

Shortly after the establishment of the one-way traffic 
rules on Beacon Street the Business Men near Washing- 
ton Square petitioned that the Town construct a cross- 
over across the car reservation and bridle path in Beacon 
Street opposite Westbourne Terrace. Both the Police 
Department and this Department were of the opinion 
that such a crossing might improve traffic conditions at 
Washington Square. Plans were made and the work car- 
ried out by the Street Department, the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company co-operating in the matter by con- 
structing a very substantial pavement in the section occu- 
pied by their location. 

At the request of the Superintendent of Streets this 
Department superintended the repair of openings in the 
improved pavement in Washington Street, Harvard 
Street and Beacon Street. These openings were made 
by various Public Service Corporations and the Sewer 
and Water Departments of the Town. 

On account of the manner in which these openings 
were made and because many of them were made beneath 
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the street car tracks and also on account of the great 
amount of travel, this work was very expensive. A man 
was detailed from this Department for the supervision 
of this work from August 20 to November 12. The cost 
was apportioned between the Public Service Corporations 
and the Departments of the Town responsible for the 
openings. . 

The location and grade of the following streets have 
been tentatively approved by this Department for the 
Board of Survey: 

Jordan Road Extension through land formerly of Olsen. 

Beaconsfield Road from Dean Road to Tappan Street. 

James Street from Pleasant Street through land of the Stearns 
Estate. 

Tentative approval has been given to the street layout 
in the Bonelli-Adams Development near South Street, 
although the grades have not yet been passed upon. If 
much of the proposed development work in this section 
of the Town is actually carried out it will mean a great 
increase in the work of this Department. 

A request was received for a report on the question of 
accepting “‘Stearns Road Extension” so-called. Condi- 
tions have not changed since the last report and until 
the owners can co-operate to the extent of constructing 
this street through to Longwood Avenue or at least 
providing a right of way, the Town would not be justified 
in accepting any portion of the street. 

There have been 225 requests for street lines and 
grades, a much smaller number than for several years. 
This was fortunate as the preparation of the plans and 
the working out and giving the grades for the improved 
pavements required the time of most of the assistants in 
the Department for several months. 

The many manhole covers and gate boxes at each 
street intersection, as well as in other portions of the 
streets, require a great deal of time and very careful 
levels to set them at proper grades, and as at some inter- 
sections there are as many as 12 of these structures, a 
gerade party must be on duty most of the time in addition 
to the inspectors. 

A table showing the location and date of construction. 
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etc., of all improved pavement in the Town accompanies 
this report. 

Twenty-seven monuments have been set and 18 re-set 
to mark street lines, rights of way, etc. 


Planning Board 


Record plans have been prepared covering all sections 
of the Town where changes in the zoning restrictions 
were contemplated, both for the Annual Meeting in 
March and the meeting held in June. Previous to the 
preparations of the record plans, studies and sketches 
were made and data tabulated for the Planning Board, 
and information furnished to a great number of citizens 
who were interested in the proposed changes. Plans are 
now being made for the consideration of the extension of 
the 4-D Zone in the southerly section of the Town. Maps 
of the Town on a scale of 400 ft. and 200 ft. to the inch, 
showing the limits of each zone, have been prepared for 
several departments of the Town. 

Plans and approximate estimates of cost of construc- 
tion have been made for alternate routes from Cottage 
Farm Bridge to Riverdale Parkway along lines suggested 
by the Planning Board and studies for viaducts over 
Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon Street, on the line of 
one of these suggested routes, have been made and sub- 
mitted. Several meetings of the Metropolitan Planning 
Board have been attended. A plan was furnished this 
Board showing the topography along the line of the pro- 
posed extension of the West Roxbury Parkway from its 
present terminus near Weld Street, to Hammonds Pond 
Woods. It is hoped that the line of the Parkway between 
these points may be definitely settled early this season 
so that the several real estate developments in this sec- 
tion may proceed along the proper lines. 

Considerable time has been spent with the Engineer 
for the Walnut Hills Realty Corporation in discussing the 
proper location of streets in their property. At the 
request of the Planning Board a study was made for the 
extension of the above streets through land of Goodnough 
and Whipple, to connect with the streets already outlined 
east of Lagrange Street. 
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Park Department 


Comparatively little work has been done for the Park 
Department since the completion of the Service Build- 
ing on Netherlands Road. A toboggan chute was 
designed and erected on Amory Playground near the 
corner of Amory and Freeman Streets. The foundation 
of this structure is permanent concrete construction and 
the superstructure is designed so that it may be easily 
taken down and stored during the summer months. 

Considerable time was spent in the consideration of a 
Municipal Golf Course to be located in the “Putterham 
Meadows” so-called, a tract of some 120 acres of land 
located between Newton Street and land of the Brookline 
Country Club, and which has been owned by the Town 
since 1902. 

An expert on golf course construction was consulted 
and he assured us that it is possible to construct a very 
attractive course within the limits of the Town owner- 
ship. Nothing has been done towards preparing care- 
ful plans or estimates. 

A design and estimate of cost of construction was pre- 
pared for a Locker Building in Brookline Field. This 
proposed structure included a grandstand on the roof 
similar to the one now in existence on this Field, but of 
more permanent construction. No appropriation was 
made for its construction. 

Plans and estimates of. cost of various suggested 
improvements of Brookline Field were made for the 
Committee appointed to consider the proper development 
of this playground as follows: 

Grand stands for the remaining unoccupied 
frontage of the running track. 

Plan for changing the location of Highland 
Road to provide space for grand stand between 
track and street. 

Design and estimate of cost of locker building 
about 40x75 were made. 

Estimate of the cost of furnishing and setting curb- 
stone around Longwood Mall was recently asked for and 
submitted. Estimates for surfacing River Road and 
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Park Drive with Warrentite-Bitulithic were again sub- 
mitted. 

On October 27 a Committee, consisting of Mr. A. A. 
Shurtleff, Landscape Architect, Mr. X. H. Goodnough, 
Chief Engineer of the State Board of Health, and the 
Town Engineer, were appointed to consider the question 
of removing the material in Leverett Pond and Muddy 
River deposited by Village Brook and the various other 
drains discharging along the Parkway. A meeting was 
held and the preliminary work divided between the three 
members of the Committee. The Town Engineer agreed 
to cross section the water way and determine the amount 
of material to be removed. This work is about completed. 

Bridges 

All the bridges for which the Town is responsible have 
been inspected. Aspinwall Avenue and Cypress Street 
bridges are in good condition. Carlton Street foot bridge 
should be scraped and painted as this work was not done 
this year on account of the unforeseen work required on 
Dean Road bridge. 

Failure in the planking of the roadway of the Dean 
Road bridge disclosed the fact that many of the brackets 
supporting the floor timbers were either badly bent or 
entirely broken off. The whole of the roadway timbers 
were removed, all brackets inspected and many replaced. 
Several angles to the iron floor beams were renewed and 
all the iron work in the roadway section, as well as all 
that could be reached without taking up the sidewalk 
floor, was scraped and painted. 


Water Department 


A map of the whole Town on a scale of 200 feet to the 
inch was prepared for the Water Department, showing 
the location and size of all the street mains of that 
Department in the Town limits. The basis of this map 
was the tracing from which the lithograph of the Town 
maps published at intervals of about five years by the 
Engineering Department are made. 

The locating of the right of way for the force mains 
through land formerly of Brown was determined and 
bounds set to mark the location permanently. 
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Lines and grades for various improvements at the 
filters at Cow Bay have been given. 


Assessors’ Plans 


The work of preparing the plans for the Assessors for 
their use in assessing property in Brookline was trans- 
ferred to this Department on April 1, and Arthur E. 
Spooner, who had been employed by the Assessors for 
several years, was continued on this work in this Depart- 
ment. 

A new set of assessors’ plans has been begun, the basis 
being the sewer plans of this Department, which have 
been carefully plotted on a scale of 50 ft. to the inch. 
This will eliminate the necessity of plotting plans a sec- 
ond time, which has been the practice with the Assessors’ 
Department for many years. The sewer plans of this 
Department are always kept up to date so far as streets 
and houses are concerned and even if the tracings are 
used continuously by the Assessors it is a much less 
expensive matter to replace these tracings than to re- 
plot a plan as has been the custom before. 

Mr. Spooner has given a great proportion of his time 
since April 1 to the work of preparing these new tracings 
and has completed about 35 plates, except for putting on 
the ownerships. By the first of April probably one-half 
of the Town, which is now covered by the large scale 
sheets, will have been traced. 

In addition to these tracings several new sheets have 
been plotted of the property in the southwesterly part of 
the Town where considerable new development has taken 
place. 

Blue prints of the present assessors’ tracings, which 
consist of 108 sheets, have been taken for the various 
Town Departments. These are furnished by this 
Department without charge, except for the actual cost of 
the blue print paper used. 


Miscellaneous 


The matter of improving the situation at the Chest- 
nut Hill Transfer Station was referred to this Depart- 
ment and a plan was submitted showing the Transfer 
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Station with a central island located just west of the 
point now used for transferring passengers. As this 
was located in the portion of Boylston Street in Brook- 
line which is 90 feet in width there was ample room for 
‘an adequate station. Because of the expense this plan 
was not carried out. An alternate suggestion has been 
submitted by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
which, with certain modifications, has been approved. 

A great deal of study has been given to the question 
of Traffic Signals and several reports have been sub- 
mitted. It is thought that the signal which shows the 
words “Go” and “Stop” in colors will prove the most 
easily seen and understood and if this type were univer- 
sally adopted it would lessen the confusion now existing 
caused by the great variety of signals in use, sometimes 
even in the same municipality. For a simple warning 
signal it would seem that the “Mushroom Signal’ so- 
called, with the intermittent light, would be the safest, 
least expensive and most effective. The Town has 
recently installed a signal of this description at the inter- 
section of Boylston Street and Hammond Street, where 
many accidents have occurred. If this is as effective as 
is hoped there are many points in the Town where this 
signal could be installed to good advantage. As this 
installation is not a serious obstruction in the street, even 
if the light should fail, and as it is almost impossible to 
injure it even by the heaviest truck passing over it, 
it would seem a much safer and more economical signal 
te place on the travelled way than those of the post type, 
which through accident or neglect sometimes are not 
lighted and are, therefore, the cause of accidents, and 
a continual source of expense. 

Data was prepared and testimony given in the Beals 
Case. 

Plans and photographs have been made for the Police 
Department in various accident and other cases. 

Plans and data have also been prepared for suits 
brought against the Town in connection with accidents 
on the public streets. 

Data has been prepared at the request of the Com- 
mittee appointed to study the finances of the Town, both 
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at the request of the Chairman of this Committee and 
also at the request of the expert employed by this Com- 
mittee. While most of this data was already on file in 
this office, considerable time was required to put it into 
the form requested. 

Plans, descriptions and photographs were made for the 
Building Department for use in suits brought by the 
Town and against the Town, relating to the amendment 
of the Zoning Law adopted in June, about 60 pho- 
tographic prints being furnished for one case alone. 

A total of 48 photographs have been taken for the 
Street, Building and Police Departments. 

A great number of blue prints have been taken for 
the various departments of the Town and for citizens and 
others who have asked for information relating to land 
subdivision, street lines and grades, etc. 

Twelve large display plans have been made for Town 

Meetings, Hearings of the Planning Board, etc. 
- Four hundred and forty-six and six tenths feet of chain 
link fence, 6 feet in height, were erected around the 
southwesterly boundary of Walnut Hills Cemetery and 
the Grove Street frontage. This completes this type of 
work at this Cemetery. The remainder of the frontage 
on Grove Street should be protected with a masonry 
wall similar to that which now extends the entire front- 
age of the Cemetery on Allandale Road, but the line and 
grade of Grove Street should be adjusted and formally 
adopted by the Town before this wall is begun. 

A small wooden building for the protection of the 
motor which drives the stone crusher and elevator at 
Hammond Street was designed for the Street Depart- 
ment and constructed under contract with M. F. 
Reynolds. 

The Town bound on the line between Brookline and 
Boston, 130.99 feet northeast of Harvard Street, was 
replaced with a stone monument about four feet ‘in 
height, the original stone having been removed by the 
excavation for the Verndale Garage. As this monument 
has been set in concrete in a very substantial manner it 
is hoped that it will not again be disturbed. 

The Thirtieth Annual Convention of the American 
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Society for Municipal Improvements was held in Bos- 
ton in October. Many interesting and instructive papers 
on municipal matters were read and discussed. On one 
evening the members of the Society were the guests of 
the General Electric Company at West Lynn, where many 
types of traffic signals were exhibited and the subject 
of traffic control by signal lights discussed by experts 
from all parts of the United States. This Department 
endeavored to repay as far as was possible the many 
courtesies extended by other cities to delegates from this 
Town at previous Conventions. 

The problem of fixing locations for the many struc- 
tures now required to be placed underground in the pub- 
lic streets has demanded much time and study. The 
situation has already become so complicated that it is 
imperative that a competent inspector be detailed to 
follow up all underground construction and see that all 
structures are placed in accordance with the locations 
given by this Department; also that the trenches are 
properly backfilled and road surfaces restored to their 
original condition. To properly attend to this work, and 
the inspection of sidewalk construction which has been 
done at the request of the Street Department for the past 
few years, an additional car is needed. 

Three hundred and ninety-six house numbers have been 
assigned and the usual work of checking up buildings 
improperly marked or having no numbers attended to. 
Practically all occupied buildings are now correctly num- 
bered.

A new 15 ton Maintenance Steam Roller was bought, 
which cost $6,750.00. Two new wheels were provided 
for the old Maintenance Roller, which cost $980.00 A 
gasoline-driven air compressor for operating the steam 
drill was bought at a cost of $3,189.12. The old boiler 
at the stone crushing plant was broken up and was re- 
placed with a 50 horse power electric motor which with 
the setting up, wiring, etc., cost $2,000.00 The old 
engine house was in such bad condition that it had to be 
replaced with a new power house, which was built by con- 
tract at a cost of $1,113.00. The work of preparing 
foundations and floor and other expenses was done by 
the Department and cost $998.41. 

The wood blocks on Harvard Street and Washington 
Street were in need of attention and were put in good 
condition by the Simpson Brothers Corporation and cost 
on Harvard Street, $874.77, and on Washington Street, 
$1,549.18. 

Among the items charged under the head of General 
Maintenance may be mentioned the construction of the 
cross-over at Westbourne Terrace which cost $1,197.52, 
and removing ledge and sundry work on Woodland Road 
at the new school which cost $1,101.09. 

Your attention is called to the need of the relocation 
of LaGrange Street between the Newton line and Prince- 
ton Road so-called. This matter was included in the 
warrant for the last annual Town Meeting but no action 
was taken as certain formalities in connection with the 
relocation were not carried out. The work should be 
done this season and the remaining part of the roadway 
is in need of resurfacing. The street in part has never 
been worked out to its full width and a portion of the 
land abutting has been improved by grading and plant- 
ing. I would suggest that the street be worked out to 
its full width this season in connection with the work of 
resurfacing and if there is serious objection to doing this, 
that at least the full width of the roadway of a 50 foot 
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street shall be carried out. Large developments in the 
immediate neighborhood are likely to be made during the 
coming season and the whole thing would better be done 
at the same time. 


Bridges 


Considerable more work than was anticipated was nec- 
essary on the bridges, particularly those on Sumner Road 
and Dean Road where the ends of several girders were 
found to be much decayed and had to be renewed. Many 
of the angle irons and brackets attached to the steel 
girders of the Dean Road bridge were in such condition 
that it was deemed wise to renew them. All the iron 
work was thoroughly scraped and painted and the bridge 
is now in good condition and in the ordinary course of 
events will not require any extensive repairs for some 
time. 

The scraping and painting spoken of last year as 
needed on the Carlton Street bridge must be done this 
year, and it is possible that when the structural part is 
exposed, more extensive repairs may be necessary. 


Pensions 


Three men on the pension list have died during the 
past year and two others have been added. There are 
now fourteen persons on the list.

Permanent Pavements

~ At the annual Town Meeting, a second appropriation 
of $100,000.00 was made for the construction of per- 
manent pavements in the main highways of the town. 

Under this appropriation, the following pavements 
were laid: 

Beacon Street on the south roadway from St. Mary’s Street to 
the granite block pavement at Coolidge Corner and for a short dis- 
tance across the railroad tracks and tree lawns at the easterly end 
of the cross-over in line of Pleasant Street. 

Mountfort Street from Essex Street to the easterly line of Carl- 
ton Street. 

Harvard Street from the end of the work laid in 1923 to the 
Allston line and from School Street to the granite block pavement 
at Longwood Avenue except for a piece about 1,000 feet long on 
the easterly side of the railroad tracks between Auburn Street 
and Marion Street which was postponed on account of probable 
improvements in this place. 

The work was done under the direction and inspection 
of the Engineering Department and details of the work 
done wil! be found in the report of the Town Engineer. 

When the first appropriation was made for the purpose 
of laying permanent pavements, Longwood Avenue and 
Winchester Street were included in the list, but owing to 
the delay in the laying of a main water pipe and other 
underground structures in Longwood Avenue and on 
account of extensive building operations on Winchester 
Street, nothing has yet been done in these places. 

There remains to be completed the portion of Harvard 
Street spoken of above, the work on Boylston Street at 
Chestnut Hill Avenue spoken of last year and such other 
portions of Boylston Street as may seem advisable. 
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Special Appropriations 


At the annual Town Meeting, an appropriation for 
altering and widening Pleasant Street was made. The 
work was done by this department and consisted of new 
circular edgestones with a concrete sidewalk, and sub- 
grading and macadamizing the roadway. ‘The cost was 
$3,489.71. The original plan contemplated a safety zone, 
but after consideration, it was deemed better to postpone 
this feature for the present at least. 

At the special Town Meeting held June 19, 1924, an 
appropriation of $800.00 was made for the purpose of 
widening the corners of Oakland Road at its intersec- 
tion with Walnut Street. The work was done by the 
Street Department and consisted of furnishing and 
setting circular edgestones, laying coal-tar concrete walks 
and grading and macadamizing parts of the roadway. 
It involved also the alteration and construction of catch 
basins, considerable blasting at the easterly corner, re- 
building wall, and lowering the bank so that the view 
easterly on Walnut Street would be less obstructed.

The appropriation for sidewalks was enlarged for the 
special purpose of relaying many of the brick walks, but 
for several reasons, the work was not undertaken during 
the past season and it is hoped that this can be attended 
to during the coming season. The policy of not build- 
ing any more plank walks in the congested part of the 
town has been generally adhered to. A much larger 
proportion than heretofore of new edgestones were fur- 
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nished and set on the agreement of the owners to pay 
one-half the cost. 


Maintenance of Sewers and Drains

On the night of September 9-10, a very heavy rain 
caused the railroad brook west of Sumner Road in the 
rear of the houses on Clark Road to overflow and flood 
the cellars of many of the houses. Much of the flood was 
due to the overflow of the brook but a great deal of it 
was due to ground water. 

At the same time, Leverett Pond and the Riverway to 
the north were flooded, but the damage resulting from 
the flooding was confined to the few houses at the 
northerly end of Brookline Avenue. Assistance in dis- 
posing of the water and cleaning up the premises was 
rendered by this department in both cases. We were 
much aided by the Fire Department which kindly placed 
a steam fire engine at our disposal. 

Attention has been called to the condition of this brook 
many times by the Town Engineer and it would seem 
that the time for enclosing this brook in a suitably cov- 
ered channel had arrived. 

Nothing has been done toward cleaning out Leverett 
Pond during the past season. Excepting for the severe 
storm just mentioned, the outlet of the village brook has 
been kept in working condition with a trifling amount of 
labor. On October 27th, a conference between the 
Selectmen and the Boston Park Commission was held at 
which the matter was fully discussed and was finally 
referred to a committee with instructions to make an 
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estimate of the cost of the work of cleaning out the pond 
and the riverway and a proper division of such cost 
among the municipalities involved.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1924. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—The following is the report of the serv- 
ices of this department for the year ending December 31, 
1924, 


In submitting the report of services rendered by this 
department during the past year I would call attention 
to the substantial increase in work required each year. 
Nearly every commodity we use comes either directly or 
indirectly under the Weights and Measures laws, the 
intelligent enforcement of which is not only a protection 
to the public, but an asset to the civil welfare of the com- 
munity in the promotion of greater care and justice in 
commercial transactions. Last year the report showed 
that the work had more than doubled during the preced- 
ing five years. The past year has shown an additional 
increase of 21 per cent. As no additional assistance has 
been available it has been necessary to somewhat curtail 
the service regardless of the requirements of the law. 
The year of 1924 has shown a marked commercial growth, 
notably in the increased number of stores, garages and 
gasoline filling stations; these, and the sealing of taxim- 
eters which necessitates retesting when rates are 
changed, are important contributing factors to the sit- 
uation. While the necessity for practising the strictest 
economy in municipal expenditures is recognized, a point 
has been reached where the requirements of the law can- 
not be met or the accustomed service rendered the public 
with the facilities now available. As stated in last year’s 
report this problem is submitted that it may receive such 
consideration as will insure efficiency and economy in its 
solution.

Sealing 


In connection with the sealing, the State Director of 
Standards, after completing an investigation, instructed 
sealers that gasolene pumps must be locked at least an 
hour before testing for accuracy before sealing. Al- 
though this entails the loss of valuable time it is the only 
way to detect leaky cylinders and thus insure correct 
measure after long periods of inactivity, while in the 
case of taximeters it has been found necessary to subject 
them to at least four road tests or six bench tests to de- 
termine their accuracy within the allowable tolerance. 
These instances are given to emphasize the growth in 
work additional to the large number of weighing and 
measuring devices in use. 


Testings and Reweighings 

The 2,566 determinations made cover about every 
article sold by weight or measure, but especial attention 
has been given to commodities most commonly used as 
necessities of life, as indicated in the table. While there 
were 222 underweight there were 404 overweight. Many 
of the packages found short were intermingled with 
those of correct or overweight, indicating carelessness 
rather than dishonesty; this called for corrective action 
rather than prosecution. The larger portion of com- 
modities found short were those put up outside of the 
town. In many of the latter cases correction was ob- 
tained through reporting the deficiency to other sealers 
or the State Department. The 6 prosecutions were for 
short weight in goods sold by local dealers wherein the 
circumstances indicated intentional fraud. While the 
results obtained through this work compare favorably 
with those of previous years, it is evident that to insure 
adequate protection to consumers, continued vigilance 
must be exercised. 

Inspections 


The inspections tabulated are in addition to those made 
in connection with testings and reweighings. The great- 
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er use of automatic and more complicated weighing and 
measuring devices has made necessary more frequent 
inspections because of their susceptibility to inaccuracy. 
The inspections of vehicles were for the purpose of see- 
ing that scales were accurate, properly graduated and of 
suitable type for the commodities sold; that milk, ice 
cream, fruit, vegetables, berries, oils, etc., were packaged 
in legal containers adequately filled; and that other re- 
quirements of the law covering the sale and delivery of 
certain commodities from vehicles were being observed. 
The miscellaneous inspections were made mostly at stores 
for the purpose of detecting and correcting faulty weigh- 
ing and measuring devices and inducing storekeepers to 
follow such practices as will insure the giving of proper 
weight and measure. Examination of clinical ther- 
mometers is a new function for sealers, their correctness 
now having to be certified to before they can be legally 
sold by dealers. Of the 170 examined, 7 were found de- 
fective and were returned to the manuacturers. As a 
result of the examination of packages to ascertain if they 
conformed to the net weight package law, many manu- 
facturers were obliged to make permanent corrections 
and certain unfair, if not dishonest, trade practices were 
eliminated. The violations included about 45 different 
commodities, several of which were interstate shipments, 
in which cases correction was effected through Federal 
and State officials. 


Miscellaneous 


Supervision of peddlers and vendors and their methods 
of selling which is exercised in conjunction with the 
Police Department, the gauging and testing of oils, as 
Inspector of Petroleum, the measuring of wood, manure, 
loam, etc., as Measurer of Wood and Bark, and the sur- 
veying of lumber have received due attention, such action 
being taken as would afford protection to our citizens 
and be in the interest of justice. 


Coal Furnished the Town 


The following table shows the quality of coal furnished 
the town as determined by chemical analyses, made in 
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accordance with the specifications of the several con- 
tracts. The specified standard for furnace and egg is 
10.5 per cent., stove and nut, 12.5 per cent., yard screen- 
ings, 16 per cent., while that for bituminous coal is 8 
per cent. ash and 14,300 British thermal units of heat.

Practically all the coal furnished the town during the 
past year, and especially that under existing contracts, 
has been of such satisfactory quality as to insure sub- 
stantial savings through decreased consumption. It may 
not be generally recognized that under the form of con- 
tract used, the penalties collected do not adequately com- 
pensate for the loss to the town through the use of poor 
coal, while the premiums paid on exceptionally good coal 
but partially indicate its greater value. 

The anthracite delivered prior to April 1, was of the 
same good quality and from the same mine as reported 
last year. That being furnished under the present con- 
tract, by the same dealer but from a different mine, has 
thus far been of a still higher grade and withal an eco- 
nomical supply. Under mechanical analyses it developed 
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a consistently high ratio of heat units with normal and 
even disintegration of fixed carbon under both slow and 
rapid combustion and fused only under extremely high 
temperature. The carbon was somewhat hard, thus hav- 
ing a tendency to prevent waste under normal consump- 
tion, while the sulphur content was well below that speci- 
fied in the contract. 


The bituminous coal delivered in completion of the 
1923 contract showed some variation in B. T. U.’s and 
volatile content, but on the whole was satisfactory. That 
which has been delivered under the present contract is 
extremely high in B. T. U.’s and fixed carbon, with a 
volatile content lower than is generally found in a low 
ash coal with the above characteristics. Under mechani- 
cal analysis it burned evenly and coked slowly, maintain- 
ing a higher heat efficiency than its somewhat slow com- 
bustion implied. Such coal requires a generous intake 
of oxygen, and, except when a quick generation of heat 
is desired, can be used with a liberal amount of screen- 
ings with increased economy. 


The major portion of the bituminous coal is consumed 
at the Heating and Lighting Plant, Tappan Street, where 
careful records of the weight of coal burned are kept. In 
conferring with Supt. M. C. Cooley, confirmation was 
made of the substantial saving to the town when good 
coal is used. His records show that during the year of 
1923, 2,183 tons of bituminous coal and 544 tons of 
screenings were used. During the year of 1924, only 
1,589 tons of bituminous coal were used, with which he 
was able to burn 1,036 tons of screenings. This saving 
is in large part due to the fact that some 1,350 tons of 
the bituminous coal delivered under the contract which 
expired April 1, 1924, was of exceptional quality, while 
that supplied since under the existing contract averaged 
lower in ash and higher in B. T. U.’s than has ever been 
furnished under any previous contract. 


The yard screenings furnished under both contracts 
were evidently carefully selected, as the ash content aver- 
aged little higher than that of medium grade furnace 
coal. 
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All deliveries of coal have been promptly made and 
such supervision exercised over the fulfillment of the 
terms of the several contracts as appeared for the best 
interests of the town. 

The assistance rendered by the Chief of Police, the 
furnishing of an automobile by the Superintendent of 
the garage during the summer and the additional work 
done by both part time deputies has made it possible to 
complete the work. This assistance is gratefully acknowl- 
edged.

The Gymnasium and Bath Committee present their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1924. 

The resignation of Mr. Samuel K. Nason as Director 
of the Gymnasium and Bath Department was accepted 
by the Committee on January 7, 1924. Mr. Charles P. 
Cameron, who has acted as gymnasium instructor since 
the erection of the building, was appointed as Director 
to succeed Mr. Nason. 


During the past year the attendance at the gymnasium 
and the bath-house has shown a marked increase over 
the previous year, and it is the aim of the Committee to 
so conduct the Department that it may be of the greatest 
value to the individual, and the community, and be a 
sterling example of a first class public department of 
health and physical education. Exercise, recreation, 
games and sports are by no means ends in themselves 
and never should be so. They are simply helpful agencies 
which prepare us for the real struggle of life, that make 
us better men and women and better citizens. 

Every reasonable individual should realize the impor- 
tance of health, a good physique, and a sound, strong 
body, which in this age of nervous strain and keen com- 
petition are splendid assets of success. Reading about 
exercises, gazing at the outside of the gymnasium, or 
watching others exercise does not benefit anyone. It is 
the actual doing, earnestly and conscientiously, which 
brings results. 

It is the hope and the desire of the Gymnasium and 
Bath Committee, and of the new Director, that a greater 
number of town officials and Brookline residents frequent 
the gymnasium and baths to witness and take part in the 
gymnasium classes and the bath-house activities. 
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A number of exhibitions and demonstrations have been 
arranged for the coming year and the details of each 
program have been so arranged as to show the standard 
of work and the results of instruction. The schedule at 
the gymnasium and bath-house has been arranged to 
afford ample opportunity to all ages to take advantage 
of the privileges offered. —

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REPORT OF PLAYGROUND COMMISSION 


December 31, 1924. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Playground Commissioners herewith 
submit their thirteenth annual report. 

During the past year the work has been under the di- 
rection of Mr. Charles P. Cameron, director of the Gym- 
nasium and Bath Department, who was elected as execu-- 
tive secretary by the Playground Commission. 

Playground work was conducted under the supervision 
of trained workers on the Clark, Heath, Lowell, Cypress, 
Boylston, Parsons, Lawrence, Brookline Field and Brook- 
line Avenue Playgrounds, and the grounds were well 
attended at all times by the younger and older children. 

During the winter months recreation work was con- 
ducted in both the Boylston and Winthrop Recreation 
Centers and children and grown-ups of all ages crowded 
these buildings day after day to take advantage of the 
many opportunities offered to indulge in quiet and com- 
petitive games, community singing, handwork, knitting, 
basketry, lampshade making, embroidery and dancing. 

The Playground Commission, desiring to co-operate 
with the Board of Selectmen in their appeal for economy 
in the conduct of all Departments, have reduced the 
amount of their appropriation for 1925 by $4,000, and 
yet have arranged a tentative program for the coming 
year that will enable all our young people to enjoy whole- 
some recreation under proper leadership.

To the Board of Playground Commissioners, 
Brookline, Mass.

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REPORT 





The Planning Board respectfully submits to the Town 
its eleventh annual report covering the year ending 
December 31, 1924. 


Zoning Law 


The value of a law is not in its purpose but in 
its practical operation and effect. Our zoning law has 
now been in operation nearly three years and it has been 
a great source of satisfaction to the Planning Board that 
the zoning law has been so well and successfully estab- 
lished. Our zoning law was first adopted at the Town 
Meeting, March 23, 1922, and became a law June 24, 
1922. At the time of the adoption of Brookline’s zoning 
law there were but four other municipalities in the state 
with zoning laws. Twenty-six cities and towns have now 
adopted zoning laws, including Worcester, Woburn, and 
Belmont, added during the year. Thirty-five other cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth are now either prepar- 
ing or studying the adoption of a zoning law. The zoning ° 
law was amended March 18, 1924 and June 19, 1924. 
Outside of certain minor amendments affecting the lines 
of the different districts, the only important amendment 
to the zoning law was the establishment of a detached 
one-family dwelling district. One-family detached house 
districts had been established previously in other parts 
of the country, but court decisions had declared against 
the legality of such districts in New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia. After the passage of the amendment, forty-one 
permits for the erection of two-family houses to be built 
in a 4-D (one family detached house) district; which had 
been issued prior to the adoption of the by-law, but un- 
der which no substantial construction had been started, 
were revoked by the Building Commissioner. Writs of 
certiorari to quash the proceedings of the Building Com- 
missioner in revoking building permits issued were 
brought by the holders of these permits. Ralph A. Stew- 
art, Esq., a former member of this Board, represented the 
town in these suits. The court dismissed the petitions 
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thereby upholding the town and the one-family house dis- 
trict, the opinion being written by Chief Justice Rugg. 
This opinion together with three other cases under con- 
sideration by the Supreme Court of this Commonwealth 
at the same time constitutes the most remarkable group 
of opinions upholding zoning that have ever been nanded 
down. 
Lowell vs. Stoklosa, 250 Mass. 52, upholding interim 
zoning ordinance; 
Spector vs. Burt (Milton), 250 Mass. 63, upholding 
exclusion of stores from resident districts; 
Brett vs. Lyon (Brookline), 250 Mass. 738, upholding 
one-family house districts. 
Bamel vs. Lyon (Brookline), 250 Mass. 82. 


The amendments to the zoning law passed during the 
year are as follows: 


At the Annual Town Meeting, March 18, 1924, under 
the Fourth Article of the Warrant, the following votes . 
were passed: 


Voted, That the Zoning By-law be amended by enlarging the 
2A district on the lot on the northeasterly corner of Pleasant and 
Beacon streets by taking from the adjoining 3A district on the 
Beacon Street side about 5,500 square feet and from the adjoining 
3C district on the Pleasant Street side about 945 square feet, all as 
shown on Zoning Map No. 2, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town 
Engineer, dated January 31, 1924, and verified by the signatures 
of the Planning Board. 


Voted, That the Zoning By-law be amended as follows: 


1. By striking out Article 1, Section 2 (a), relating to Zoning 
Map, and inserting in place thereof the following: 


Section 2. Zoning Map. 


(a) The Zoning Map, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town 
Engineer, dated January 31, 1924, designated Zoning 
Plan No. 3, bearing the signatures of the Planning 
Board, and showing the boundaries of each district 
and the designation of each district by means of a 
numeral and a letter, is declared to be a part of this 
By-law as amended, except that the two corner lots 
at Williston Road and Salisbury Road now marked 
3D shall be included in the 4D district. 


2. By adding at the end of Article II a new section to be num- 
bered 4 as follows: 


Section 4. \Single-Family Resident Purposes (Numeral 4). In 
a district marked by the numeral 4 no bwilding shall be used and 
no building shall be constructed which is intended or designed to 
be used for any purpose except one or more of the following: 

(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 
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(b) A club, other than a club the chief activity of which is a 
service customarily carried on as a business. 

(c) A church. 

(d) A school. 

(e) An accessory purpose as defined in Article II, Section 3 
(h) and including a private stable. 

(f) A purpose enumerated in Article II, Section 3 (i). 

Provided, however, that any premises, structure, build- 

ing, or part of a building now lawfully existing and 
maintained in said district and which is being put to 
a use not conforming with the aforesaid regulations 
of said district may continue to be used for the same 
or for a purpose not substantially different, as pro- 
vided in Article IV, Section 2 (a). 


At the Special Town Meeting, June 19, 1924, under 
the Tenth Article of the Warrant, the following votes 
were passed: 


1. Voted, To amend the Zoning By-law by enlarging the 4D 
district on the crest of Aspinwall Hill so as to include in the said 
4D district all of the land now designated 3D on the crest of Aspin- 
wall Hill and as shown on Zoning Map No. 3A, prepared by Henry 
A. Varney, Town Engineer, dated June 9, 1924, and verified by the 
signatures of the Planning Board. 


2. Voted, To amend the Zoning By-law by including in the 
4D district the following described property now in the 38D district 
known as Hillerest land, bounded on the northeasterly side by 
Newton Street, westerly by La Grange Street, southwesterly by the 
town line, southeasterly by land owned by Sherman L. Whipple, all 
as shown on Zoning Map No. 3B, prepared by Henry A. Varney, 
Town Engineer, dated June 9, 1924, and verified by the signatures 
of the Planning Board. 


3. Voted, To amend the Zoning By-law by including within the 
4D) district on Aspinwall Hill all that property on the northerly 
side of Rawson Road included in the 3D district, between Colbourne 
Crescent and Claflin Road; all that property on the southerly side 
of Rawson Road. now in the 3D district between Colbourne Cres- 
cent and Claflin Road to a depth of 100 feet, all as shown on Zon- 
ing Map No. 3C, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, 
dated June 9, 1924, and verified by the signatures of the Planning 
Board. 


4. Voted. To amend the Zoning By-law by including within 
the 4D district all that property bounded by LaGrange Street, 
Hammond Street, Woodland Road, Heath Street, and the town 
line, also a strip of land to a depth of 100 feet running on the 
northerly side of Woodland Road from Hammond Street to prop- 
erty of Holyhood Cemetery; excluding the land which lies between 
Heath Street, the Metropolitan Park land and the town line, and 
also excluding the land bounded by Heath Street, Woodland Road, 
Saw Mill Brook Sewer location, and the Metropolitan Park land; 
all as shown on Zoning Map No. 3D, prepared by Henry A. Varney, 
Town Engineer, dated June 9, 1924, and verified by the signatures 
of the Planning Board. 


5. Voted. To amend the Zoning. By-law by including in the 
2B district all of the land now in the 38C district lying between 
Harvard Street, Thorndike Street, and the town line, with the ex- 
ception of the land between Thorndike Street and a line approxi- 
mately 100 feet in rear of the lot lines of property on the west- 
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erly side of Thorndike Street, all as shown on Zoning Map No. 3E, 
prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, dated June 9, 1924, 
and verified by the signatures of the Planning Board. 


6. Voted, To amend the Zoning By-law by redistricting the 
property of the Hospital Corporation at the corner of Pond Avenue 
and Allerton Street which is now in a 3D district and including the 
same in a 8C district, as shown on Zoning Map No. 3F, prepared 
by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, dated June 9, 1924, and veri- 
fied by the signatures of the Planning Board. 


Appeals Under the Zoning Law 


The original Enabling Act (Section 27, Chapter 40, 
General Laws), provides that the Building Commissioner 
shall withhold a permit or license for the construction or 
alteration or use of any building, the erection or use of 
which would be in violation of the zoning law, and also 
provides for an appeal from such decision to the board to 
which a right of appeal lies under the building laws. The 
building law (Article 2, Sections 12 and 13), provides 
for an appeal from the decision of the Commissioner in 
refusing a permit or where applicant is ordered to incur 
expense or on a matter left by the building law to his ap- 
proval or discretion. 

Chapter 133 of the Acts of 1924 provides for an appeal 
to the Board of Appeal as established under the building 
law and authorizes the Board of Appeal to vary the ap- 
plication of any provision of the zoning law wherein its 
enforcement would involve practical difficulty or unneces- 
sary hardship, and wherein desirable relief may be 
granted without substantially derogating from the intent 
and purpose of the zoning law. This Act also provides 
for an appeal to the Supreme Judicial Court by either the 
person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Appeal or 
by any municipal officer or board not satisfied with a deci- 
sion of said board, to correct errors of law. 

This Act greatly increases the powers of the Board of 
Appeal under the zoning law and practically gives that 
board original jurisdiction and authority to authorize 
variances in cases of practical difficulty and unnecessary 
hardships and permits that Board to correct non-conform- 
ing buildings or uses under circumstances that would be 
non-injurious to neighbors and greatly advantageous to 
the property owner; 
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Dangerous Street Corners 


As motor traffic increases it becomes more essential 
that every street of moderate width at street intersections 
should be free from view obstruction for a considerable 
distance back from the curb line. The matter of afford- 
ing an unobstructed view at these corners seems more es- 
sential than rounding the corners, and the Board renews 
its recommendation previously made that the dangerous 
corners be either rounded or a building line established 
thereon. 


The rounding of the corners at the junction of 
Greenough and Washington streets and of Walnut street 
and Oakland road, and the junction of Pleasant and Bea- 
con streets affords much needed improvement at com- 
paratively small cost. 


Metropolitan Thoroughfares 


The Board has given considerable study to the metro- 
politan thoroughfares as they affect the Town of Brook- 
line, but has not given this matter much attention during 
the past year, as it expects the Division of Metropolitan 
Planning to take this matter up in connection with ad- 
joining municipalities in the near future. 


Building Lines 
Channing Road building lines were the only ones es- 
tablished by the town during the year. A complete list 
of building lines established in the town is appended to 
this report. 


Village Square 


Of the appropriation of $1,500 made in 1917 for a study 
for the improvement of Village Square, particularly the 
approaches from Huntington Avenue and Brookline Ave- 
nue, there still remains an unexpended balance of $1,350. 
This appropriation has not been closed as the Board hopes 
at some future time the property owners within the tri- 
angle bounded by Brookline Avenue, Washington street, 
and River Road will be ready to co-operate in the im-

provement of this triangle, which the Board believes can 
be done to the mutual advantage of these property owners 
and the town. 


Housing 


The Act under which this Board was created provides 
that it shall make careful study of the resources, possi- 
bilities, and needs of the town, particularly with respect 
to conditions that may be injurious to the public health or 
otherwise injurious in and about rented dwellings, and to 
make plans for the development of municipalities with 
special reference to the housing of its people. 

The sanitary conditions about rented dwellings in 
Brookline are exceptionally well cared for through the 
efficient work of the Tenement House Inspector and the 
Sanitary Agent. There has been a substantial increase 
in the number of houses and apartments available for 
rental during the past year. The increased amounts re- 
ceived by property owners for the poorer-grade tene- 
ments has enabled the landlords to make improvements 
and keep the tenements in much better condition than 
they have ever been kept before. The following building 
permits have been issued by the Building Department:

The permits issued in 1924 are for buildings, which, 
when completed, will represent a valuation of nearly 
- $9,000,000. 


Three-Apartment Frame Dwellings 


The increase in rentals in all classes of apartments and 
houses has gradually forced tenants to seek less desirable 
homes to enable them to obtain rentals as near as pos- 
sible to the amounts they had previously been paying. 
This has gradually but steadily forced a greater demand 
for the lowest-priced apartments and houses, with the 
result of increasing the rentals of this class of apart- 
ments greater proportionately than other classes of 
apartments. Actuated by a desire to relieve such condi- 
tions, particularly with reference to town employees, the 
Board of Selectmen referred to the Planning Board the 
question of amending the building law to permit of the 
erection of three-apartment frame dwellings in certain 
sections of the town. — 

Because of the great importance of stability in regula- 
tions governing the character of buildings which may 
lawfully be erected, it is not wise to change such regula- 
tions once deliberately adopted except for very strong 
reasons. The Board believed that the reasons which led 
the town to adopt this policy are in the main as strong as 
when the policy was adopted and in some respects 
stronger, and it did not appear to the Board that there 
was sufficient reason for a change. The margin of econ- 
omy in favor of the wooden tenement house appears to be 
comparatively slight, if any. The Building Commissioner 
was of the opinion that under present conditions the cost 
of maintaining three-apartment wooden houses in Brook- 
line is actually so much greater than the cost of maintain- 
ing brick three-family houses as to counterbalance the 
saving in first cost within a period of ten years. The 
Board was of the opinion that the number of such build- 
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ings, which would in fact be erected within districts 
which the town would conceivably be willing to approve 
for such use, would be so small compared with the total 
supply of and total demand for housing accommodations 
of the sort with which they would compete, that any such 
fractional increase would tend to be absorbed promptly 
by the moving of additional tenants into Brookline from 
adjacent territory, and that the rents of the wooden tene- 
ment houses, thus erected, would stand in the same level 
as those for similar accommodations in their absence. 

The Board, therefore, did not approve of the proposed 
change in the building law, unless the town were pre- 
pared to open large areas for the erection of wooden tene- 
ment houses, and unless the change would lead to the 
erection of such houses in numbers large enough to ma- 
terially affect the rental market of surrounding cities and 
towns along with Brookline, which did not appear at all 
probable. 


Public Improvements 


The Board would be very glad to be consulted in ad- 
vance as to all public improvements where land is pro- 
posed to be taken or purchased for public purposes or any 
improvement made on land already acauired. 


Coolidge Corner 


The Board has made no particular study of the modified 
changes made by the Selectmen at Coolidge Corner, but 
from a casual observation it appears to be an improve- 
ment and the Board is certainly of the opinion that the 
establishment of the one-way roads on Beacon Street is 
a decided improvement in handling traffic. 

The Board has given further study to the crossings 
across the railroad location on Beacon Street between 
Coolidge Corner and Summit Avenue, but owing to the 
unsettled condition of certain traffic regulations has made 
no recommendation in regard to these crossings. 


Board of Survey 


At the Annual Town Meeting, March 18, 1924, the 
town accepted the so-called Board of Survey Act, con- 
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tained in Sections 73 to 81, inclusive, of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws. This law provides for the establishment 
of a Board of Survey on all matters relating to street lay- 
ing out and construction. Under its provisions all plans 
for new streets are subject to the approval of the Board 
of Survey. Any person or corporation proposing to lay 
out, locate, relocate or construct any street or way must, 
before beginning such construction submit to the said 
board suitable plans showing layout, methods of drain- 
age, etc. 

In addition, it becomes the board’s duty to prepare and 
publish, from time to time, as need arises, such street 
plans for various sections of the town as the future 
growth and interests of the community seem to demand. 


This law is one of the first steps toward providing 
definite authority which will permit controlling public im- 
provements in such manner as will best conform to a 
general scheme of development. In Brookline and in all 
towns, the Board of Selectmen constitutes the Board of 
Survey without any abridgement of its present powers. 
The policy of the board of Selectmen has been to refer 
to the Planning Board all plans and lay-outs submitted 
to it for approval and the Board has approved during the 
past year of the following plans: 

1. Proposed street between Hammond Street and 
Woodland Road, through land of Adie et al., as shown on 
plan of Henry F. Bryant & Son, dated February 16, 1924. 

2. Unnamed streets in the southwesterly part of the 
town, as shown on plan of Ernest W. Branch dated May 
8, 1924. 

8. Proposed street through land of Stearns between 
Pleasant Street and Beacon Street, as shown on plan of 
Henry F. Bryant, dated October 7, 1924. 

4. Proposed street from Tappan Street to Dean Road 
to be known as Beaconsfield Road, as shown on plan of 
Henry F. Bryant, dated November 8, 1924. 

5. Proposed extension of. Jordan Road from Summit 
Avenue opposite York Terrace, northwesterly through 
land of Brookline Heights Realty Company to land of 
Beals, as shown on plan of Charles F. Whitney, dated 
February 12, 1924. 
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Cottage Farm Bridge and Riverdale Parkway Connections 


The Board has given a great deal of study to the ques- 
tion of a satisfactory and reasonably economical way of 
handling the present and prospective traffic through 
Brookline to and from the Cottage Farm Bridge. While 
there are at present before the Legislature bills which 
may affect the location of this bridge, it seems fairly well 
settled that the bridge will be located at or near its pres- 
ent location. The Board has presented to the Selectmen 
for their consideration the possibility of a route, shown 
in black, on the reproduction of map appended to this re- 
port. This route involves the co-operation of Boston and 
of the Metropolitan district in solving what is essentially 
a metropolitan rather than a local problem. This route 
calls for the opening of a new street through vacant land 
in Brookline from the junction of Essex Street and Com- 
monwealth Avenue alongside the location of the Boston 
and Albany to the corner of Carlton and Mountfort 
Streets, the widening of Mountfort Street on vacant land ' 
to the Boston boundary, the widening of Mountfort 
Street in Boston on vacant land to Audubon Road, the 
widening of the short portion of Audubon Road (which 
could be done to a width of seventy feet without touch- 
ing any buildings except some one-story stores), and 
the use of the existing wide and dignified Audubon Road, 
connecting southward to the Riverway for pleasure travel 
by a reconstruction of the foot-bridge over the stream 
into a vehicular bridge, and for general traffic connect- 
ing directly with Brookline Avenue. 


This route is somewhat longer than the one over Essex 
and Kent Streets and the Longwood bridge, but it is less 
crooked, and would be pleasanter and more dignified, less 
costly as a whole and much less injurious to Brookline 
both in the burden of direct costs and in the indirect de- 
preciating effect upon the two high-class residential 
neighborhoods through which the Essex Street extension 
route would run. For purposes of comparison there are 
shown on the same map three alternative routes wholly 
within the town: 


First, the Essex Street-Kent Street route involving an 
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expensive construction across Hall’s Pond and Amory 
Playground, and a costly street opening through the 
Cotton Estate; 

Second, a more crooked route by way of Amory Street 
and Kent Street involving a less costly street opening 
through the Cotton Estate (or as an alternative an ob- 
jectionable bayonet-joint offset on Beacon Street from 
Amory Street to Kent Street) ; and 

Third, a route along the Boston and Albany right of 
way to Carlton Street and then through Carlton Street to 
Chapel Street to the Longwood bridge. The latter would 
be less satisfactory as a permanency because of the bad 
corners, and would be very costly to widen and to improve 
in grade, but it might serve temporarily without any 
change in Carlton and Chapel Streets pending the im- 
provement of the Audubon Road route through Boston by 
the construction of the proposed bridge in the Riverway. 

While a choice of evils, as far as Brookline is con- 
cerned, the Board considers the route suggested the most 
desirable, for Brookline and through traffic.

The mortality rate for 1924 was the lowest rate that 
Brookline has had for a great many years. 


During 1924 we have had but 16 cases of diphtheria, 
which is the lowest number Brookline has had for thir- 
ty-two years. There were no deaths during 1924 from 
diphtheria. It may be too early to reach the conclusion 
that the low number of diphtheria was due to the Schick 
test and the toxi-antitoxin inoculations but it was inter- 
esting to note that none of the 16 cases had had this 
treatment. : 

In 1923 we had the largest number of scarlet fever 
cases ever recorded, namely, 144. The number of cases 
in 1924 has continued larger than the normal number, 
there having been 136 cases in 1924. Preventive meas- . 
ures for scarlet fever similar in effect to those in cases 
of diphtheria have been made in different places and it 
has been claimed with very satisfactory results. Medical 
authorities, however, are not yet satisfied with the ex- 
periments with this new form of preventing scarlet fever. 

The Dental Dispensary has continued to serve a use- 
ful purpose, 641 children having been treated during the 
year. The School in Bodily Mechanics for the correction 
of defects of posture has been continued but is now con- 
fined to children only, the classes for adults having 
been discontinued April 1st, 1924. In the Contagious 
Hospital during 1924, 8 cases of diphtheria have been 
treated and 103 scarlet fever-cases. In the tuberculosis 
ward there have been 37 patients treated, of whom 6 died, 
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The attention of the citizens is called to the quarterly 
Health Bulletin edited by the Health Officer, which will 
be found to be both interesting and instructive reading.

HEALTH REGULATIONS 
1924 





The Board of Health of the Town of Brookline, in the County of 
Norfolk, by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws and amendments thereto, and any other power it thereto 
enabling, doth hereby ordain and enact the following regulations: 


Article I. Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. SCARLET FEVER. a. All persons ill with SCAR- 
LET FEVER shall be isolated for a period of at least five weeks 
and until all abnormal discharges from ear, nose, or lesions of the 
skin shall have ceased. 


b. No child who has been ill with SCARLET FEVER shall re- 
turn to school within one week of being released from quarantine 
and not until a certificate from the attending physician, the Board 
of Health, or its agent has been presented, stating that all danger 
of conveying the disease by such child is passed. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been 
a case of SCARLET FEVER shall attend school until the patient 
is released from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the 
removal of the patient, and then only on presentation of a certifi- 
cate as above. 


d. No child who has been exposed to SCARLET FEVER shall 
attend school for a week following said exposure unless he has al- 
ready had the disease. 


e. No child from any house where there is a case of SCARLET 
FEVER shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any other 
house until after the removal, recovery, or death of the patient 
and the disinfection of the premises. 


Sec. 2. DIPHTHERIA. a. All persons ill with DIPHTHERIA 
shall be isolated until two successive negative cultures from both 
nose and throat have been obtained. 


b. No child who has been ill with DIPHTHERIA shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not 
until a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of 
Health, or its agent has been presented. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been 
a case of DIPHTHERIA shall attend school until the patient is re. 
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leased from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the re- 
moval of the patient, but not until one negative culture from both 
nose and throat has been obtained, such culture having been made 
at least three days after the last exposure to the patient. 


Sec. 38. Every house or apartment infected with ANTERIOR 

POLIOMYELITIS (INFANTILE PARALYSIS), CEREBRO-SPI- 
NAL MENINGITIS, MEASLES, TYPHOID FEVER, WHOOPING 
COUGH, DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, or SMALLPOX shall 
have affixed on or near the front and rear doors a card, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person removing such a card shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Sec. 4. a. No child ill with TUBERCULOSIS, who is a men- 
ace to the health of others, shail be allowed to continue in school. 


b. Whenever a person with TUBERCULOSIS moves out of a 
house or an apartment, the attending physician, if there be one, or 
the active head of the family shall so notify the Board of Health 
within twenty-four hours, and both of the above-mentioned per- 
sons shall be held legally responsible for violation of this order. 


c. No person having TUBERCULOSIS in a communicable form 
shall be allowed to handle food or utensils used in the prepara- 
tion or service of food, except such food or utensils as are for his 
or her exclusive use. 


d. No persons having TUBERCULOSIS in a communicable 
form shall be allowed to live in the same household with a child 
under sixteen years of age, unless in the opinion of the Board of 
Health such precautions are being taken as shall remove all dan- 
ger of infection to such child. 


See. 5. No child who has CHICKEN POX shall be allowed to 
attend school until a period of two weeks has elapsed from the 
first appearance of the eruption and all scabs have disappeared. 


Sec. 6. WHOOPING COUGH. .No child with WHOOPING 
COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until the paroxysmal 
cough, characteristic of the disease, has ceased, and not within six 
weeks of the beginning of the cough. 


No well child from a household in which there is a case of 
WHOOPING COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until two 
weeks have expired from the date of the last exposure to the dis- 
ease, unless he has already had the disease. 


No child with WHOOPING COUGH shall go outside of his or her 
home unless such child is wearing on the sleeve of the outergar- 
ment a yellow band at least two inches wide with the words 
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“WHOOPING COUGH” distinctly marked thereon. Parents or 
other persons having direct control of such child shall also be re- 
sponsible for a proper compliance with this regulation. (Bands 
may be procured at the office of the Board of Health.) 


See. 7. No child who has MEASLES and no child who has not 
had the disease in a household in which there is a case of 
MEASLES shall be allowed to attend school within two weeks 
from the appearance of the rash in the last case in such household. 


Sec. 8. No child who has GERMAN MEASLES shall be al- 
lowed to attend school until a period of one week has elapsed from 
the first appearance of the eruption. 


Sec. 9. No child shall be allowed to attend school from any 
household in which there is or has been a case of CEREBRO-SPI- 
NAL MENINGITIS or of INFANTILE PARALYSIS until a cer- 
tificate has been presented from the Board of Health or its agent. 


Sec. 10. No child who has MUMPS shali be allowed to attend 
school until one week has elapsed after the disappearance of all 
swelling and not within two weeks from the beginning of the 
disease. 


See. 11. No child who has been ill with INFLUENZA shall be 
allowed to attend school until the temperature of such child has 
been normal for one week. 


Sec. 12. SPECIAL SCHOOL PERMIT. The agent of the Board 
of Health may, if circumstances warrant, give to children excluded 
from school by the provisions of the above orders a special permit 
to return to school as soon as he considers it safe for them to do so. 


Article II. Disinfection After Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. Upon the removal, death, or recovery of a person 
who has been ill with CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, DIPH- 
THERIA, INFANTILE PARALYSIS, SCARLET FEVER, SMALL- 
POX, TUBERCULOSIS, and TYPHOID FEVER, such articles and 
such rooms as, in the opinion of the Board of Health, have been 
subject to infection shall be disinfected in such manner as the 
Board of Health shall direct. | 


Sec. 2. Articles which have been exposed to infection or those 
which have been in contact with a patient within ten days prior to 
the diagnosis of any of the above named diseases, shall not be sent 
to any laundry or other workshop unless they have been first dis- 
infected by the Board of Health. 


Sec. 3. Refuse from the sick-room of a person having any of the 
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above named diseases shall not be put into any waste receptacle 
without being first disinfected. 


Sec. 4. All books which have been used by a patient having 
any of the above-named diseases, or otherwise exposed to infection, 
shall not be returned to any library, school or circulating agency 
without first being disinfected by the Board of Health. 


Article III. Waste Material—Garbage 


Section 1. All waste material set out for removal by the town 
shall be kept in separate receptacles. 


Sec. 2. a. One or more of such receptacles shall be used ex- 
clusively for garbage or swill and shall be water-tight, have 
tight-fitting covers, and be kept clean and free from deposits of 
garbage. (An underground garbage receptacle is urgently rec- 
ommended.) 


b. Ordered: That on and after May 15, 1923, a charge of twelve 
and one-half cents ($0.12%) per barrel shall be made for the col- 
lection of garbage from all commercial establishments of the town 
where the quantity exceeds one-half barrel (regular size) on each’ 
collection day. 


Sec. 3. A second receptacle or receptacles, preferably made of 
iron, shall be used exclusively for ashes, tin cans, bottles, and other 
incombustible waste. 


Sec. 4. A third separate set of receptacles shall be used exclu- 
sively for dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house- 
sweeping, and such other waste material as it is customary for 
the town to remove. 


Sec. 5. No person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles of 
waste material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


Sec. 6. No person shall throw upon the sidewalk, or into any 
public street or catch-basin, any paper, tin cans, house-sweepings, 
lawn-rakings, old shoes, orange peel, banana skin, dead animal, or 
other waste material. 


Sec. 7. All persons other than employees of the town of Brook- 
line desiring to collect, remove, or transfer garbage shall first reg- 
ister with the Board of Health of Brookline, and it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to collect, remove, or transfer garbage 
through the streets of the town before so registering. 


Sec. 8. The fee for registration shall be two dollars ($2.00). 


Sec. 9. Garbage shall not be collected, removed, or transported 
on the Lord’s Day. 
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Sec. 10. All garbage shall be transported from the place of 
collection in metal receptacles with tight covers. 


See. 11. All garbage to be removed shall be kept in metal re- 
ceptacles with tight covers which shall be kept in a good and clean 
condition. 


Sec. 12. All persons collecting, removing, or transporting gar- 
bage shall file with the Garbage Collection Department of the town 
a monthly report of the places from which they have collected or 
removed garbage. 


Article IV. Foodstuffs 


Section 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall engage in the 
business of manufacturing, storing, selling, or offering for sale 
any food products, ice cream, confectionery, or beverages to be 
used for human consumption, until such person, firm, or corpora- 
tion shall have registered with the local Board of Health on a form 
provided by said Board. 


Sec. 2. No articles of food, ice cream, confectionery, or bever- 
ages intended for sale shall be manufactured, prepared, or kept in 
any cellar, basement, stable, garage, or other outbuilding or in any 
room used for living or sleeping purposes unless the Board of 
Health has first given written permission therefor; nor shall foods, 
including vegetables, be exposed less than eighteen (18) inches 
from a floor, step, or sidewalk, or in any place where they can be 
contaminated by dogs, vermin, or unclean surroundings. 


Sec. 8. Premises, toilets used in connection therewith, compart- 
ments, receptacles, utensils, ice chests, vehicles or equipment used 
for the manufacture, preparation, storage, or sale of foods, ice 
cream, confectionery, or beverages, shall be kept cleansed in a 
manner satisfactory to, and shall be open at all times to inspection 
by, the Board of Health, or its duly appointed agents. Such prem- 
ises shall be kept reasonably free from flies, cockroaches, rodents 
and other vermin. 


See. 4. Premises used for the manufacture of foods, ice cream, 
confectionery, or beverages, and premises wherein -cooked foods, 
ice cream, confectionery, or beverages are prepared or served shall 
be properly screened and ventilated, shall be supplied with a con- 
venient and adequate supply of running hot water, shall have sep- 
arate facilities, with soap and towels, for washing hands, and shall 
be equipped with the necessary scoops, tongs, ladles, or other uten- 
sils for preparing, manufacturing, or serving the products in a 
sanitary manner; rooms or compartments in which such foods, ice 
cream, confectionery, or beverages are prepared or manufactured 
shall not contain a water closet or urinal, nor shall such rooms be 
used for the storage of articles not employed in their manufacture. 
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See. 5. No person, firm, or corporation engaged in the business 
of producing, preparing, storing, delivering, offering for sale, or 
selling any foods, ice cream, confectionery, or beverages, shall 
serve, expose for service or use, or permit to be served, or exposed 
for service or use for eating or drinking, any glass, cup, fork, 
knife, spoon, or other eating, drinking or serving utensil which 
has not been thoroughly cleansed and sterilized after each use 
thereof, or any such article or utensil which is otherwise unclean. 
For the purpose of this section, kitchens, serving rooms, soda foun- 
tains and beverage stands must be equipped with such cleansing 
and sterilizing facilities, and in such location, as are approved by 
the Board of Health or its duly appointed agents. 


See. 6. Every person or corporation engaged in the sale or 
transportation of foodstuffs, confectionery, ice cream, or beverages 
shall cause his wares or those under his charge to be properly 
protected by screens or otherwise, against contamination by flies, 
street dust, unsanitary handling, or other contaminating agency; 
persons while engaged in the handling or serving of such com- 
modities shall have clean hands and clean outer garments and per- 
sons exposed to or having any communicable disease shall not han- 
dle or serve the above-mentioned commodities. 


Sec. 7. No person, firm or corporation, individually or by his 
agents, shall sell or offer for sale in the town of Brookline, any 
ice cream which has been re-frozen, or which contains any injurious 
coloring matter, dirt, or other contaminating substance, or ice 
cream from an unclean or leaky container, or any which has been 
manufactured under unclean conditions, or handled by a person ex- 
posed to or having any communicable disease. Ice cream sold or 
offered for sale in the town of Brookline and found to be in viola- 
tion of this section may be seized and condemned by the Board of 
Health or its duly appointed agents. 


Article V. Milk 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall engage in the 
production, sale or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline, 
except in accordance with the provisions of the General Laws and 
amendmenis thereto, and in compliance with the rules and regula- 
tions which are, or may hereafter be, adopted by the Board of 
Health of said town. 


Sec. 2. All persons, firms or corporations engaged in the sale, 
delivery or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline shall fur- 
nish the Board of Health, upon blanks provided for the purpose, a 
list of the names and locations of the dairy farms from which the 
milk so distributed is obtained, and shall, before making any 
changes in their supply, notify the Board of Health of such in- 
tended changes. Any person neglecting to comply with this regu- 
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lation or dispensing milk from any dairy whose milk has been ex- 
cluded from the town shall have his license revoked. 


Sec. 3. All animals producing milk for sale, distribution or use 
in the town of Brookline shall at all times be kept in a clean con- 
dition; the animals shall not be bedded with sand or other un- 
sanitary materials, and horse manure shall not be used in or about 
the cow run. The cows shall be milked with clean, dry hands, 
their teats wiped with a clean, damp cloth before milking, and they 
shall not be fed upon garbage or fermented brewery grain. 


Sec. 4. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use 
in the town of Brookline from any animal afflicted with tubercu- 
losis or other disease, or from any animal which has not, within 
one year, been examined by a registered veterinary and certified 
to as being free from all diseases dangerous to the public health, 
or from any animal within fifteen days before or five days after 
parturition. ‘ 


See. 5. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution or use 
in the town of Brookline unless it has been strained, mixed and 
cooled immediately after it has been drawn'from the cow, in a 
room or compartment approved by the Board of Heaith. Said milk 
shall not be strained, mixed, or cooled in any room which is not 
provided with tight walls and floors of such construction as will 
allow easy and thorough cleaning, or which is not kept constantly 
elean, or which is occupied in any part by animals, or in any room 
which is used for domestic or sleeping purposes, or in any room 
or location which is exposed to flies, dust or other contaminating 
agencies, 


Sec. 6. No person or corporation shall use any building as a 
stable for cows producing milk for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline, unless such building is kept clean and is prop- 
erly ventilated; has at least one square foot of unobstructed win- 
dow glass properly distributed for each five hundred cubic feet of 
air space, and not less than one thousand cubic feet of air space 
for each animal; has a tight floor; good drainage, connecting 
wherever practicable with the public sewer, and a supply of pure 
water. Neither privy vaults, water closets, nor horses shall be al- 
lowed in any such building where cows are kept, unless separated 
by partitions satisfactory to the Board of Health. No swine shall 
be kept in cellars of such buildings, except by special permit of the 
Board of Health. 


Sec. 7. All dealers, except licensed storekeepers, engaged in the 
sale and distribution of milk or cream in the town of Brookline 
shall provide a separate room, well lighted, ventilated and prop- 
erly screened, in such location as is approved by the Board of 
Health, in which the bottling, handling, and storing of milk is car- 
ried on. All such milk rooms or plants shall be properly equipped 
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for handling milk in a sanitary manner. Said rooms or plants 
shall have a smooth, tight floor with sewer connections wherever 
possible; smooth, tight walls and ceilings; a tank supplying run- 
ning hot and cold water; approved facilities and methods for wash- 
ing and sterilizing milk bottles and all utensils; a bottle filler; and 
facilities for storing milk at a temperature below fifty degrees 
Fahrenheit. The entire room and all appliances shall at all times 
be kept clean and must not be used for other purposes. In no case 
shall milk or cream bottles be filled at any place other than in a 
properly equipped milk room. Coverings used for milk in transit 
must be kept clean at all times and used for no other purposes. 


Sec. 8. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall 
in the town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his 
custody or possession with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, any 
milk, skimmed milk, or cream which contains more than 300,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, or any milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
which has a temperature higher than fifty degrees Fahrenheit. 


Sec. 9. Any person having any infectious disease, or recently 
having been in contact with any such persons, shall not be allowed 
to milk cows or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for 
milk intended for sale, distribution or use in the town of Brook- 
line, or in any way take part or assist in the sale of the same, 
until the Board of Health is satisfied that all danger of communi- 
cating such disease is passed. 


See. 10. No perscn, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, firm, or corporation, 
shall in the town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver milk, 
skimmed milk, or cream produced upon premises where there is a 
case of contagious disease, without the written consent of the Board 
of Health. 


Sec. 11. Milk cans or jars of milk dealers shall not be left at any 
house in which there is a case of DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET 
FEVER, TYPHOID FEVER, or SMALLPOX, but the milk shall be 
poured into receptacles furnished by the customers. 


Sec. 12. All utensils used in the handling and selling of milk 
shall be washed and sterilized with steam or boiling water each day 
before being used, and all milk vessels (bottles and cans) which 
are to be returned shall be cleansed as soon as emptied by the per- 
son who pours out the milk. 


Sec. 13. All milk sold in the town of Brookline other than from 
wagons shall be delivered to the purchaser in original sealed jars 
or from a milk cooler which has been approved by the Board of 
Health. 
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Sec. 14. All premises, compartments, conveyances, receptacles or 
ice-chests used for the production, handling, transporting or storing 
of milk or cream which is intended for sale, distribution or use in 
the town of Brookline shall be kept cleansed in a manner satisfac- 
tory to, and shall be open at all times for, inspection by the Board 
of Health. 


Sec. 15. No driver or other person in charge of the delivery of 
milk from a vehicle shall allow a person to ride on such vehicle or 
to assist in the delivery of milk, skimmed milk or cream, or to 
handle any containers thereof, unless such person has been regis- 
tered at the office of the Agent for Inspection of Milk, and permis- 
sion in writing, granted to the licensed dealer, by whom such driver 
or other person is employed, for such employment by said agent. 


Sec. 16. No person in the town of Brookline shall exchange or 
deliver or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell, ex- 
change, or deliver any milk unless the cows from which said milk 
was produced, or, in case said cows are in a herd of cattle, all the 
cattle of said herd, have been tested within six months prior there- 
to, by the tuberculin test as established under United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Industry Order 2738, au- 
thorized under Act of Congress, as amended March 1, 1923, and 
also under Section 33, Chapter 129, General Laws of Massachusetts, 
as amended by Chapter 358, Acts of 1922, and placed under the 
regulations provided therein, for the maintenance of tuberculosis- 
free accredited cattle, said cattle to be otherwise healthy. This 
regulation does not apply to properly pasteurized milk. This regu- 
lation shall take effect June 1, 1924. 


See. 17. Whoever shall violate any provision of Article IV or V 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
excepting where otherwise provided by law. 


Article VI. Iorses, Cows, Swine, Fowl, Stables, etc. 


Section 1. No person or corporation shall keep or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of 
this town, swine, fowl, or more than, one cow, without securing a 
permit from the board of Health to do so. Such permit shall ex- 
pire on the first day of May annually, unless sooner revoked. 


Sec. 2. No person or corporation shall use any building as a 
stable for horses or cattle unless such building is properly ven- 
tilated, has at least one square foot of unobstructed window glass 
for each five hundred cubic feet of air space, and not less than one 
thousand cubic feet of air space for each animal, has a tight floor 
and roof, good drainage, connecting wherever practicable with the 
public sewer, and a supply of pure water. 


Sec. 3. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the neigh- 
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borhood of barns, and no manure heaps shall be allowed within one 
hundred feet of any dwelling unless so covered or screened as not 
to prove offensive. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are 
kept must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. 
The barns shall be kept as clean as possible and the floor shall be 
sprinkled before being swept. 


Sec. 4. No swine shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except 
by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 5. No manure shall be kept in cellars of cow stables except 
by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 6. All premises where animals or fowl are kept shall be 
open at all times to inspection by the Board of Health or its ap- 
pointed officers. 


Sec. 7. Any person having reason to suspect the presence of 
glanders or farcy among horses, or any contagious disease among 
any domestic animals, shall immediately report that suspicion, to- 
gether with the street and number of the premises at which the 
animal is kept, to the Board of Health. (The more ordinary symp- 
toms of glanders and farcy are: a discharge from the nostrils, . 
enlargement and hardness of the glands under the lower jaw, or 
nodular treatment of the skin with or without ulceration.) 


Sec. 8. Barns, stables, or any of the contents thereof which in 
the opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infec- 
tion or contagion from glanders, farcy, tubercuiosis, or other ani- 
mal disease shall be disinfected to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Health. 


Sec. 9. The manure from stables on or within fifty feet of pub- 
lic ways shall not be removed between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset, except by permission of the Board of Health. 


See. 10. Manure shall not be transported through streets unless 
properly covered. 


Article VII. Vaults and Cesspools 


Section 1. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be con- 
structed in the town of Brookline without a permit therefor from 
the Board of Health. This shall not prohibit the construction of 
temporary privy vaults serving new buildings, but upon the instal- 
lation of the necessary piping connecting such buildings with the 
sewer any such privy vault shall be abolished and a tank-fed 
water-closet substituted therefor. The owner, contractor, or agent 
shall cause the contents of every such privy vault to be covered 
with lime, fresh earth, or ashes, twice each day. All privy vaults, 
cesspools, and manure pits shall be fly-proof. 
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Sec. 2. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be con- 
structed or maintained on any lot or premises where a sewer is 
accessible. All privy vaults and cesspools shall be located as di- 
rected by the Sanitary Agent, and no cesspool shall hereafter be 
constructed within five feet of any party line or fence, within fif- 
teen feet of the line of any street, or within twenty feet of the 
door or window of any building used for habitation, except by 
special permission of the Board of Health. No cover shall be 
placed upon or over any cesspool or yrivy vault until the same shall 
have been inspected by the Board of Health or its agents. The 
minimum interior dimensions permitted for cesspools hereafter 
constructed in this town shall be six feet deep and six feet in 
diameter. 


Sec. 3. No rain-water leader, soil waste or drain pipe shall dis- 
charge into or be connected with any privy vault, nor shall a privy 
vault, cesspool, or manure pit be directly or indirectly connected 
with any sewer. No drainage from any stable or other building 
shall discharge into a manure pit. Every manure pit shall be kept 
dry and shall be made water-tight. 


Sec. 4. No vault or cesspool shall be emptied by any other than 
the odorless process, nor by carts not of the odorless Excavating 
Company, except permission be first obtained from the Board of 
Health. It is further ordered that neither night soil nor the con- 
tents of cesspools shall be dumped within the limits of the town. 


Article VIII. Burials 


Section 1. No public funeral shall be held over the remains of 
any person who has died of SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, 
DIPHTHERIA, CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, or INFAN- 
TILE PARALYSIS without the written permit of the Board of 
Health and under such regulations as may prevent the spread of 
any of said diseases. The remains of any person who has died 
from any of said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or 
sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or dis- 
turbed except for burial. 


See. 2. In the case of death where the deceased had not been 
attended by a practising physician, the certificate of death shall 
be issued by the Medical Examiner. 


See. 3. No dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any 
public vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s vehicle pro- 


vided for that purpose. 
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Article IX. Miscellaneous 


Section 1. All BARBER SHOPS, together with all furniture, 
shall be kept in a clean and sanitary condition. Mugs, shaving 
brushes, razors, scissors, clipping machines, pincers, needles, and 
other steel instruments shall be sterilized, either by immersion in 
steam, boiling water, or in alcohol of at least sixty per cent. 
strength, after each separate use. Combs shall be thoroughly 
cleaned with soapsuds and brush after each separate use. A sep- 
arate clean towel shall be used for each person. Alum or other 
material used to stop the flow of blood shall be applied only on a 
towel or other clean cloth. The use of powder puffs and of sponges 
is prohibited, except that a sponge owned by a customer may be 
used on him. Every barber shop shall be kept well ventilated and 
provided with running hot and cold water. No person shall be al- 
lowed to use any barber shop as a sleeping room. Every barber 
shall thoroughly cleanse his hands immediately before serving each 
eustomer. Every barber shop shall be inspected at least twice an- 
nually by the Sanitary Agent of the Board. A copy of this order 
shall be kept posted in plain view in every barber shop. 


Sec. 2. Bodies of deceased animals which cannot be conveniently ° 
incinerated or buried shall be reported to the Board of Health 
within twenty-four hours after death, or upon discovery of such 
dead bodies. 


Note.—See Article 20, Sections 1, 2, and 3, of the Town By-laws.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1925. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1924. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 
443, which includes 140 deaths of persons temporarily 
sojourning here, most of whom were patients in various 
Brookline hospitals. There were, therefore, 303 deaths 
of residents within the town. In addition there were 
130 persons, described in the death certificates as being 
residents of Brookline, who died in other places. Adding 
the latter number 130 to the number of resident deaths 
(803), we have a total of 433 deaths, as compared with 
470 during 1923. Estimating the population on July 1, 
1924, to have been 41,258, the 483 deaths give a mor- 
tality rate of 10.49 per 1,000 inhabitants, as compared 
with 11.63 for 1923. 

The death rate for the total deaths within the town 
(443) if not corrected as above is 10.74 as compared with 
11.03 in 1923. 

We give both the corrected and uncorrected death 
rates because of the difficulty of determining our death 
rate accurately owing to the fact that there are several 
hospitals within the town to which many non-residents 
come for major surgical operations or for serious illness, 
where there are necessarily many deaths. On the other 
hand, many residents die in hospitals elsewhere whose 
deaths should be included. In doing so, however, we un- 
doubtedly include the deaths of some individuals who had 
not lived in the town for many years and also of some 
persons without permanent homes who had given to the 
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hospitals at which they died the address of some Brook- 
line relative or friend. This we find quite frequently 
to be the case in tuberculosis where every case is investi- 
gated as soon as the report of the death is received. 

In Table I, which gives the principal causes of death, 
and under ‘Communicable Diseases” where the number 
of deaths is stated, we have excluded deaths of non- 
residents in the town and included deaths of residents 
outside the town. We do this contrary to the custom 
of many other places, because in no other way can we 
get a reasonably correct idea of our mortality. If we 
include in our figures the deaths in the numerous surgi- 
cal hospitals of patients from other places or if we fail to 
include deaths of medical and contagious cases sent to 
Boston hospitals we are bound to get figures which will 
not represent at all accurately the health conditions of 
the town.

A study of Table I shows that diseases of the heart 
continue to be by far the most important cause of death 
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although showing a slight decrease over 1923. The deaths 
from cancer show a marked increase. Cerebral hemor- 
rhage, embolisim and thrombosis are again third in 
importance but show a decided decrease. Tuberculosis 
shows a slight increase but the deaths from diabetes 
here as elsewhere show a decided fall; presumably the 
result of the more general use of insulin in the treat- 
ment of this disease. 


Communicable Diseases 


In Tables II, III and IV, will be found the cases of 
communicable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and 
also for the last ten years. The deaths include those of 
Brookline residents only and include deaths of residents 
dying outside the town if they had the disease while 
living in the town.

Cases (and Deaths) of the Principal Communicable Diseases by Months, 1924 
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There were 16 cases of diphtheria reported with no 
deaths, as compared with 45 cases and 1 death in 1923, 
and 83 cases and 5 deaths in 1922. 

This is the smallest number of cases we have had for 
thirty-two years and in proportion to our population, 
with one exception, the rate this year is less than one-half 
of what it has been in any year for the past thirty-two 
years. 

Of course a sudden and unexplained drop may occur 
in the incidence of any of the contagious diseases and 
we must be cautious in drawing conclusions that such a 
lessening in the number of cases is the result of measures 
which have been carried out for the prevention of that 
disease. 

We can at least say that it is very striking that this 
sudden drop in the number of cases of diphtheria fol- 
lowed immediately on the active campaign of 1923 for 
the protection of our children against diphtheria by 
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Diphtheria 
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means of the Schick test and the toxin-antitoxin inocula- 
tions, as a result of which practically one-half of the chil- 
dren in our elementary schools were given the protection. 
Furthermore it is equally striking that among the six- 
teen cases that did occur, not one had had this protective 
treatment given. 

In Table V will be found certain details of the work 
of protecting the school children of the town. In 1923 
2,674 children were tested in the schools and 144 else- 
where or a total of 2,818. During 1924, 636 additional 
children in the schools and 61 children at the Health 
Centre (a total of 697) were given the protective treat- 
ment. For the two years, therefore, we have a record of 
3,015 children tested, a large proportion of whom we 
can now assume are safely protected against diphtheria. 
In addition to these recorded cases we know that a con- 
siderable number of children have been given the pro- 
tective treatment in their homes by their own physicians. 
It would seem reasonable to assume that this group of 
immune children is sufficiently large to act as a barrier 
or check on the spread of diphtheria through our child 
population and that it is in part responsible for the good 
record of the past year. Time alone will tell whether 
this assumption is correct. We have, however, made 
a good beginning and the results obtained here and in 
other places where this work has been undertaken, should 
encourage us to push ahead and to secure the protection 
of as many of our children as possible. We ought to 
protect more of the children of pre-school age, as that 
is the age when the disease is most fatal.

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Searlet Fever 


There. have been 186 cases of scarlet fever reported, 
with two deaths, as compared with 144 cases and no 
deaths in 1923. The disease was unusually prevalent 
during the latter part of 1923, and as forecast in our 
last report, continued to be so until the advent of warm 
weather in 1924. There has been a slight increase in 
the cases with the return of the cold weather. 

During the year the announcement has been made of 
the discovery of the cause of scarlet fever—a strepto- 
coccus hemolyticus—and it seems probable that im- 
proved methods of prevention and treatment will soon 
be available. 


Measles and Whooping Cough 


There were 421 cases of measles reported with no 
deaths. This is considerably above the average number 
of cases. 
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Whooping cough cases, on the other hand, were very 
few, only 30 being reported as compared with 404 dur- 
ing 1928. 

These two diseases go in waves, growing less when 
most of the children have become immune from having 
the disease, flaring up when more susceptible children 
have come on the stage. We are making no progress in 
their control. 


Smallpox 


No cases of smallpox occurred during 1924 and, with 
the exception of 1917, when there was one case, there 
have been none since 1903. This freedom from the 
disease makes our people forget the danger that always 
threatens us and the importance of vaccination which 
has given us this freedom. The number of those who 
are inadequately protected by vaccination is constantly 
increasing and the stage is being set for a serious epl- 
demic when-the disease once gets a start in Greater 
Boston. 


Typhoid Fever 


There were five cases of typhoid fever reported and 
one death. Two of the cases were secondary to a previ- 
ous case in the same household, and could have been 
prevented by inoculation with a typhoid vaccine after the 
diagnosis of the first case. This had been advised but 
was neglected. 


Infantile Paralysis 


There were three cases of poliomyelitis reported and 
one death. We have a number of children, sufferers 
from the effects of. this disease in the big epidemic of 
1916 and a few in more recent years, who still require 
special treatment and muscle training. Up to this year 
this work had been supported by a special fund raised 
in the town. This. fund having been exhausted, the 
work has been taken over by the Board of Health. Dur- 
ing the summer, Miss McIsaac, one of our nurses, took 
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the course in physio-therapy given by the Harvard In- 
fantile Paralysis Commission and is now carrying out the 
treatment with eleven of these children. 


Tuberculosis 


Cases Reported and Deaths. There were 45 cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis reported and 13 cases of other 
forms of the disease. From pulmonary tuberculosis 
there were 12 deaths in the town, nine residents and 
three non-residents; one resident died from the same 
cause outside of town, a total of ten residents dying 
from pulmonary tuberculosis. Of other forms of the 
disease three residents died. The total number of resi- 
dents who died of all forms of tuberculosis was therefore 
13, giving a death rate of 31.51 per 100,000 inhabitants. 
In 1923 there were ten deaths with a death rate of 24.74.

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The Tuberculosis Dispensary. Dr. Horace K. Boutwell 
has been the dispensary physician and Mrs. E. R. Jarvis 
the tuberculosis nurse. There were 89 clinics held, at 
which 444 examinations were made of 199 different indi- 
viduals, of whom 82 were new patients. There were 42 
patients sent to hospitals and sanatoria, 25 from the 
Dispensary and 17 by private physicians. 


On December 31, the Dispensary records showed the 
location of 172 tubercular cases as follows:

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Mrs. Jarvis made 3,134 visits during the year to tuber- 
culosis households and 81 miscellaneous visits. She has 
assisted at 80 clinics at the Tuberculosis Dispensary. 
She has also served as Supervisor of Nurses for the 
Board. 


Free Consultation Service. In order to promote the 
early and accurate diagnosis of tuberculosis, the Board 
of Health has since May, 1919, offered to furnish consul- 
tations with specialists in diseases of the lungs to physi- 
cians attending Brookline residents. Dr. Cleveland Floyd 
and Dr. Horace K. Boutwell are the consultants. Any phy- 
sician having a patient whom he suspects even slightly 
of having tuberculosis may arrange for a consultation 
by communicating with one of these consultants. When 
X-Ray or other special examinations are essential for the 
diagnosis, these are also furnished free of expense. Un- 
fortunately very little use has been made of this service, 
although the failure of physicians to make an early 
diagnosis of tuberculosis is at present the weakest spot 
in our campaign against the disease. 


Help from Other Agencies. The Health Department 
has had material assistance from the Brookline Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society, whose funds come largely from 
the sale of Christmas seals. They have helped to main- 
tain the nutrition of children in the schools by subsidizing 
the sale of milk to them so that undernourished children 
could purchase it at less than cost price. They have 
provided warm clothing for patients in sanitoria. They 
have paid the expense of sending 62 children from tuber- 
cular families to summer camps and preventoria which 
is perhaps the most valuable preventive work done. 
The Child Welfare work of the Brookline Friendly So- 
ciety at the Community Health Centre is an important 
factor in the tuberculosis campaign here. The Elks have 
been most generous in gifts to needy cases. 


Pneumonia and Influenza 


There were 34 cases of lobar pneumonia reported and 
17 deaths. In addition there were 16 deaths from 
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Medical Inspection of St. Mary’s Parochial School 


Since 1923 the Health Department has provided medi- 
cal inspection for the Parochial School. The work has 
been done by Dr. David M. Hassman, who is also medical 
inspector for the public schools. All the pupils have 
been given a careful physical examination and Dr. Hass- 
man has visited the school twice a week. Miss MclIsaac, 
one of our nurses, visits the school each day and devotes 
most of her time to the care of the pupils of the school. 
All of the children whose parents have consented have 
been given the Schick test and the Bs AE: inoculations 
when necessary. 


Infant Mortality 


There were ten deaths in the town of infants under 
one year, three of whom were non-residents. In addition 
there were 12 infants of Brookline parents who died 
outside the town, chiefly in Boston hospitals. There was 
thus a total of 19 infant deaths which should be credited 
to Brookline. This is a very good record compared with 
last year when there were 15 deaths in the town and 15 
outside, or a total of 30 deaths. 

As in the case of our gross mortality rate, it is very 
difficult to determine accurately our infant mortality 
rate because such a large proportion of our births and 
deaths of infants occur out of town. 

The Registrar of Vital Statistics reports 648 births 
of infants of Brookline’s parents of which number 338 
occurred in the town and 319 outside. If we include 
all births (648) and all deaths (19) we have an infant 
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mortality rate this year of 29.3 per 1,000 births as com- 
pared with 54.2 in 1928. If we include only births in the 
town (338) and deaths in the town (10) we have a rate of 
29.6 as compared with 51.5 in 1928. 

All the infant welfare work of the town is being done 
by the Brookline Friendly Society at the Community 
Health Centre. The town itself is spending no money 
for this work.

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During the nine years that the clinic has been in opera- 
tion its activities have been developed from the stand- 
point of preventive dentistry. These have been made 
possible by the close co-operation maintained between 
the clinic, the schools and the Health Centre. 

In addition to the work done by the dentists, there 
have been frequent class room inspections by teachers, 
doctors and nurses, and also instruction in the schools and 
in the homes concerning diet in its relation to teeth, and 
the importance of the use of the tooth brush and of fre- 
quent visits to the dentist. 

For the first two years, the operations at the clinic 
were confined to the six-year molars of pupils in the 
primary grades of the Public Schools. At the end of 
this period the work was extended to include the chil- 
dren in the lower grades of the Parochial School, and 
two years later another advance was made when work 
was begun on the temporary teeth. Modern dentists are 
in agreement concerning the need of keeping the first 
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teeth in good condition; if this is to be done satisfac- 
torily children of pre-school age also must visit the 
dentist, so the next logical step was taken two years ago 
when children from the Health Centre began to receive 
appointments at the clinic. The number of individual 
children treated during the past year is as follows: 
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No treatments are given at clinic for pupils beyond 
the primary school age except in the case of a few 
emergencies, the aim being to develop the educational 
side of the subject to the point where the family dentist 
will be considered as necessary to the welfare of the 
children as the family doctor. 


The great decrease in the number of absences from 
school caused by toothache and the steadily increasing 
number of pupils who are being treated by local dentists 
give evidence, in the opinion of the committee, that the 
policy of combining education and repair is a sound one 
and should be continued in the future.

The school has been open for eight months during 
and is held at the Municipal Gymnasium on Wednesdays 
at 4:00 P. M. and Saturdays at 9:00 A. M. The sessions 
for adults have been discontinued. | 

The School has been open for eight months during 
1924, January to May and October to December (in- 
clusive). From January to May there were 43 sessions 
with 299 pupils enrolled and an average attendance of 
62+. Since re-opening in October there has been a 
larger attendance than ever before (average 92-1). 
There have been 24 sessions and 405 pupils enrolled. 
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The tracings which are made with a schematograph 
of all pupils at entrance and from time to time during 
the course of their training show that good results are 
being obtained. Many of the parents also report im- 
provement in the posture of their children as well as in 
their general health. We believe that as a result of 
this work fewer of our children are going to reach adult 
life handicapped by faulty posture and the lessened vigor 
and efficiency that so often results from these defects. 


The Health Bulletin 


The Health Bulletin has been published quarterly and 
distributed by the Police Department to every house in 
the town. We believe it is serving its function of pro- 
moting education in health matters. The publication in 
the Bulletin of the results of the milk examinations is 
believed to be a help in improving the quality of the milk 
sold here. The Bulletin also serves as a means of adver- 
tising our clinics, the gymnasium classes and other ac- 
tivities which promote health.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH HOSPITAL

To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Board of Health Hospital for the year 
ending December 31, 1924. 

The following table gives a summary of the year’s

Searlet Fever, 2,531;

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Owing to the small number of diphtheria cases oc- 
curring in the town during 1924 there were only 8 cases 
of this disease treated during the year. All of these 
recovered. 

There were 103 cases of scarlet fever treated, with 
one fatality. The fatal case was from out of town, a 
boy who had just been operated on and was sent in from 
a neighboring hospital. He was desperately ill on ad- 
mission and died as a result of complications. For one 
of the patients it was possible to secure some of the 
Dochez serum, the administration of which appeared to 
cause an immediate drop of the temperature to normal. 
It is to be hoped that this scarlet fever antitoxin will 
soon be available for general use. There have been no 
cases of ‘“‘crossed infection.” ‘There have been three 
“return cases” of scarlet fever, a second case develop- 
ing the disease in these households, 7 days, 18 days and 
42 days respectively after the return of a patient from 
the hospital. Tonsillectomy was done in seven cases con- 
valescing from scarlet fever in order to lessen the danger 
of the infection persisting. 

In the Tuberculosis Hospital there have been 37 pa- 
tients treated, of whom six died. The results obtained 
have been as favorable as could be expected in view of 
the fact that the disease is in an advanced stage when 
many of the patients are admitted. There is a cheerful, 
homelike atmosphere in the hospital which is not pos- 
sible in larger institutions of this kind and the patients 
are especially contented and cheerful. During eight 
months of the year, Mrs. J. V. Apthorp has given the 
patients vocational training. This is really a great aid 
to the treatment. It gives the patient hope and encour- 
agement to be really doing something, and to-earn a 
little money from the sale of the products of their own 
hands. This vocational training is made possible through 
the Brookline Anti-tuberculosis Society. The patients 
get great pleasure from the use of the radio, which was 
also a gift of that association. 

Dr. Harold Bowditch and the writer have each been 
on duty for six months for the visiting service. Dr. C. 
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R. C. Borden, after many years of efficient service, re- 
signed as Consultant in diseases of the nose, throat and 
ear, and Dr. Calvin B. Faunce, Jr., was appointed to 
succeed him.

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REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST 





Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1925. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1924. This is 
my twenty-sixth annual report of the Board of Health 
Laboratory, which was opened for work February Ist, 
1899. 


The routine work of the laboratory has consisted of: 


(1) The examination of cultures and swabs from 
suspected cases of diphtheria. 

(2) The examination of sputum for the detection of 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

(3) The diagnosis of typhoid fever by the Widal re- 
action. 

(4) The examination of blood for the presence of the 
plasmodium malariae. 

(5) The examination of smears for the diagnosis of 
ophthalmia neonatorum, and other gonococeal infections. 

(6) The bacteriological examination of samples of 
milk submitted by the Milk Inspector. 

(7) Bacteriological examinations of water from the 
municipal supply and the swimming pool of the Bath 
House. 

There were 1202 outfits for use in obtaining material 
for these examinations made up and distributed to physi- 
cians, nurses, and the Contagious Hospital. These out- 
fits are kept at the laboratory and at the following drug 
stores: at Young & Brown’s,* Harvard Square; at 
Wheeler Drug Co.,* corner of Harvard and Webster 
Streets; at Chestnut Hill Pharmacy, 1186 Boylston 
Street; at Gammon Drug Co., corner of Beacon and Tap- 
pan Streets. 

Antitoxin, vaccine virus, typhoid, and para-typhoid 
prophylactic, silver nitrate solution, furnished free by 


*Antitoxin stations. 
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the State Department of Health, are distributed from 
the laboratory to physicians or through the drug stores 
above designated by a star. Toxin for the Schick test 
and toxin-antitoxin for immunizing against diphtheria 
may also be had on request at the laboratory. Outfits 
provided by the State Department of Health for the col- 
lection of blood for the Wasserman test, for specimens 
of stools and urine to be examined for typhoid bacilli, and 
containers with preservative for tissues for the diagnosis 
of cancer, can be obtained at the laboratory. 

For a small fee analyses of urine and other microscopi- 
cal and chemical examinations which aid in the diag- 
nosis of non-contagious diseases are made for the phy- 
sicilans of the town. 

There were 400 cultures and 49 swabs examined from 
persons suspected of having diphtheria and 23 were 
found to be positive. There were 201 cultures for re- 
lease, and 185 cultures for the detection of carriers of 
which 8 were positive. The total number of swabs and 
cultures examined once was 835 and 187 cultures were 
reincubated and examined a second time, giving a final 
total of 1022 culture examinations.

* Milk Examinations 


There have been examined 946 samples of milk and 
cream which were submitted by the Milk Inspector. 
These samples were examined microscopically for the 
presence of pus and streptococci and were also plated 
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and the number of bacteria per cubic centimeter counted. 
For the results of these examinations, the reader is re- 
ferred to the report of the Agent for the Inspection of 
Milk and Provisions. There were als» three special mi- 
croscopic examinations made, and 39 samples of ice cream 
were examined by the plate method. The total number 
of samples of milk, cream, and ice cream examined was 
976. 
Water Examinations 

The water from the swimming pool of the Municipal - 
Bath House has been examined about once a week during 
the year, and the results reported to the Director. These 
reports have been used by him in regulating the amount 
of chlorine used in the disinfection of the tank water. 

At the request of Mr. Forbes, the Superintendent of 
Water Works, the laboratory has made bacteriological 
examinations of the municipal water supply as part of 
its routine. | 

The total number of water samples examined during 
the past year was 112. 

Miscellaneous Examinations 

There were 110 bacteriological and chemical examina- 

tions of various kinds made for physicians.

The houses quarantined do not include those handled 
by the town nurses, but only those of a refractory na- 
ture requiring a more drastic application of the quar- 
antine regulations and also those, which for various other 
reasons, were impractical for the nurses to handle. The 
restrictions placed against the handlers of food who 
were exposed to infectious diseases and the regulation 
regarding the delivery of milk and cream at houses where 
there were communicable diseases have, because of their 
importance, been rigidly enforced. Several of these cases 
required the application of extraordinary preventive 
measures, such as the condemnation or temporary ex- 
clusion of foods and milk. Much additional work in pre- 
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venting the food and milk supplies from being carriers 
in the transmission of infectious diseases has been done 
in connection with milk and food inspection, and conse- 
quently is not included in the above table. 

The extent to which rats, mice, waterbugs and other 
pests are responsible for the spread of infectious dis- 
eases has been given considerable attention, and in co- 
operation with Mr. Riley, the Sanitary Agent, concen- 
trated efforts have been made to have proprietors of 
food shops eliminate them. The miscellaneous inspec- 
tions and the complaints investigated have brought to 
light various problems requiring the adoption of new 
methods of control. As a result it has been found ex- 
pedient on several occasions to obtain the aid of the 
police officers, while in cases where quarantine restric- 
tions were necessary at out-of-state dairies supplying 
Brookline dealers, the desired results have been ab- 
tained by seeking the aid of either the state, county or 
local health officials. 

Regarding disinfection, it is still a difficult matter to 
induce some householders to follow instructions as to 
cleansing and aerating after cases of disease. The town 
nurses are to be commended for the results accomplished 
in this direction. In several of the cases referred to 
this office, it has been necessary for the disinfector or 
an assistant to do the cleansing in part or wholly himself. 

The miscellaneous work includes the disinfection of 
library and school books, personal wearing apparel, spe- 
cial treatment of bedding and rugs, the removal of laun- 
dry and wastes during quarantine and taking care of 
such arising contingencies as would be for the protec- 
tion of the public health. It has not been necessary 
to make any prosecutions during the year. Those made 
in former years have evidently stimulated a stricter 
compliance with the quarantine regulations. I have, as 
in former years, given every possible assistance to the 
various agencies engaged in public health work.

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REPORT OF SANITARY AGENT 


December 31, 1924. 


To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I submit herewith the thirty-second 
annual report of the Sanitary Agent, for the year ending 
December 31, 1924. 

There has been little change in the character of the 
complaints received, all of which have been promptly 
investigated. 

All nuisances complained of were abated and all other 
unhealthful or offensive conditions were corrected. Com- 
plaints and nuisances to the number of eight hundred and 
thirty-two (832) as compared with eight hundred and 
twelve (812) in 1923 have received attention during the 
year. 

The following summary shows the number and char- 
acter of the complaints and nuisances investigated and 
corrected under the Board during the year, as well as a 
large number of minor nuisances requiring no action by 
the Board which were corrected by the Agent.

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As has been the custom for a number of years, a gen- 
eral inspection was made of the cellars and yards of the 
congested districts in the spring, as a result of which, the 
accumulation of ashes and refuse following the winter 
months was caused to be removed. It has been nec- 
essary to devote a considerable amount of time to like 
conditions existing in the rear of stores the number of 
which are constantly increasing. 

A number of joint inspections were made with the rep- 
resentative of the Fire Department relative to conditions 
likely to cause a fire hazard. 

Under authority of section 128 of Chapter 111, your 
agent caused the eviction of two tenants using the 
cellars of stores for sleeping purposes, the same having 
been found to be an improper and unsanitary place of 
abode. 3 

The past year has seen the removal of a regular source 
of complaint in the substitution of a sewerage system for 
the unsanitary cesspools in the Perrin Road district, and 
also a similar case in another section of the town where 
the dwelling is now connected with the public sewer. 

An increase in the number of smoke nuisances were 
received and of that number, seventeen were oil burning 
plants. Most of these complaints were caused by care- 
less firing or inattention. One plant discontinued the 
use of oil and substituted hard coal. Four complaints 
were received concerning plants burning soft coal and in 
most cases poor firing was found to be the cause. One 
plant increased the height of the stack twenty-five feet, 
causing the nuisance at this plant to be abated. 

The bakeries of the town have been inspected period- 
ically during the year, and wherever unsanitary condi- 
tions were noted corrections were made without delay. 
The conditions as regards cleanliness were found very 
satisfactory. 

The barber shops of the town have been inspected. 
No untidiness or uncleanliness was noted in any of them. 

The campaign for extermination of rats has continued 
during the year and great progress has been made in 
this regard. A total of three hundred and thirty-six 
(886) premises have been treated including the fire sta- 
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tions, schools, public buildings, the public dumps and the 
brook channel running from the Beaconsfield garages to 
the Cypress Street Bridge. 

During the year the Board has granted sixty-seven 
licenses to keep fowl and granted permission to increase 
the number of horses in one instance, following which 
the owner made substantial alteration in his building and 
greatly improved the sanitary conditions. 

Workmen’s privies to the number of one hundred and 
twelve (112) were inspected during the year, of this 
number thirty-seven (37) were abolished, eighteen (18) 
made flyproof and forty-five (45) closets installed in 
new buildings for the use of workmen.

REPORT OF THE TENEMENT HOUSE 
INSPECTOR 


December 31, 1924. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the twelfth 
annual report of the Tenement House Inspector for the 
year ending December 31, 1924. 

During the year I have made 251 complete inspections 
of the older type of tenement houses. The condition of 
a large number of these houses has been greatly improved 
during the year, especially in regard to the discontin- 
uance of water-closets in the cellars. 

In one six-family house where the tenants were using 
two water-closets in common in the cellar, the owner has 
installed a water-closet in each tenement and also has had 
two new properly ventilated sink lines installed. In one 
four-family house where two closets were used in com- 
mon, the owner has placed one in each tenement and also 
installed a new properly ventilated sink line; and in four 
other three-family houses the water-closets have been 
removed from the cellars and one placed in each ten- 
ement. The owners have installed properly ventilated 
sink lines. In one six-family house where there was one 
water-closet for each two families on the same floor with 
the tenements, the owner has installed three more closets 
making a separate water-closet for each family in the 
building. 

A defective soil pipe was found in one tenement house, 
causing a very unsanitary condition and owner has 
installed a new main stack and two new sink traps in the 
kitchen. | 

The walls in hallways of fourteen houses found in 
dirty condition, were either painted or papered and the 
ceilings whitened. One hundred and sixteen ceilings © 
were cleaned and whitened and the walls of forty-two 
rooms either painted or papered. The woodwork enclos- 
ing twenty water-closet bowls and sinks where the condi-

tions were found unsanitary, was removed and floors 
underneath same put in sanitary condition. 

One tenement was found in such an_ unsanitary 
condition that both the agent and tenant were notified 
that if the same was not cleaned the tenement would have 
to be vacated as unfit for human habitation. The 
tenant has moved and tenement has been put in good 
condition. 

Four complaints were received of overcrowding and 
on inspection found complaints were not justified accord- 
ing to the Board of Health regulations governing over- 
crowding. 

During the year all leaky pressure hot water boilers 
found were reported to the Plumbing Inspector. In all 
cases where new plumbing was ordered installed to 
replace unsanitary and defective plumbing, the work was 
done under the direction of the Plumbing Inspector. 

Under the Building Law as adopted by the Town, 
March 20, 1923, Section 226 of Article 21 requires the 
owner of every apartment house built since that law went 
into effect to obtain a Certificate of Compliance before 
the building can be occupied. Forty-two Certificates of 
Compliance were issued during the year. This requires 
a great many inspections by the Tenement House Inspec- 
tor because this certificate has got to be signed by both 
the Tenement House Inspector and the Building Com- 
missioner before the building can be occupied. 

In two houses under construction three rooms in one 
and six in the other were found that that did not comply 
with Section 193 of Article 21 of the Building Law as 
they did not contain the minimum square feet of floor 
area called for by this section. This matter was reported 
to the Building Commissioner and he had the rooms 
altered so that they complied with this section of the law. 

Nine applications were received for permits to occupy 
basement suites for living purposes. Eight of the same 
were granted by your Board on my recommendation 
and one was refused because it did not comply with 
the Board of Health regulations governing basement 
suites. In two cases when applications were received to 
occupy rooms in the basement, I found one room in each 
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basement which did not contain the floor area required 
by the Board of Health regulations governing basement 
suites. Before permit was granted the rooms were made 
to conform with the Board of Health regulations. 

On inspection of basement suites for which permits 
had been granted, in one suite I found the tenant living 
there using a hallway for bedroom which did not comply 
with the Board of Health regulations and tenant discon- 
tinued use of this room after being notified. In another 
basement suite the owner was required to lay new floors 
in two rooms on account of dampness. All other base- 
ment suites were found in good condition with one or two 
exceptions where it was necessary to whiten some ceil- 
ines or have obstructed drain put in sanitary condition. 

One private dwelling of second class construction was 
found where the owner had converted same into a four- 
apartment house and as he had not complied with the sec- 
tion of the building law governing the converting of the 
building into a four-family house, he was ordered by the 
Building Commissioner to have the fourth floor vacated. 

One frame private dwelling house where the owner had 
converted the same into a three-apartment house, after 
being notified the house could not be occupied by three 
families, was converted into a two-family house. 

In the basement of one apartment house block I found 
the self-closing fire door connecting two houses could not 
be operated on account of coal being piled against same. 
After notifying the owner, I found coal removed and 
door in working order. 

. In one apartment house block containing sixteen suites 
where the State Building Inspector had the owner install 
sixteen pails for water in the rear hallways in case of 
fire, on inspection found same empty. Owner was 
notified to see that pails were always kept full of water. 

On inspection of one apartment house block I found 
six light shafts, each one of which constituted a fire 
hazard as the floors of the same were wood and were on 
the same landing with the street floor apartments instead 
of in the cellar. JI had the owner remove all combustible 
rubbish and cover the floors with metal and also the walls 
of same covered to a safe height with metal. In case 
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any combustible rubbish should be dropped into light 
shafts by tenants and should take fire, the fire would 
burn itself out on the metal floor without doing any dam- 
age. 

Five piazzas found in dangerous condition were 
reported to the Building Commissioner and under his 
direction same were made safe. 

Four heating boilers found in dangerous condition 
were reported to State Boiler Inspector Willis A. Harlow. 
In one house a new boiler was installed; two others were 
made safe and at the present time Mr. Harlow is taking 
the matter up with the owner of the other boiler. 

Fifteen water-closet bowls were removed from the base- 
ments of the higher class of apartment houses and 
drains properly sealed. These were found in unsanitary 
condition and the water shut off. Owners on being 
notified to either keep the same clean and water supplied, 
or else have them removed, removed same _ instead 
of having them water supplied and cleaned. 

A great many complaints were received during the 
year of obstructed egresses and same required not only a 
great many inspections but a number of reinspections as 
well. Many times, not only obstructions were found but 
also fire hazards, papers and other combustible rubbish. 

In January of this year a wholesale junk dealer of Bos- 
ton installed burlap bags in a large number of apart- 
ment houses for the janitors to store waste paper and 
other combustible articles and had agreed to pay them 
twenty-five or thirty cents a hundred; the same creating 
a fire hazard in every building where they were installed. 
It was necessary to have the Building Law amended at 
the Town Meeting, March, 1924, to cover this situation. 
Section 217 of Article 21 was adopted, which required 
the owner of every apartment house to provide metal 
receptacles for papers and other easily combustible 
articles. 

The changing of this Article to require metal recep- 
tacles for all paper and easily combustible articles was 
approved by State Fire Marshal Neal and by Chief Allen 
of the Fire Department. These bags were found in 
the cellars of 365 apartment houses and required inspec- 
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tions and reinspections to the number of 1163, before the 
use of the bag was entirely eliminated from apartment 
houses. There have been 536 metal receptacles provided 
for paper and other easily combustible articles during the 
year, by the owners of apartment houses. 

On complaints received for fire hazards in apartment 
houses some of the complaints have been received from 
the Chief of the Fire Department and I have had his 
_co-operation in the abating of many fire hazards. 


-I had the owner of one block of apartment houses 
before the Court on a Preliminary Hearing for violation 
of Section 217 of Article 21 requiring metal receptacles 
for paper. The case was disposed of by his promising 
to furnish the metal receptacles and on reinspection 
found he had done same. 


Fifty-nine complaints were received during the year 
of insufficient heat in apartments. A great many of 
these were referred to this department by Commissioner 
Hultman of the Division of the Necessaries of Life and 
‘under the Acts of 1920, Chapter 555, Section 1, the 
inspections were made. It was necessary to have the 
owners of three apartment houses before the Court on 
Preliminary Hearing for failing to provide the proper 
‘heat. The cases were disposed of by the owners agree- 
ing to furnish the necessary heat in the future. 


The remaining 500 apartment houses which come 
under the light law, which were not inspected last year, 
have been inspected during this year and 395 of the same 
were found not properly lighted and required 913 night 
inspections besides 188 houses inspected on complaints 
of not being properly lighted. 
~ One hundred and ninety-five inspections and reinspec- 
tions were made of lodging houses for which your Board 
granted licenses and the following table shows conditions 
found in same.

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In two of the lodging houses inspected I found rooms 
in the basement occupied by servants, that were unfit for 
human habitation. The owners of same were notified 
that these rooms could not be used and on reinspection 
found that they had complied with the notice. 

Three houses were found which come under the lodg- 
ing house law that were being conducted without a 
license. Same have since been licensed. One house 
found that was not connected with sewer, sewerage 
running into cesspool in yard, same overflowing and 
creating a very unsanitary condition. This house is now 
connected with sewer, the same having been done under 
the direction of the Sanitary Agent. 

During the year I have received a number of com- 
plaints from both tenement houses and lodging houses 
that same were infested with rats. Same was referred 
to the Sanitary Agent and in all cases this menace was 
eliminated. 

A great many miscellaneous inspections were made for 
various causes such as dogs and cats in apartments, 
dampness in cellars, stagnant water in yards, gas shut 
off, gas fixtures leaking, shaking rugs and mops from 
windows, houses infested with water bugs, mice, fleas 
and other pests.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR INSPECTION 
OF MILK AND PROVISIONS 





Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1924. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen :—The adoption by the Board and the subse- 
quent enforcement of a regulation prohibiting the dis- 
tribution of unpasteurized milk and cream except that 
from animals which have been tuberculin tested by Fed- 
eral and State officials and placed under government 
control for accreditation; the necessity for qualifying 
additional supplies because of increased consumption and 
changes in locations; and the registration of all estab- 
lishments where food, ice cream or beverages are dis- 
pensed, stored or manufactured, in accordance with a 
regulation made effective the first of the year, are the 
outstanding features of the year’s work. These features, 
on the whole, are necessary for the better protection and 
control of our milk and food supplies. The above con- 
tingencies made it impossible to exercise as close supervi- 
sion over drugs and certain foods, especially ice cream 
and cream, as was desirable, the maximum attention 
being given to such work as appeared to be of greater 
protection to the public health. 

The following tables give a summary of the work for 
the year in detail and are accompanied by such comment 
as seems necessary for their explanation.

Milk, Cream, Etc. 


Milk. We have reason to feel proud of the improve- 
ment found in the milk supply. The samples found 
under legal standard in butter fat were due to careless- 
ness in mixing and consequently it was thought unnec- 
essary to prosecute. The chemical analyses also resulted 
in the exclusion of several supplies of standardized milk 
deficient in carbohydrates, 2 for added water and 1 for 
filled milk. Regarding the sediment test, of 542 samples 
tested there were but 25 dirty and 47 cloudy cottons, 
while last year, of 740 tested there were 123 dirty and 
102 cloudy. Two supplies were excluded because of 
excessive barn dirt (dung) in the milk. The bacterio- 
logical content, which is the real index to its safety, 
showed a very marked decrease both in the number of 
samples containing bacteria in excess of the permissible 
standard and the average bacterial content of all samples. 
The chief factors responsible for the improvement are 
clearly indicated by the following chart which was pre- 
pared co-jointly with Dr. Denny. The value of giving 
publicity to the quality of the milk supply by publica- 
tion in the Health Bulletin is clearly indicated, while it 
is also shown that a material improvement followed the 
periods of dairy inspection and the adoption of the per- 
mit system. It further indicates the deterioration when 
activities are curtailed as was necessary during and after 
the war.

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Cream. Dissimilar to the milk, a considerable por- 
tion of the cream was of unusually poor quality. This 
was undoubtedly due to our inability to give it the nec- 
essary amount of inspection as was indicated by the result 
of analysis. Remedial action is now being taken for its 
improvement. 

Ice Cream. The comparatively few samples examined 
indicated that sanitary standards are not being reason- 
ably maintained. There were no reports of illness due to. 
its consumption. 

School Milk. Early in September proposals were 
invited for furnishing the school milk under rigid spec- 
ifications to insure its safety and quality, and five were 
received. The selection made was a mixture of Guernsey 
and Ayreshire milk from registered herds having sani- 
tary scorings of 93.1 and 98.8 respectively. This provides 
a high carbohydrate content and is otherwise an ideal 
supply for children. 

Grade “A” Milk Law. This law was enacted to pro- 
tect the public against the growing tendency to use this 
designation which, in many other states and most large 
cities, means superior quality, and by such implication to 
obtain a higher price for milk which in many cases was 
no better and frequently inferior to market milk. Its 
object is also to provide a dependable and reasonably safe 
high grade milk at a moderate price. While this is a 
desirable health protective measure, it is evident to many 
of us that the additional facilities made necessary for its 
enforcement would have been little or no greater if the 
law had included the grading of all milk in uniformity 
with other districts. In brief, this law provides that 
Grade “A” milk shall be natural cow’s milk, not more 
than 48 hours old, pasteurized within this state, contain- 
ing not more than 250,000 bacteria per c. c. before 
pasteurization or not more than 25,000 when delivered, 
with not less than 4 per cent butter fat. A sanitary 
covering cap must be used with the day it was pasteurized 
stated thereon. The dairies must conform to certain 
specifications as to cleanliness, sanitary equipment and 
cooling facilities before permits can be issued. It is fur- 
ther specified that in determining the bacterial content 
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of the milk as delivered, a series of not less than 3 nor 
more than 7 samples from different containers shall be 
taken and if the median shows a count of more than 
25,000 bacteria per c. c. a second series must be taken 
and if the count on the median is still high, a third 
series must be taken, thus allowing the dealer ample 
opportunity to make correction, but necessitating exam- 
ination of at least 9 samples before an inspection can be 
completed. It was hoped that enforcement of this law 
- could be delayed until spring, but at a conference of milk 
inspection officials called by the State Department of 
Health on December 16, uniform methods of procedure 
were agreed upon. This made it imperative to request 
authorization from the Board to replace some of the old, 
and install additional, laboratory equipment. 

Tuberculin Tested Herds. The safeguarding of 
unpasteurized milk through the tuberculin test elim- 
inates one of the greatest menaces to infant life and will 
undoubtedly be a major factor as time goes on in decreas- 
ing the mortality rate from tuberculosis. In substantia- 
tion of this statement, in one herd from which about all 
the milk was distributed in Brookline, 30 of the 36 cows 
were found infected with tuberculosis and destroyed, 
while only 1 of the 27 herds tuberculin tested was found 
to be free from diseased animals. Because of the adoption 
by Boston of a similar requirement, the Federal appro- 
priation for indemnifying owners of reacting animals be- 
came exhausted in May. In order that they might not lose 
the Federal compensation, final compliance with the regu- 
Jation was deferred until July 15, at which time Federal 
funds were again available. That the enforcement of 
such a severe measure was accomplished without 
resource to drastic action was made possible through the 
help extended by Dr. E. A. Crossman, In Charge of Tuber- 
culosis Eradication in’ New England for the Federal 
Government; Drs. Pierce and Howard, in charge for the 
state, the co-operation of milk dealers affected and the 
unexpected co-operation of many of the cattle owners 
themselves. There were, however, four cattle owners 
who refused to comply and their products were per- 
manently excluded. . 
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Dairies. The larger number of dairies inspected be- 
cause of changes in supplies, the admission of additional 
supplies, the increased consumption and the necessity for 
making reinspections to qualify Grade ‘‘A” dairies, in 
compliance with recent legislation, made it necessary for 
Dr. Delano to render more service than his compensation 
rightfully covers. His generous co-operation made 
possible a satisfactory completion of this work. Reinspec- 
tions to verify corrections ordered were made at all 
dairies before releasing. The dairies rejected were 
largely in furtherance of our policy to, as far as prac- 
ticable, limit dairy supplies to districts contiguous to 
receiving stations, thus preventing undue exposure 
between dairy and station and be more accessible for 
inspection. Although the Grade “A” law was not effec- 
tive until late in November it was possible to qualify 90 
dairies for Grade “A” milk. 

Creameries. The corrections were chiefly replace- 
ments of corroded and defective contact equipment, par- 
titioning off aerators and boilers, providing adequate 
facilities for sterilizing and storage of cans, elimination 
of flies and cockroaches, installing sanitary piping, 
recording thermometers, wash bowls and toilets and the 
cleaning and repainting of premises. One creamery in 
a new territory was condemned in August and a new 
one has been recently completed, while another 
was found using polluted river water and forced to 
close for several months until a safe supply was provided. 
There were 2 additional from which supplies were tem- 
porarily excluded for failure to make the required cor- 
rections and 3 cream plants wherefrom the supply was 
permanently excluded because it was found impossible 
to obtain the necessary improvements. 

Licenses and. Permits. There were 9 milk licenses 
refused distributors whose supplies were either not sat- 
isfactorily segregated or processed, 9 refused _ store- 
keepers whose premises lacked the facilities for storing, 
1 milk license revoked because of continued high bac- 
teria counts and those of 3 storekeepers were tempora- 
rily suspended for improper icing. The dairy permits 
revoked were due to excluding the milk from Massachu- 
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setts, while the Grade “A” permits refused were in cases 
where the dairies did not qualify under the recent law, 
but were passable for market milk. 


Food, Drugs, Etc. 


Analyzed. Of the 170 samples analyzed, 34 showed 
evidence of metallic corrosion, 8 showed the presence of 
acids from fire chemicals, 4 did not conform to the 
A. O. A. C. food standard, 11 contained preservatives 
not specified on the labels, 3 contained excessive water, 
while 2 did not conform to the formula on the package. 
The preservatives were of deleterious nature, but were 
not in harmful amounts. 

Inspected. This applies to the inspection of raw foods 
under the seizure law whereby their fitness for food can 
be ascertained without analytical examination. The 
seizures include a larger amount of foods than usual. 
Such as had no rendering value where destroyed, others, 
mostly meats, were treated with oil to insure their per- 
manent exclusion as food products. 

Condemned and Destroyed. These include the tainted 
foods seized, some of which were exposed to infection, 
3 truckloads of groceries, provisions and candy stock 
taken from 4 food shops after a fire. In the latter case 
such strenuous objection to the seizure was made by 
the owners that it was necessary to take possession of 
the foods under the emergency Act, pending a report of 
chemical analysis upon 45 samples which had been 
variously exposed. The chemist’s report of metallic 
corrosion and injurious acids, and that of the Fire Chief 
confirming the use of poisonous chemicals, justified the 
refusal to allow the goods removed, to be sold out of 
town or disposed of for chicken food. They were con- 
sequently burned or buried in the town dump, 

Drugs. Only such samples were examined as were 
under suspicion. None were found below the standard 
as prescribed by the U. S. Pharmacopoeia. There were, 
however, several warnings necessary in cases where 
druggists had substituted cheaper ingredients than were 
called for in the prescriptions. 
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Stores, Restaurants, Etc. 


Inspections. This work is greatly augmented owing 
to the increased number of food establishments and the 
larger number of foreigners operating them. The 
revisions of the food regulations have made it possible to 
oblige the installing of adequate sterilizing and other 
sanitary equipment and to prohibit the storing and cook- 
ing of food in cellars and other unsanitary places. The 
premises of all applicants for renewal or issuance of 
victuallers’ licenses were required to comply with the 
food regulations before applications were certified to. 
Effort has been made to induce the practice of cleanli- 
ness of food handlers. The co-operation of Capt. William 
Unkles, Fire Prevention Inspector, in reporting unclean 
conditions and other violations of the food laws, has 
been of great help. Such sections of the bakery law as 
applied to the protection of products were enforced by 
this office. The rest of its provisions and the issuing of 
permits are under the jurisliction of the Board’s Sanitary 
Agent. The supervision of bakeries therefore, was done 
in co-operation with him. 

Registration of Food Establishments. This new 
requirement has made it possible to more effectually and 
systematically enforce measures of control and admits of 
simpler procedures when new stores are opened or viola- 
tions found. The registration of all establishments 
where foods, ice cream or beverages are sold, stored or 
manufactured was accomplished during the summer in 
conjunction with store inspection. 


Miscellaneous 


Hearings. These were given to violators of the food 
and milk laws in a final effort to obtain corrections with- 
out prosecuting or revoking licenses, also when extremely 
filthy conditions were found and to proprietors of baker- 
ies as required by law. 

Prosecutions. The changes in the regulation increas- 
ing the maximum penalty from $10.00 to $100.00 upon 
conviction for violation of the food and milk regulations 
has been of great value in obtaining results in those 
cases where prosecution was necessary. Three food 
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dealers were prosecuted for maintaining unclean prem- 
ises, 2 were fined $50.00, while the other was fined 
$100.00 and the case continued for further report to the 
Court. There was only 1 prosecution for violation of 
the milk law resulting in a fine of $15.00. while a com- 
plaint against a druggist was withdrawn after a prelim- 
inary Court hearing and his prompt installation of 
adequate sterilizing facilities. 

Attention is called to the detailed records of milk 
inspection and the report of additional work done by the 
Inspector of Animals which follow.

Un- 
pasteurized milk and cream is prohibited for distribution 
in Brookline except from animals so tested.

The annual inspection of domestic animals and prem- 
iseS was made early in the year at the request of the 
Director of the Bureau of Animal-Industry for Massa- 
chusetts. 

A very careful examination was made of all animals, 
the stables and premises where they were kept. There 
were no animals that were found diseased, although 
there were a few unsanitary conditions found that had 
to be corrected. 
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Contagious Diseases 


There have been a few herds that have applied and 
started under the Accredited Herd Plan and have been 
subjected to two Federal tuberculin tests, without any 
reactors. This is very gratifying, both from the stand- 
point of the inspector and the owner as well, as this test is 
made by a Federal man with the only object in view, 
as a result of the test, to get a clean and healthy herd 
and then maintain it by proper care in selecting healthy 
animals when additions to the herd are made. 

Of four dogs that were affected with rabies, two 
were found to have been infected in widely located parts 
of the state, the disease not manifesting itself until 
their owners had returned with them. However, all 
animals that were in contact with them have either 
been destroyed or given the anti-rabic treatment, and 
up to the present time there have been no more cases. 

The forty-nine dogs quarantined and the sixty-three 
dogs inspected were those that had bitten people and 
were examined and held in quarantine for observation 
for a period of two weeks, according to law, to determine 
whether they. might be developing rabies, as often a 
dog will show inclination to bite early in the disease 
before positive clinical symptoms are present. This re- 
straint prevents them from doing further possible dam- 
age, also gives the person bitten an opportunity to take 
the anti-rabic treatment should the disease develop. 

The horses that were tested for glanders and inspected 
for the detection of contagious diseases were animals 
that had been purchased in New York State and Canada, 
also the riding school horses that were used in the dif- 
ferent summer schools in New England, and the show 
horses that went out of the state to the various horse 
shows. These were all more or less exposed but none 
were, however, found to have been diseased. 


Dairies and Creameries 


As a result of an increased consumption of milk and 
changes in the laws regarding the production of milk, 
without a corresponding increase in appropriation for 
the department, it became necessary for the Agent of 
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Milk and Food, Mr. W. E. Ward, to request a great deal 
of my assistance in the inspection of new supplies, be- 
sides the usual work of the department. This consisted 
of the selection and inspection of new dairies in Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont, where 
a great deal of time and effort were needed to get them 
to meet the requirements necessary to produce milk 
from healthy cows with sanitary surroundings and 
proper facilities for caring for the product after it was 
produced. 

This necessitated the quarantining of many animals 
for conditions temporarily affecting the milk, while a 
few were condemned and destroyed as being diseased 
and unfit to produce milk for any use whatever. 

At the request of Mr. Ward, I inspected creameries 
in Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Vermont. 
Most of these were found satisfactory with the excep- 
tion of a few minor corrections. A few, however, were 
found in such condition that they required a great deal 
of attention to make sure that the corrections needed 
had been fully made. 

I was very glad to render this extra assistance, al- 
though a great deal of the work was done in connection 
with my personal work. 


Meat Inspection 


At the request of Mr. Ward numerous inspections of 
meat and fish were made. There were two instances 
where meat and one of fish that had to be condemned 
and destroyed as unfit for food.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO SUPPRESSION 





Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1925. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my twenty- 
fourth annual report on fly and masanitn sunnrescion. 
The work of this division also includes activities against 
other insects which are known or suspected to be the 
carriers of infectious diseases by biting or otherwise. 

Infectious diseases transmitted by insects are unneces- 
sary and the resulting economic losses from these diseases 
can be largely prevented. The work of this division in 
suppressing flies and mosquitoes does just this thing. The 
work is carried on solely for the benefit of the citizens 
so that they may have better health and enjoy recreation 
in comfort. 

The newspaper item clipped from the Boston American, 
January 3, 1925, is of interest: “San Francisco, Jan. 3rd 
—The State Industrial Accident Commission has decided 
a mosquito bite on the tongue constituted an industrial 
hazard and awarded William Miller, laborer, $2,478.13 
with $12.23 a week until he recovers. Miller was bitten 
last Jane and since has been unable to work.” 

This decision emphasizes the wisdom of appropriating 
public and private funds for the removal of a great cause 
of sickness and human discomfort by suppressing’ flies 
and mosquitoes and other disease-bearing insects. As 
insurance against all this, it is indeed a sound investment 
of public funds. 


Mosquito Suppression 
There was precipitated 20.67 inches of rain from April 
1 to October 1, 1924. This is a substantial rainfall and is 
about 4 inches less than the wet season of 1922. 
Sanitary Inspection. There were 115,524 systematized 
inspections made of about 5,567 lots of land, and 48,834 
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receptacles were found, 138,667 of which contained water. 
There were 469 breeding places of “wigglers’”’ found. Of 
these, 264 were located about houses and dumps in vari- 
ous receptacles and 205 were mosquito breeding pools 
and ditches. The catch basin breeding pools are not in- 


cluded in the last figure.

It is very important to find the small breeding places 
of the mosquito in trees, receptacles and pools if the mos- 
quito nuisance is to be successfully abated. 


Petrolizing. The object of this division is to seek out, 
inspect and treat with oil every sixteen days, all sites of 
standing water which last one week or more. 

There were 42,880 applications of oil to about 4,288 
catch basins. There were 19,992 inspections of 1,736 
pool sites and ditches of water. Of these, 334 were small 
pools found in the highways. These pools were oiled up- 
on inspection if larvae were found. A total of 5,916 
catch basins and pools were carried on our records for 
petrolizing. The work of reducing the large numbers of 
small pools has continued as in past years. 


Public Dumps. The public dump continues to be a 
serious problem in mosquito breeding. Large numbers of 
boxes, barrels, cans and other miscellaneous receptacles 
are deposited on the dump where they catch rain water. 
A great deal of labor is required to inspect these recepta- 
cles. It is important to eliminate them upon their arrival 
at the dump by burning, crushing or burial as may be 
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indicated by the type of receptacle to be cared for. Grass, 
brush, straw, or coarse debris should not be used to cover 
receptacles which may hold water. Such covering may 
conceal the receptacles, facilitate mosquito breeding and 
obstruct the work of finding the breeding places beneath 
the refuse. 


Draining and Filling. The course of every stream was 
inspected early in the season and obstructions to the flow 
of water removed. This work dried much wet land. The 
attention of owners of wet lands in the town is called to 
Chapter 457, Acts of 1923, the new drainage act. Under 
it, valuable state and county aid may be had to plan and 
finance worthy drainage propositions. 

The work of filling and sub-grading Amory Park is 
about finished. The drainage of the Anderson Meadows, 
so called, has been the subject of several conferences with 
interested parties who may seek better drainage under 
Chapter 457-1923. The filling of the large swamp east- 
erly of Reservoir Lane is approaching completion. The 
drainage of a portion of this area was effected several 
years ago. 

The permanent drainage of the swamp land adjacent 
to Saw Mill Brook westerly of Hammond Street has been 
advanced by the action of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission in laying out the proposed Park through this area. 


Infestation Inspections. There have been 893 loca- 
tions tested at night for mosquitoes. There were three 
reasons for this night inspection work: first, to secure 
mosquitoes for the identification of species; second, to se- 
cure knowledge of the places they were most prevalent; 
third, to control the efficiency of our work. The number 
of mosquitoes caught in a measured number of minutes 
furnished data for an index which was used for compar- 
ison. Thus if two mosquitoes were caught in one minute, 
it was recorded as 2.0. If that number was caught in ten 
minutes, it would be recorded as 0.2. 


Results. Of the 893 places under observation and 
tested for the presence of mosquitoes from July 1 to Au- 
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gust 15, in 860 or 96% of these, no mosquitoes were found 
at all and in 30 locations or 3%, but one or two mosqui- 
toes were caught in ten-minute periods. Therefore, in 
890 or 99% of the places tested, no mosquito nuisance 
was found to exist. The index ranged from 0.0 to 0.2. 
The balance of 1% gave an index of from 0.3 to 0.4 where 
a slight temporary mosquito nuisance was observed. This 
was due to transient migratory infestations along the 
town boundaries and to hidden and reserved breeding 
places scattered throughout the town. 

The stations tested were those known to be most fre- 
quented by mosquitoes at night and places where our res- 
idents usually spent their evening hours out of doors. 

There were no cases of malaria reported to your 
Board for 1924. 


Fly Suppression 


The ravages of infectious diseases often leave the 
bodies of many children physically weakened and their 
resistance or natural immunity to other diseases lowered. 
The Army medical examinations made during the World 
War uncovered the havoc of the physical damage in our 
boys’ bodies due in a large measure to preventable dis- 
eases contracted in their early youth. | 

The fly is one of the most pernicious agencies in the 
dissemination of preventable disease which undermine 
the health of our youth. The fly is born in filth, feeds on 
filth, and its body is soiled with filth in which may be dis- 
ease germs it may carry to your child’s lips, hands, or food 
if the child is not protected from it. Fly suppression is 
one of the Public Health activities which gives just this 
sort of protection to children as well as to adults. 

The writer has stated in previous reports that the mu- 
nicipality which is free from fermenting and rotting veg- 
etable and animal refuse is the municipality which has 
the fewest flies, that the municipal district which is free 
from decomposing filth is the district of the town or city 
which has the fewest flies. Therefore, the number of 
flies present in any given area reflects the relative sani- 
tary condition of that area. 
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Infestation Inspections. A series of 501 tests was 
made during July and August to determine the density of 
the fly infestations and the relative insanitary condi- 
tions giving rise to them in the various districts of the 
town. Again an attempt was made to seek a method to 
measure the efficiency of our work and to establish an 
index of fly infestation for comparison in sections known 
to be in a relatively sanitary condition against sections 
in which insanitary conditions were known to exist. 

The method employed was to select a given location, 
then trap the flies with a certain bait during a ten-min- 
ute period, and count and differentiate the catch. Ob- 
servations were made also with longer periods of time. 

If five flies were caught in one minute, the index for 
that location would be recorded as 5.0 and if that number 
was caught in ten minutes, it would give an index for 
that location of 0.5.

Results. It was found upon the analysis of these fig- 
ures that the average index for a sanitary residential 
district was 1.83, the average for the apartment-tenement 
districts 3.0; the average for the business districts 4.52. ’ 
Therefore with these figures in mind for comparison, the 
tables gave the following results. Of the 501 locations 
tested, 11% showed no flies, 44% showed infestations 
within the figure for sanitary residential sections; 10% 
the infestation index of the apartment-tenement house 
districts and 85%, the average infestation obtained in 
the business sections. 

The study of the fly infestations in this way is of value 
in revealing the insanitary disposal of neglected filth and 
refuse. The further study of this subject is recommended 
for the purpose of securing information for adminis- 
trative control in municipal sanitation. 

Sanitary Inspection. The systematic house to house 
fly and mosquito inspections were made jointly and are 
recorded in the 115,524 inspections already referred to 
under Mosquito Suppression. In addition to these, one 
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inspector made 9,114 inspections of the garbage recep- 
tacles of the restaurants, stores, tenement houses, apart- 
ment houses, hotels and dormitories during the year. 
This gave a total of 124,638 inspections for the year. 

The object of these inspections was: First, to educate 
the residents to abate insanitary conditions for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


(a) To prevent breeding of flies and other insects. 


(b) To prevent the infection of these insects with 
germs of preventable diseases. 


(c) To prevent garbage being exposed as food for 
cats, dogs and rats; second, to obtain data as to the exist- 
ing insanitary conditions which are favorable to the 
propagation of insects which transmit infectious diseases; 
and third, to secure the sanitary disposal of all animal 
and vegetable wastes. 

Stables and Manure. There were reported 208 heaps 
of manure. Of these, 32 were found in gardens, 46 in 
and about stables and 130 at hen houses. 


We mailed advisory letters to 161 owners of animals 
and fowl, requesting their co-operation in the sanitary 
disposal of manure and food refuse on their premises. 
The campaign was largely an educational one. Wherever 
very insanitary conditions were noted, the owner’s atten- 
tion was directed to the correction of these nuisances. 

Successful fly suppression may be done at stables by 
having clean floors, and drains treated weekly with lar- 
vacide, discontinuing the manure pit, storing manure in 
tight cans to be removed to the country or to a heap which 
should be stored on a maggot trap, and the screening of 
stables. The same advice in general as to cleanliness and 
storage of manure is given to owners of fowl and they 
are particularly urged to see that no garbage remains ex- 
posed after feeding hour is over. 

This Division is prepared to loan a limited number of 
large fly traps to citizens who request them in 1925 as it 
did in the past year. We advise owners of stables and 
hensheds to apply for the use of these traps. 

The use of iron sulphate, borax solution, or fuel oil to 
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sprinkle the stall and stable floors helps to destroy many 
flies developing in this filth. 


Grass. There were 97 persons reported for maintain- 
ing mixed heaps of grass cuttings, straw, hay, leaves, 
cloth, burlap, excelsior, paper, and vegetable refuse. This 
material should be thoroughly dried and not permitted to 
ferment and it should be carted to the INCINERATOR 
AND NOT TO THE PUBLIC DUMP. 

GARBAGE. THE GARBAGE NUISANCES ARE 
THE CONDITIONS WHICH BREED COUNTLESS 
FLIES. 

Our Inspectors recorded 8,573 garbage nuisances and 
violations of the Board of Health regulations against 
3,206 householders and others. On December 31, 1924, 
3,181 persons had corrected the insanitary conditions on 
their premises. No prosecutions were necessary. The 
following table shows the detail of this work.

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Privies. There were 54 insanitary privies reported by 
our Inspectors. The majority of these were owned by 
out-of-town contractors. The town has spent large sums 
of money for the installation of sewers in order to abolish 
the menacing house privy. The citizens of the town have 
willingly assumed this great financial burden to safeguard 
the public health. After all this effort and outlay of money 
we are confronted yearly with the problem of large num- 
bers of temporary privies built mostly by non-resident 
contractors for non-resident workmen in the residential 
districts of the town in violation of the traditions of the 
town and the law. These contractors’ privies threaten to 
undo the work of protection afforded by our sewerage. 
If privies are denied to our citizens, the temporary struc- 
tures should be denied to the non-resident contractors 
and their employees for the same reasons. 

The solution of the problem, therefore, suggests the 
following: Whenever a building is to be erected, the con- 
tractor should be obliged to start the sewer connection 
for the house at once with the excavation for the cellar 
so that a temporary flush closet can be set up at the site 
of the main trap just inside the cellar wall. Until the 
sewer connected closet is installed, a housing over the 
nearest sewer manhole in the street should be permitted 
to be used under specific regulations. The contractors 
other than building contractors should place housings 
over sewer manholes under specific regulations. Wher- 
ever a sewer is not available for a house, the leaching or 
non-leaching cesspool or filter bed tanks should be con- 
structed first. Otherwise, only privy pits and housings of 
the most approved type should be allowed under permit, 
i. e., the privy should be a flytight house, fly trapped, with 
a receiving barrel half full of disinfectant having a heavy 
coating of fuel oil on the surface. The contents should 
be emptied in the public sewer daily, if necessary, and 
the housings sprayed with a suitable larvacide and disin- 
fectant. No other privy should be allowed. 


Miscellaneous. There were 128 miscellaneous nuis- 
ances found by our Inspectors. There were 12 small car- 
casses found in a decomposed state and destroyed. There

were referred to the heads of other departments, 329 com- 
plaints. 


Summary. There was a total of 9,511 fly breeding 
nuisances reported to this office. 

The citizens of the town in large numbers promptly 
co-operated wherever we solicited their interest in this 
great work. This public spirited assistance so cordially 
given made it possible to achieve considerable work suc- 
cessfully at very little expense and for all of this, I wish 
to acknowledge my appreciation and gratitude.

Director of Fly and Mosquito Suppression. 
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The Almshouse 


The Almshouse has been in the care of our very satis- 
factory and capable Matron, Mrs. Mary B. Perkins, who 
.has for several years past filled that position and also 
that of Warden. She has as an assistant a man who 
drives the automobile, superintends the work in the gar- 
den and is generally helpful. 

During the year there have been fifteen inmates in the 
Almshouse. Of these, twelve have been there for the 
entire year—of the other three, two a young woman and 
her child, have been provided for in other ways, the 
mother at the School for the Feeble Minded at Waverley 
and the child is boarded out under the supervision of the 
Department of State Minor Wards and is well cared for 
in that way. One of the older women died at the Alms- 
house in April after a few days’ illness. The year closed 
with twelve inmates, seven men and five women. 

The part of the Almshouse used by the inmates has 
been thoroughly renovated as to ceilings, woodwork, 
walls and floors. 

The State Inspector has made his annual visit and has 
pronounced it in satisfactory condition and as usual, 
under Mrs. Perkins’ efficient management, well cared for 
and the inmates comfortably housed and looked after. 

The amount expended for carrying on the Almshouse 
is considerably greater than was expected when the es- 
timates for each item in the budget of the Board of 
Public Welfare were made a year ago. This increase is 
due to the larger amount devoted to renovation and re- 
pairs and also to the new automobile. In other respects 
expenditures have been kept well within estimates. 


Outdoor Relief 


The amount expended for this class during the past 
year is $7,044.62 of which $2,061.35 has been paid to us 
by other cities and towns. There have been twenty-two 
families thus aided and of these five have received aid 
during the entire twelve months. 
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Sick 

Thirty-two persons have been aided on account of sick- 
ness only, either by medical attendance in their homes 
or in hospitals, at an expenditure of $5,934.16. 

These figures show a large increase over last year, both 
in the number of cases aided and the amount expended. 
This increase, however, does not go to show any special 
increase in illness in the town but is caused by a new rul- 
ing by which a class of cases formerly paid for by the 
special fund for Hospital Relief has been transferred to 
the care of the Board of Public Welfare. 


Chapter 118, General Laws 


Under this law twenty-two families, consisting of a 
mother with dependent children, have been aided during 
the past year at an expense of $11,376.37. Two of these 
families are living in Boston but have a Brookline settle- 
ment. 

During the year three of the number have become able 
to take care of themselves. One mother re-married, in 
one case a boy was able to earn enough to help the family 
substantially and in another case a boy who had been 
an invalid for several years died, making it possible for 
the mother and remaining son to support themselves. 

Of the amount expended for this class of dependents 
nearly one-half has been returned to us by the cities re- 
sponsible for the families or by the State which in all 
cases contributes a part or the whole of the money ex- 
pended under this law. 

The year closes for us with seventeen families in this 
class now residing in Brookline. 


Children 


Twenty-one children have been in the care of the town 
during the past year. Three have been at the School for 
Crippled Children at Canton, seven have been in homes 
furnished and supervised by the State Department of 
Child Guardianship and six have been boarded with rel- 
atives in Brookline. Four children have been provided 
with boarding places by the Children’s Mission. One 
young girl has been at the Daly Industrial School. 
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Since the beginning of the year we have been relieved 
of the care of three of these children. One of the boys 
at the Canton School is now cared for by Boston as his 
mother has married a man who has a Boston settlement. 
The young girl who has been paid for at the Daly In- 
dustrial School has now reached the age where she can 
be self supporting and a young child has been adopted by 
a family of responsible people in another state. 


On account of these changes we are ending the year 
with eighteen children in our care. 


The amount expended for the care of the children is 
$3,279.92.

During the year 1924 the wire fence, for which ap- 
propriations have been made for several years past, has 
been completed and now the cemetery is enclosed in a 
substantial chain link wire fence, five feet high, extend- 
ing from Allendale Road along the rear and side lines to 
Grove Street, and along Grove Street to the wooden fence 
at the Stable yard. Nothing further will be required 
until the proposed improvement of Grove Street is car- 
ried out, when an extension of the stone wall along that 


street will be more desirable. 


The work of development of areas in the cemetery 
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grounds to make them available and salable for burial 
purposes has been continued under the appropriation of 
last year and it is proposed to carry on in the same way 
for the coming year. This development work can be 
done in connection with the maintenance work, so that a 
regular force of labor may be kept employed to best ad- 
vantage. 

The past season was very hard on the grounds of the 
cemetery. In many places the grass was winter killed, 
and owing to the long continued dry weather in the sum- 
mer it was impossible to restore such spots to a satis- 
factory condition. The seed would not germinate or would 
be burned up soon after sprouting. In the fall a plentiful 
supply of best manure was applied to those places, then 
seeded, and it is hoped that conditions next spring will 
be very much improved. 


Brookline Cemetery 


During the past year some of the old tombs have re- 
ceived much needed repairs and the grounds given the 
necessary attention. 


The Trustees recommend the following appropriations 
for 1925. 


Walnut Hills Cemetery: 


(a) An appropriation of fifteen hundred (1,500.00) 
dollars to continue the development work of the cemetery 
grounds to make the same available for burial purposes. 


Brookline Cemetery: 


(b) An appropriation of $600 for the care and main- 
tenance of the old Brookline Cemetery on Walnut Street.

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REPORT 





The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully sub- 
mits the following report of its operations for the year 
1924 with an estimate of expenditures for 1925. 

All parks and playgrounds, under statute, and the care 
of all public grounds in the town and all appropriations 
made therefor, under Article IX of the Town By-laws, 
are in charge of the Board of Park Commissioners. The 
total area of the grounds which the Park Commissioners 
maintain, as shown in the table appended hereto, is 16,- 
265,056 square feet (873.39 acres) or 8.56 per cent of 
the area of the entire town. 

There is an ever growing tendency over the country to 
provide facilities for outdoor athletics and recreation for 
the public, in order to stimulate the more wholesome use 
of leisure by both adults and children. This is un- 
doubtedly the most effective method of minimizing de- 
linquencies or counteracting the dangers and evils of 
the street and of promoting good health and developing 
desirable citizens. 

There is an increasing demand on the part of the 
School Department and the Playground Commission for 
additional work in and special care of the playgrounds 
and school grounds for the conduct of supervised play 
by the Playground Commission and athletic games and 
sports by the School Department. 

The Park Department is always ready to co-operate 
with these departments in furthering the work of phys- 
ical education and recreation as far as possible within 
the limits of its appropriation and these departments 
are always reasonable in their demands and willing and 
ready to co-operate with the Park Department. 


Brookline Field 


Under the third article in the warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting, March 18, 1924, a committee of five cit- 
izens was appointed to confer with the Park Commission- 
ers in regard to the development of Brookline Field, con- 
sisting of Frederick B. Percy, Chairman, John K. Allen, 
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Albion F. Bemis, Gerard T. Driscoll and Francis A. 
Niccolls. This committee made a careful study of Brook- 
line Field, prepared plans and conferred with the Park 
Commissioners. While the committee has not made its 
final report, at this writing, it made a partial report at 
the Special Town Meeting, December 16, 1924, and agreed 
unanimously with the Park Commissioners as to the lo- 
cation and plan of a field house for Brookline Field and 
also as to the substitution of a steel grandstand for the 
wooden stand at present on the field. The Park Com- 
missioners have, therefore, included in their estimate 
for the ensuing year $25,000 for a field house and $3,200 
for a new section of grand stand. The Board had in- 
tended deferring the erection of a section of grandstand 
to replace the old wooden stand this year but in view 
of the recommendation of this special committee and of 
the Fire Commissioner, it has been deemed advisable to 
remove the old wooden grandstand as soon as possible. 

There is an increasing demand for the use of Brook- 
line Field and when the contemplated improvements have 
been completed, Brookline will have one of the best en- 
closed fields in this vicinity and one from which the town 
should receive some revenue. There is also in this field 
outside of the enclosed part areas suitable rGE baseball, 
supervised play and tennis courts. 

A part of the July Fourth program in 1924 was con- 
ducted on this field with satisfactory results. Brookline 
Field is every year becoming more popular with our 
citizens and more used by the youth of the town. 

The receipts from Brookline Field for 1924 were 
$612.50. 


Longwood Mall—Beech Trees 


The Board has requested the Selectmen to lay an edge- 
stone around Longwood Mall for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the trees in this square and the removal of the 
ugly fence through the center which was erected as a 
temporary expedient to prevent the crossing of automo- 
biles and injury to the grass and trees. 

The great value of this square to the town is the group 
of European Beech trees it contains. These trees were 
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planted by the late David Sears, as near as we can de- 
termine, between 1826 and 1838. They are the noblest 
trees planted by man now standing in Greater Boston, 
and so far as we have been able to discover, the finest 
group of European Beeches in the United States. We 
can find no record that this tree was introduced into 
America before 1821 when it was offered for sale in the 
catalogue of a nurseryman of Flushing, Long Island. It 
does not appear to have been known to the early planters 
of trees near Philadelphia, and it was not included in 
Washington’s plantation at Mt. Vernon. Apparently, 
therefore, the Longwood trees are as old or nearly as old 
as any in the United States. These trees are visited by 
tree lovers who come to Boston from all parts of the 
country but unfortunately are still little known and ap- 
preciated by the people of Brookline, in spite of the 
fact that they are the noblest possession of the Town. 
For the best interests of the Town it is important that 
they receive every care and attention and with such care 
there is no reason why these trees should not keep green 
for at least two centuries longer the memory of David 
Sears, one of Brookline’s greatest benefactors. 


Brook Street Playground 
This is a small playground located on Brook Street but 
is of such small area and so located that it is practically 
of no value as a playground, and is used only as a dump 
for refuse from neighboring houses. It would seem wise 
that the town dispose of this piece of land. 


Municipal Golf Course 

In recent years a great development has taken place 
in municipally owned or public golf courses. Many 
people are anxious to play golf who cannot afford to join 
the ordinary golf or country club. The cost of construct- 
ing a golf course is large and requires careful considera- 
tion before the town starts construction. The game 
becomes very expensive on account of the cost of 
building a club house and maintaining elaborate service. 
Brookline has in the southerly part of the Town a large 
tract of land containing about one hundred and thirty- 
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four acres which is well adapted for an eighteen-hole golf 
course. This tract of land was purchased as a play- 
ground and is known as Putterham Playground. A golf 
course might be constructed on this playground with- 
out destroying or disturbing some of the beautiful groves 
and natural scenery for which it is noted. The Park 
Commissioners have had under consideration for a num- 
ber of years the advisability of constructing a golf course 
on this land. Last year the Commissioners received a 
petition signed by a number of prominent citizens, in- 
cluding the five members of the Board of Selectmen, 
asking that the Park Department construct a public golf 
course. As the total cost of an eighteen-hole golf course 
would be between $100,000 and $150,000 and as money 
cannot be borrowed for this purpose, it would be wise 
to extend the work of construction over a period of years. 

The experience of other municipalities on public golf 
courses has been that by charging a small fee as com- 
pared with the dues of the ordinary golf club there will 
-be sufficient income not only to care for the annual main- 
tenance but also in time to pay off the original cost. The 
expenditure upon any golf “plant” is considerable and 
as its success depends almost entirely upon the quality 
of the golf it affords and as it is extremely desirable to 
retain as much of the natural scenery on this playground 
as possible, the Board believes the Town is justified in 
securing expert advice for a proper plan, and for this 
purpose has included in the appropriation the sum of 
$1000. This will enable the Board to obtain an estimate 
of its cost and bring the matter before the Town for con- 
sideration. 


Tennis 


The demand for public tennis courts is increasing each 
year. The town has now but eight tennis courts, five 
on Beacon Playground and three on Longwood Play- 
ground. For these eight courts 795 tennis permits were 
issued last year to as many individuals at a nominal 
charge. The receipts from tennis in 1924 amounted to 
$1,060.75. 
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Skating Areas 


The town at present prepares five artificial skating 
areas, Cypress Street, Brookline Avenue, Beacon Play- 
ground, Longwood Playground, and Devotion School 
yard and also does considerable work in the way of pre- 
paring the Reservoir for skating. Requests have been 
received from time to time to prepare additional skating 
areas on Griggs Playground, on the Heath School 
grounds, on Lowell Playground, on Coolidge Playground, 
and on Brookline Field. Because of the limited force of 
the Park Department and the lack of appropriation, the 
Board has been unable to comply with these requests and 
is not making a recommendation for an appropriation for 
additional skating areas. 


Deposits in Leverett Pond and Muddy River 


The unsightly deposit of gravel and debris which has 
been very noticeable in Leverett Pond for a number of 
years has now become very objectionable in this beauti- 
ful section of the parkway, both on the Brookline and 
Boston sides. The deposit comes from catch basins and 
surface water entering from the Boston and Brookline 
sides and also is caused by the erosion of the banks of 
Village Brook during heavy rainfalls. This deposit also 
extends down Muddy River almost its entire length in 
Brookline. Muddy River is the main channel for surface 
water for the drainage area in this vicinity. While this 
channel has been filling up for many years, it has never 
been cleaned out since the channel was constructed in 
1892, except for the removal of deposits in Leverett Pond 
at various times. 

Last October, at the request of the Park Department, 
a conference was held with the Selectmen, the Boston 
Park Commissioners and Mr. Driscoll, Superintendent of 
Streets and Sewers. By unanimous agreement of all 
present, the question of removing this deposit in both 
Leverett Pond and Muddy River was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of Arthur A. Shurtleff, Landscape 
Gardener of the City of Boston, Henry X. Goodnough, 
Chief Engineer of the Division of Sanitary Engineering, 
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State Department of Public Health, and Henry A. Varney 
Town Engineer, for a report and estimate and also a 
recommendation of an equitable apportionment of the 
cost of removing these deposits. This committee has not 
yet made a report but it is hoped that the deposit will 
be removed during the ensuing year. 


Sloping Pavement—Brookline Reservoir 


At the Special Town Meeting, June 19, 1924, a special 
appropriation of $1,000 was made for repairing the 
sloping stone pavement of the old Brookline Reservoir 
on Boylston Street. This reservoir was constructed 
about eighty years ago and repairs made by the town 
about fifteen years ago. This paving has now been re- 
paired within the appropriation and we believe it will 
not require further repairs for some time. 


Insect Pests 


On the various grounds under the control of the Park 
Department, there are several thousand trees. The moth 
situation is well under control not only in Brookline but 
throughout the state. 

A few large gypsy moth egg clusters were discovered 
last year and some large healthy caterpillars seen on 
the parkway near Brookline Field. There was practically 
no evidence of the elm leaf beetle during 1924. Cocoons 
of the Oriental Moth were discovered in the Parkway on 
Buckthorn, Dwarf Maple, Hornbeam, Hawthorne, Dog- 
wood, and in Brookline Field on a few oak trees. This 
moth was first discovered in Dorchester about four years 
ago and has been confined practically to that district. 
We believe that all of these moths have now been de- 
stroyed on the trees and shrubs in Brookline. 

The satin moth was also discovered on a few of our 
poplars. This moth is a well known insect in Europe 
and was discovered first in this country in the Fellsway 
in 1920. It is closely related to the gypsy and brown 
tail moths, but while a few have been found here, we do 
not anticipate any serious damage from this moth. 

The San José and the Oyster Shell scale were also 
found on some of the shrubs and trees in the Parkway. 
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The State and Federal authorities are still actively 
engaged in destroying insect pests. A Federal quaran- 
tine prevents the shipment out of infested territory of 
plants liable to infestation except after strict inspection, 
under regulations of the Federal Horticultural Board. 
Mr. A. F. Burgess of the United States Bureau of En- 
tomology, who has charge of the parasite work for this 
district, however, reports that there was practically no 
defoliation in this part of the country in 1924. The U.S. 
government is still continuing European investigation, 
collecting, and sending over parasites from foreign 
countries. Parts of Brookline were colonized some years 
ago, and undoubtedly the freedom from gypsy and brown 
tail moths in this vicinity is due largely to the introduc- 
tion of parasites. 

The town cannot neglect the constant watch for insects 
and diseases destructive of trees and other plants. The 
Park Commissioners have asked only for a small ap- 
propriation of eight hundred dollars for the suppression 
of all forms of tree insect pests during the coming year. 
They have, however, included in the appropriation for 
maintenance seventeen hundred dollars for a new spray- 
ing machine. The two spraying machines which are 
now owned by the Park Department have been in service 
for over seventeen years and are now practically worth- 
less. Last year we were obliged to take a Ford engine 
from one of our trucks and use it on the spraying ma- 
chine. The pumps on these two spraying machines are 
beyond repair. The use of a spraying machine jointly 
with the Forestry Department has not worked out sat- 
isfactorily, as the spraying period is very limited and 
as the machines for both departments are wanted at the 
same time. A spraying machine is a necessity in the 
department, and to attempt to repair either of those two 
now in the department would be false economy. 


Improved Pavement for River Road and Park Drive 


River Road is a roadway in charge of the Park De- 
partment, running from Washington Street opposite the 
Riverway to Brookline Avenue, 675 feet long and 20 feet 
wide. 
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Park Drive is almost a continuation of River Road, 
connecting Brookline Avenue with Netherlands Road and 
the Boston Parkway, about 400 feet long and 20 feet 
wide. All of the road surface in the parkway with the 
exception of these two short pieces is now paved with bit- 
ulithic with water bound macadam for a foundation. The 
edgestone on both of these roadways has settled and the 
pavement is in very poor condition. It has been nec- 
essary to repair this pavement every year, and it has now 
reached a state where it is necessary to resurface with 
some form of material. It seems desirable that 
these two short pieces of roadway be paved with an im- 
proved pavement similar in character to the road sur- 
face on the rest of the parkway and it has been estimated 
that this can be done for $10,000, which is included in 
the construction appropriation. To resurface these two 
pieces of roadway with bituminous macadam would cost 
at least two-thirds of this amount. 

The appropriation asked for 1925 as shown on the 
following tables is drawn up with a view to strictest 
economy consistent with the proper care and main- 
tenance of the large area of public grounds and struc- 
tures thereon to be cared for by the Park Department.

REPORT 





During the year 1924, 100 trees were set out to replace 
dead trees, or those otherwise destroyed. No new streets 
were planted for lack of appropriation, although applica- 
tions were made by abutters, which had to be refused. 
The Committee dislike to get too far behind in this work, 
believing it desirable to plant new residential streets as 
fast as they are opened because trees are one of the chief 
assets of any town. The Brookline system of caring for 
its trees has become so well known that recently a letter 
was received from so remote a place as Honolulu asking 
for advice. 

Twenty-one trees were removed on petition to con- 
struct garage entrances or where new roads were made 
and also the removal of five large elm trees at Coolidge 
Corner to construct the new elevated railway stations. 
These conditions are becoming more and more frequent 
and require an increasing allotment. 

On the land of the Water Works Department at Ded- 
ham 5000 more red and white pine seedlings were set 
out. The majority of those previously planted are in 
good condition. Recently some boys while skating built 
a fire and went away without extinguishing it. The fire 
spread to some nearby young trees and burned 150 of 
them. On account of the unusually dry weather dur- 
ing the summer and autumn there were many woodland 
fires. In consequence our appropriation for fighting 
them and patrolling the woods was exceeded. 

The removing of dead limbs and pruning in general 
has been somewhat curtailed owing to a smaller appro- 
priation, but the trees on the main thoroughfares have 
had careful attention, especially those on Beacon Street. 
The Committee feel that the trees on Beacon Street 
should be pruned every year as a matter of safety 
although the cost for this pruning alone is about $1,500. 

The work of destroying gypsy moths and other insects 
was carried on as in previous years. This work is well 
under control and does not cost as much as formerly. In 
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a few places, however, bad infestations of gypsy egg 
clusters were found. 

It is quite necessary to have an emergency fund for 
insect pests as many of them come at irregular intervals, 
such as the elm tree beetle, leopard moth and fall web 
worm. This latter pest this year cost the town $476.00. 
Unless these pests are promptly and energetically fought 
as soon as discovered they spread very rapidly and do 
thousands of dollars worth of damage in a very short 
time.

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The principal work of the department during the past 
year consisted of pruning and removing dead limbs, 
removal of dead trees, and the necessary care of protect- 
ing and fertilizing young trees planted during the past 
few years. 

We were able to accomplish the pruning of about one- 
third the town mileage of roadside trees. 

The dry spell of weather during the early fall made 
necessary an unusual amount of care to young trees. 

I would call attention to the density of foliage on the 
streets in the Fisher Hill section. On many of the streets 
in this section the trees were originally planted about 33 
feet apart and have now reached a growth where the 
lateral branches are interlocked. Provision has been 
made in the estimate for the removal of alternate trees 
on north side of Clinton Road from Dean Road to Chest- 
nut Hill Avenue. 

The shrubbery planted as a memorial to D. Blakely 
Hoar on Beacon Street at the steps approaching Lan- 
caster Terrace showed a remarkable growth this past 
year. 

I have assigned an inspector to work with the Edison 
Electric Company to furnish new locations for high volt- 
age wires running through roadside trees. The Edison 
Company have co-operated in a most satisfactory manner 
and have followed our requests very carefully. The use 
of “tree wire,’ which is the most up to date insulated 
wire, is being liberally extended in the Fisher Hill sec- 
tion. 

The pine trees on the Water Department land in Ded- 
ham are doing exceedingly well, and I recommend that 
the Committee approve of an item of $1800.00 to be 
included in the Water Department appropriation for the 
continuance and maintenance of this pine forest. 


Bird Warden Report 


Ten feeding stations for birds were set out in the 
southerly part of the town and food was put there after 
snow storms. The birds remaining here during the 
winter are regular visitors to these stations.

The principal work for many years under this appro- 
priation has been the extermination of the gypsy moths. 
It is gratifying to report that for several years past we 
require less appropriation each year for this work. This 
insect is still with us, however, and the present work of 
creosoting and spraying in badly infested areas should 
be continued. 

The elm leaf beetle was present in a limited area of 
Clyde Street, Warren Street, Goddard Avenue and vicin- 
ity. | e 

Early in the fall we had a serious infestation on some of 
the trees of the “Fall Web Worm.” These insects are very 
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unsightly as they make large webs in the top branches of 
the trees but they do very little eating of the foliage. 

The satin moth was prevalent in the summer months 
on the poplar trees. Wherever these infestations were 
found we sprayed with arsenate of lead.

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REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its forty- 
ninth annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1924. 

As in former years, the reports of the superintendent 
of the works and the engineers of the pumping stations, 
with pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the town meeting held March 4, 1924, Mr. Nathaniel 
U. Walker was re-elected a member of the Board for 
three years. The Board organized with the choice of 
Nathaniel U. Walker as chairman. Z. R. Forbes was 
appointed registrar and clerk, and F. F. Forbes, 
superintendent. 


Additional Water Supply 


The matter of securing an additional water supply, of 
which previous mention has been made, was, in accord- 
ance with a vote passed at a special town meeting, held 
the 16th day of October, 1923, referred to a special com- 
mittee consisting of the Water Board and five citizens. 
The Moderator appointed as this committee to serve 
with the Water Board, Ernest B. Dane, Charles F. 
Rowley, Gorham Dana, Erland F. Fish, and William R. 
Cordingly. This committee made an exhaustive study of 
the question, and frequent meetings were held and inter- 
views had with the Metropolitan District Commission 
and the Department of Public Health. 

The following, which is taken from the very compre- 
hensive report of this committee, submitted to the town 
at a special meeting held December 16, 1924, so clearly 
outlines the existing conditions and the remedy therefor, 
that it is made a part of this report: 

“The town obtains its water from driven 
wells on the banks of the Charles River in West 
Roxbury. From these wells it is allowed to 
pump daily throughout the entire year 5,000,000 
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gallons, with the additional right to pump 
3,000,000 gallons more per day from December 
to June, and between June and December the 
right to pump in excess of 5,000,000 gallons is 
restricted by the average rainfall as determined 
by the State Board of Health. 

“Tt has been apparent for some years that 
provision would sooner or later have to be made 
for increasing the town’s water supply. Such 
increased supply must come either from extend- 
ing the present source or joining the Metropol- 
itan Water System. 

“If the present source of supply were to be 
extended it would be necessary to drive 
additional wells, install new pumps, and lay a 
new water main from the low service pumping 
station in West Roxbury to Brookline. It has 
been estimated that these improvements and 
additions would cost $500,000. As early as 
1914 the Water Board reported to the town that 
the need of an extension of the water supply 
was becoming more and more apparent, but 
action was delayed because of the large cost 
involved and then the coming on of the World 
War, with rapidly rising prices of materials 
and labor, resulted in a postponement from year 
to year, until now the time has arrived when 
some action must be taken. Your committee 
was appointed to study and recommend to the 
town the advisability either of extending and 
developing our present water supply, if that 
were possible, or of joining the Metropolitan 
Water System. 

“If Brookline were permitted to take daily 
throughout the year from the banks of the 
Charles a maximum of 8,000,000 gallons, 
irrespective of the rainfall, during any period 
of the year, an ample supply of water for the 
next ten years would be assured. In order, 
however, to obtain 8,000,000 gallons daily it is 
necessary for the State Board of Health to 
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remove the present restriction which under 
certain circumstances limits the town’s daily 
supply to 5,000,000 gallons. The State Depart- 
ment of Public Health has refused to remove 
this restriction, as shown by the following letter 
from the Commissioner of Public Health:

Dear Sir:—The Department of Public Health received 
from you on November 10, 1924, the following applica- 
tion for advice, relative to the taking of additional water 
trom the Charles River for the water supply of the town: 

“T am writing you on behalf of the Town of 
Brookline. 

“By Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1913, the town 
was authorized to take ‘not exceeding three 
million gallons daily or such portion thereof as 

' shall be approved by the State Board of Health, 
in addition to the five millions daily which the 
town is already authorized to take,’ making 
eight millions a day. On April 2, 1914, the 
State Board of Health notified the Water Board 
of Brookline that pursuant to the above act the 
town was authorized to take an extra three 
million gallons daily when needed from Decem- 
ber 5, to June 5, but for the rest of the year the 
taking of the three million gallons daily or any 
portion thereof would depend upon the amount 
of rainfall on the watershed from month to 
month. The result has been that the restriction 
has come the last two years at the time of the 
peak loads and the town has been refused the 
right to pump more than five million gallons 
daily. 

“The town would respectfully request that

these restrictions may be removed so that the 
town can take the extra three million gallons 
daily throughout the whole year.” 


The department has considered the circumstances 
affecting the taking of water from the Charles River for 
municipal water supply uses and has examined the rec- 
ords of water consumption in the various cities and 
towns, including Brookline, in the last few years and 
observations of the flow of the river. 

The total quantity of water consumed in the cities and 
towns in the lower part of the Charles River valley in 
Needham, Dedham, Brookline, Newton, Wellesley, and 
Waltham, but exclusive of the quantity diverted by the 
city of Cambridge, has increased in the nine years from 
1914 to 1923 by nearly twenty per cent, and as these 
municipalities are growing rapidly, if a further right 
should be granted to draw water from the river the 
quantity withdrawn would doubtless increase more 
rapidly in the future than has been the case in the past. 
The watershed of the Charles River contains very few 
storage reservoirs and the quantity of water flowing in 
the river is not increased materially by water drawn 
from storage during the drier part of the year. 

In consequence of these conditions, the flow of the 
river has been reduced to exceedingly small quantities in 
recent dry periods, and such drouths are not of unusual 
occurrence. Furthermore, during recent periods of low 
flow enormous quantities of algae have appeared in the 
waters of the upper reaches of the river for many miles 
above Newton Upper Falls. 

In order to maintain proper sanitary conditions in this 
river in the lower part of its course and in the Charles 
River basin it is most important, in the opinion of the 
Department, that its flow shall not be further reduced, 
since conditions have appeared already which are objec- 
tionable. 

Considering all the circumstances, the Department 
does not believe it advisable to remove any of the restric- 
tions now existing as to the taking of further water from 
the river or the ground adjacent thereto in the part of 
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its course below Needham, and recommends that the town 
secure an additional water supply elsewhere.

“Were we to petition the legislature to revoke the 
authority of the State Board of Health to place restric- 
tions upon the quantity of water we could extract from 
the banks of the Charles, we would be strongly opposed 
by various state departments, and would surely fail. It 
would be idle to drive new wells and lay new mains to 
increase our production, when the State Board of Health 
has the power to limit us to 5,000,000 gallons a day. 

“The only alternative remaining, therefore, was to 
petition the Metropolitan District Commission for per- 
mission to enter its system, and to buy from it any excess 
needed over the 5,000,000 gallons per day pumped by the 
town. This was accordingly done and it was ascertained 
that the town must pay an initiation fee of $400,000 for 
the privilege of entering, in addition to which there will 
be an annual assessment of approximately $91,000, 
against which there will be credited at approximately 
$55 per million gallons the amount of water which the 
town furnishes through its own plant. 

“Until 1918 the receipts in Brookline for water con- 
sumed were sufficient each year to pay the annual main- 
tenance and extension accounts, interest on the bonds, 
and the serial bonds each year as they became due 
Since 1918 the increased cost of coal, iron, lead, and ali 
materials and labor necessary in the furnishing of an 
adequate supply of water has made the expenses exceed 
the receipts, and any deficiency each year has to be 
included in the general tax levy of the town. 

“Your committee is of the opinion that a water rate 
should be charged sufficiently high to pay all costs of the 
Water Department, so that no deficiency need be included 
in the general tax levy. In order to meet this cost a rate 
of 18 cents per hundred cubic feet wil| havr tc be charged 
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For a year or so the rate of 18 cents per hundred cubic 
feet will leave a slight deficit, but this deficit will soon be 
absorbed by the retirement of outstanding bonds, so that 
within a comparatively short time the Department will 
be on a paying basis on an 18 cent rate, with the pros- 
pect of reducing that rate as the interest and serial bond 
charges diminish. 

“Your committee respectfully recommends that the 
town now enter the Metropolitan Water System, and that 
the water rates be increased, and presents the following 
votes for the carrying out of the above-named purposes: 

Voted: That the Town of Brookline now enter the 
Metropolitan Water System and accept the terms of the 
Metropolitan District Commission as set forth in its 
proposed agreement, and that the Water Board and Board 
of Selectmen are hereby authorized in the name and on 
behalf of the town to execute said agreement substan- 
tially as set forth. 

Voted: To appropriate the sum of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($400,000) for the purpose of entering the 
Metropolitan Water District. 

Voted: To amend the Water Ordinance and regula- 
tions, to take effect after the reading of the meters in 
December, 1924, so as to read as follows: 

Water Rate. All water shall be furnished 
through meters at the rate of eighteen cents 
per 100 cubic feet.” 

The votes recommended by this committee were passed 
by the town at a special meeting held December 16, 1924. 

While the extension of our present system would 
doubtless have been much more satisfactory to the cit- 
izens of the town, it would be idle, as stated by the 
committee, to drive new wells when we are not permitted 
to take more than 5,000,000 gallons per day from our 
source of supply. Under the circumstances, therefore, 
it would seem that the most equitable solution possible of 
this important question of an additional water supply 
had been made. 

Under the proposed agreement with the Metropolitan 
District Commission, the town will operate its water 
plant as heretofore solely under the direction of this 
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Board and being privileged to take from the Metropolitan 
system such water as it may require. 


General Maintenance and Extensions 


In conformity with the general plan of reinforcing the 
water supply of certain districts of the town in which a 
large number of new buildings have been erected, the 
six-inch main in Tappan Street has been replaced by one 
ten inches in diameter. This new main will greatly 
increase the fire protection not only of this district, but 
also of that portion of the town bounded by Beacon 
Street, Washington Street, and the town line. Certain 
parts of Longwood are in need of larger mains, aS many 
apartment buildings have been erected in this district 
the past few years. The recommendation of the 
Superintendent that a portion of this work be under- 
taken the coming year is approved, and the estimated cost 
thereof has been included in our recommendation for gen- 
eral extensions. 

It is possible that petitions for extension of street 
mains in certain districts, which we are informed are 
being developed, will be filed during the coming year. As 
the amount of cast iron water pipe on hand is only 
sufficient for short extensions, it will be necessary to 
refer such petitions to the town at some special meeting. 

The agreement with the Metropolitan District 
Commission provides that the water supplied by the 
Commission and the town shall be measured by Venturi 
meters and each one shall furnish its own meters to 
determine the amount of water by each supplied. In 
order to comply with this proviso, two Venturi meters 
will be required, the estimated cost of which installed is 
$2,700.00, which sum has been added to the amount rec- 
ommended for extension. 

The financial statement of the maintenance account for 
the past year shows an unusually large unexpended 
balance. This was due in a great measure to a very 
favorable purchase of both bituminous coal and 
anthracite screenings for use at the low service pump- 
ing station, and the postponement, largely on account of 
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the scarcity of suitable labor, of repairing and renewing 
the driven well system. This work of renewing the 
driven well system should be done the coming year, and 
an item of $38,000.00 has been included in the amount 
recommended for general maintenance. 

The recommendation of last year that a systematic 
survey of the town to determine whether or not under- 
ground leakages exist in the distributing system should 
be made and the sum of $5,000.00 be appropriated there- 
for, is renewed. As stated in our last annual report, “‘It 
is quite possible for such leakage to exist, and as it is nec- 
essary to conserve the water supply in every possible 
way, this expenditure is recommended.”

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1924. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the forty-eighth 
annual report of the Superintendent of the Water Works 
for the year ending December 31, 1924. 

A brief summary of the more important work of the 
department for the year just past is as follows: 

Street mains were laid in eleven different streets—a 
total length of 2,448 feet. The six-inch main in Tappan 
Street from Blake Road to Beacon Street, a distance of 
3,033 feet, was removed and a ten-inch pipe laid in its 
place. This larger main greatly increases the fire service 
not only on Tappan Street but on Beacon Street westerly 
from Washington Street. Two additional hydrants were 
set on this main. 

Cross connections were made between mains on 
Beacon Street by Corey Road, and Harvard Street by 
Columbia Street, as recommended by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

The number of service pipes laid was ten less than on 
the previous year, but a larger per cent. of them were of 
a greater size. 

The cost of all trench excavation is increasing each 
year owing mostly to the new surfacing of the street. 
The actual cost of restoring this surfacing in many cases 
is more than the cost of digging and backfilling the 
trenches in past years. Another item which adds to 
the cost is the numerous conduits which often take up 
a Jarge part of the street below the surface. 

The sand court at the filter, for which an appropriation 
was made at the last annual meeting, has been con- 
structed and gives ample room for storing the sand. 

The maintenance of the works has gone on smoothly. 
No accident has happened to the pumping machinery, 
and no leaks of importance have occurred in the mains 
or service pipes, 
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Several improvements were made at the Low Service 
pumping station, the most important of which was dupli- 
cating the main steam pipe to the turbines. All the ma- 
chinery at this station is now in excellent condition—in 
fact it never was better. 

The boiler at the High Service pumping station, which 
has been longest in service, has become so badly corroded 
that repairs were out of the question. A contract there- 
fore has been made to replace this boiler with a new one 
of the same size. 

No driven wells were renewed the past season owing 
to the scarcity of efficient labor, and a larger part of the 
appropriation has been returned. It is the intention to 
renew all of the remaining wells the coming year if the 
weather will permit. The amount of water available, 
however, was all the force mains could deliver to the 
town. | 

The filters have been operated in the same way as in 
previous years and continue to give excellent results. 
although the iron is increasing somewhat in the raw 
water. More sand must be removed the coming year as 
it is clogging somewhat a foot or so below the surface. 
The upper two feet of coke in the trickler should also be 
washed. 

The amount of water consumed was sixty-three million 
gallons in excess of that of the previous year. This in- 
crease is not larger than might be expected when all the 
new buildings supplied are taken into consideration. 

In the last annual report, mention was made of the 
unreliability of some of the hydrants which have been 
in use since the works were first built. Fifty-three of 
these were replaced the past season, and those of this 
make yet remaining should be treated in the same way in 
the near future or as soon as they show the least signs 
of failure. 

Sixty-three gates have been placed between hydrants 
on the mains in order that the hydrants can be repaired 
without shutting off the water from the street in which 
they are located. 

Three hydrants have been broken by automobiles. All 
hydrants have been carefully tested, repacked, and main

valves changed where necessary, in addition to the regu- 
lar inspections. 

One thousand and five meters have been tested and 
five hundred and fifty-four repaired. 

The Ford truck which has been the longest in service 
has been replaced by a new one of the same style. 

The department is put to quite an expense for chang- 
ing service pipes, hydrants, and gate boxes in streets 
where an improved pavement is put down. It is a ques- 
tion whether such expense should not be charged to 
such street improvements. 

The coming season the work of relaying the older 
water mains with pipes of a larger size in such parts of 
the town where a better fire protection is needed, should 
be continued. The main in Colchester Street and the 
mains which connect with this street are too small to 
give the proper fire protection to the large apartment 
building which is now nearing completion in this neigh- 
borhood, and it is proposed to relay the main on Kent 
Street with a twelve-inch pipe from Francis Street to Bea- 
con Street, and on Colchester Street from Kent Street to 
Hawes Street. For the same reason it is proposed to 
relay the main on Alton Place from Harvard Street to 
Littell Road with a twelve-inch pipe, and extend the 
twelve-inch pipe on Harvard Street, which now ends 
opposite Vernon Street, to Alton Place. Later this main 
should be carried to St. Paul Street and along St. Paul 
Street to Longwood Avenue and in Longwood Avenue 
from Harvard Street to Kent Street. 

The usual care has been taken of the reservoirs, 
grounds, and all other parts not above mentioned, and 
a detailed report of which hardly seems necessary at 
this time. 

From a detail of the water consumed and pipe laid, 
etc., attention is called to the tables appended, all of 
which is respectfully submitted.

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LOW SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT 





Low Service Pumping Station, 
West Roxbury, Massachusetts. 
December 31, 1924. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present the forty- 
eighth annual report of the Engineer for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1924. 

The amount of water pumped during the year was 
1,452,806,978 gallons; 63,907,641 gallons more than last 
year, and the consumption of coal for all purposes, 
pumping, heating, lighting, etc., was 4,481,397 pounds, 
about twenty tons more than last year. The rainfall 
for the year, at this station, was 37.11 inches, nearly 
4 inches less than last year. The maximum precipita- 
tion was 8.58 inches for the month of September, and 
the minimum 0.14 for October. 


Boilers 


The boilers are in good condition. Shaking grates 
were installed in the furnaces of boilers No. 2 and No. 3. 
These grates have effected a saving of nearly four per 
cent in coal. 


Turbines 


The turbines are in good running order. A three-inch 
steam pipe from boilers to turbines has been installed, 
giving two-independent steam lines to the turbines; also 
an additional feed water pipe from engines to boilers. 


Engines 


The pumping engines and auxiliary engines are in good 
running order. The “Station Duty” is nearly four per 
cent better than last year. All the coal consumed for 
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generating steam for the main pumping engines, the 
turbines, engine No. 5 for electric lighting, engine No. 
6, Westinghouse air extractors and compressors, heat- 
ing buildings, steamblower for boiler tubes, and other 
auxiliaries, is charged to engines No. 3 and No. 4 when 
computing the Station Duty. 

A detailed account of all the work done at this station 
is noted in my weekly report to the Water Board. I 
subjoin tables showing the pumping records, all of which 
is respectfully submitted.

SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
OF 


BROOKLINE, MASSACHUSETTS 


The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline pre- 
sent herewith their sixty-eighth annual report, covering 
the condition and conduct of the affairs of the library for 
the past year. 

At the annual town meeting, in March, Arthur B. 
Denny, Walter Humphreys, Henry W. Lamb and Mrs. 
Eleanor Parker, whose terms of office as Trustees were 
expiring by limitation, were reelected, without opposi- 
tion, each for the regular three years term. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the Trustees in 
April Henry W. Lamb was elected Chairman of the Board 
for the ensuing year; Walter Humphreys was chosen 
Secretary, Arthur L. Endicott, Treasurer; and George F. 
Babbitt, Arthur L. Endicott and Mrs. Eleanor Parker 
were designated as Library Committee, with Henry W. 
Lamb as a member ex-officio. Desmond FitzGerald, Ar- 
thur L. Endicott and Thomas F. McManus were chosen 
members of the Finance Committee. 

Louisa M. Hooper was appointed Librarian (for her 
twenty-third consecutive term in that position) and 
Etheldred Abbot was appointed Assistant Librarian. 

The regular annual appropriation, voted by the town 
for the maintenance of the library for the current year 
was $62,833. This appropriation, together with the in- 
come derived from the trust funds, established from 
time to time for the library’s benefit by private bene- 
factors, constituted the total income for the library’s 
support for the year. The money received from fines for 
infractions of the library’s privileges as to the retention 
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and use of books and other miscellaneous receipts was 
turned over to the Town Treasurer, as provided by law. 


As may be seen in the Appendix, showing the finan- 
cial receipts and expenditures of the Library in detail, 
a total of $9,507.03 was expended for books, maps, pe- 
riodicals, newspapers, and for binding and rebinding of 
books. There was added to the Library by purchase 
and by gifts during the year a total of 5447 volumes, 
making the number of books now on the Library shelves 
115,507, after deducting those withdrawn from circu- 
lation, showing a net gain of 2634 books for the year. 


According to the statistics of the Library’s circulation, 
as presented in the Librarian’s report, the number of 
books issued to library patrons for home use during the 
year was 828,472, compared with a circulation of 310,113 
in the previous year, showing a gain of 18,359. The total 
per capita circulation for the year is reckoned to be 7.6 
of the town’s estimated population. The number of card 
holders who make active use of the library was 12,363 
compared with 12,091 in the previous year. 


Referring to the appended tables showing the distri- 
bution of the circulation, it will be seen that by far the 
largest increase in the number of books issued from the 
Main Library and its branches was from that at Cool- 
idge Corner, where the issuing of books for home use 
reached approximately 100,000 in number, compared 
with an approximate circulation of 90,000 at this branch 
in the previous year. The circulation from all depart- 
ments of the Main Library for the past year was 172,241 
compared with 169,481 in the previous year. In other 
words, nearly 55 per cent of the increased circulation was 
from the Coolidge Corner Branch alone. Considering 
these comparative statistics and noting the exceptionally 
rapid growth of the population of the Coolidge Corner 
section of the town, it is a logical conelusion that the 
circulation of this branch will soon overtake and sur- 
pass that of the Main Library. And this comparative 
growth is likely to increase rather than to diminish. The 
repeated recommendations of the Trustees as to the 
urgent need of a more adequate and better located 
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branch library building in this flourishing locality is 
thus further accentuated. The present accommodations 
remain wholly inadequate for existing needs. It is the 
carefully considered judgment of the Trustees that 
neither the present building, its location, nor its im- 
mediate surroundings are such as to warrant the pro- 
viding of more adequate accommodations on the present 
site. 


It should not be inferred from these circumstances 
that it was a shortsighted proceeding on the part of the 
town, acting on the recommendation of the Library 
Trustees when it acquired this property for branch 
library purposes nine years ago, when $17,500 was ap- 
propriated and expended for the purchase of the house 
and land at 299 Harvard Street. The building acquired at 
that time took the place of a rented room at 277 Harvard 
Street in a block of shops which in turn had succeeded 
a small deposit station in a drug store. With the rapid 
development of this section since that time the patronage 
of the branch has grown proportionately with the in- 
crease in population. The building thus acquired met 
the need of the time and from the business point of view 
it was a profitable investment. It is satisfactory to be 
assured that this property would probably now fetch in 
the market, for business purposes, a substantially larger 
sum than was paid for it. The probable pecuniary profit 
thus realized would contribute in greater or less measure 
to defraying the cost of a new and larger structure of 
more appropriate type and setting. 


The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the receipt, for 
the library’s benefit, of exceptionally numerous and gen- 
erous gifts during the year. In accordance with the pro- 
visions of the will of John L. Gardner, who died in De- 
cember, 1898, the Town of Brookline has now received for 
the use of the library a portion of a trust fund established 
by this testator amounting to about $20,000. An ad- 
ditional bequest of $5000 from Mr. Gardner’s late widow, 
Isabella Stewart Gardner, is to come to the library under 
the provisions of her will. These legacies, together with 
the outright gift of $10,000 made by the father of Mr. 
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Gardner, John L. Gardner, who died in 1884, attest the 
thoughtful generosity of this Gardner family and their 
interest in the welfare of the town and its institutions. 
Their example should invite emulation in a town of 
Brookline’s wealth and public spirit. 

From the daughter and son of the late Edward Stan- 
wood the library has received over 200 volumes of music 
from their father’s collection. 

A valuable gift from the library of the late D. Blakely 
Hoar is the 73 volume set of “Jesuit Relations and Allied 
Documents; travels and explorations of the Jesuit mis- 
sionaries in New France, 1610-1791,” edited by R. G. 
Thwaites, and published in 1896-1901 by the Burrows 
Brothers of Cleveland. 

A valuable collection of books on cotton and its man- 
ufacture has been received from William S. Chandler. 

From Ernest B. Dane has come the gift of an original 
print of “A plan of Boston in New England with its 
environs . . . with the military works constructed 
in those places in the years 1775 and 1776.” This copy 
has the signature of the maker, Henry Pelham, in ink. 

The Trustees again testify to their high appreciation of 
the faithful and efficient services of the Librarian and 
her staff, to whom a large share of the credit for the 
energetic and intelligent conduct of the affairs of the 
library is due.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN

Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1925. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen—My twenty-third report, the sixty-eighth 
in the history of the library, is herewith submitted. 

Our records of circulation for the year show a gain of 
18,359 volumes, an unusual though not an unprecedented 
increase. 328,472 volumes were issued for home use, 
against 310,113 in 1923. This gain in the use of books 
is more than half from the branch at Coolidge Corner, 
which records an increase of 9,761 over last year. Of 
the total issue of 328,472 books, 156,231 were given out 
through the branches and schools, leaving a circulation 
of 172,241 volumes from the main library. Our book 
circulation is 7.6 per capita of the population, which is 
now about 42,500. 

Our registration of borrowers is estimated at present 
at 12,363, against 12,091 in 1923. To this number should 
be added many children, especially in the lower school 
grades, who draw books from the library deposits in their 
school-rooms, but who are not registered at the central 
library or the branches. <A total of 7,949 pictures were 
issued during the year, over 6,800 of these for 
school use. The circulation of books for home use is the 
obvious and most easily measured activity of the Li- 
brary. It would seem, however, that the use of books 
in the library building has kept pace with their use at 
home, and it is the assistance of readers in the library 
building and in its branches which costs the library most 
in the time of librarian and assistants. Our expendi- 
ture for maintenance per capita of population was in 
1924 $1.52; our expenditure per volume of circulation 
was 1914 cents; our registration of borrowers was 
29.09% of the population; and our circulation of books 
for home use was 7.6 per capita of the population. It 
is interesting to compare these figures with those 
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submitted a few years ago and widely circulated by 
the American Library Association to the effect that $1.00 
per capita of the population was a reasonable mini- 
mum annual revenue for the support of a good modern 
public library system, with a registration equal to at 
least 30 per cent. of the population and a home use of 
about 5 volumes per capita per year. The statement con- 
tinues: “Communities desiring their libraries to supply 
those needs extensively and with the highest grade of 
trained service, will find it necessary to provide a support 
much larger than the minimum of one dollar per capita.” 

With the increasing work of the Library and branches 
in recent years we have tried to improve the organiza- 
tion and work of the departments, although strict lines 
between departments cannot be drawn where a few 
assistants must do a great variety of work, and where 
the Loan Department makes inordinate demands on 
every assistant because of the long hours to be covered 
at both Central Library and Branch loan desks. The 
service of the public in a library may be roughly divided 
into the work of the loan desk and the reference depart- 
ment. What for the convenience of a handy name we 
call “reference work” consists in helping in the selec- 
tion of general reading, in choosing books on a special 
topic, or in answering the infinite variety of requests for 
information on a specific point. The inquiries are of 
astonishing diversity on every conceivable subject from 
“a book showing the lines of a yacht so I could build 
one” to “a book showing which of the ties sent me for 
Christmas is Wallace and which Stuart.” To answer these 
queries satisfactorily the reference librarian must have 
a very wide range of general information and an ex- 
haustive knowledge of her reference books, and of the 
resources of the library in general. 

Much needed space for books in the reference alcove 
in the Book Room has been acquired through the use of 
the top of one of the large atlas cases for the cumbrous 
collection of English dictionaries and the French encyclo- 
pedias. This arrangement was made possible by an un- 
obtrusive rack on the top of the case to hold the books 
in place. 
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To the reference collection both at the Central Library 
and at Coolidge Corner has been added the New Larned 
for Ready Reference, an invaluable historical reference 
work in a completely revised edition. With the rapid 
growth of the Coolidge Corner Branch continual effort 
has been made to add to its collection of standard as well 
as of current books. The order and catalogue depart- 
ments have accomplished an amazing amount of work 
during the year in this respect besides handling the 
usual purchases of current books, and the gifts which 
have in recent years been considerable in number. 

The Head Cataloguer supervises card catalogues of 
the dictionary type at Coolidge Corner and the High 
School in addition to those at the Central Library. Dur- 
ing 1924 besides the regular current accessions, many 
gifts and special purchases have been catalogued, includ- 
ing over 200 volumes of music scores and 50 books on 
musical subjects, both gifts and purchases, the Hoar gift 
of “Jesuit Relations,” the Davis gift of about 150 volumes 
on fungi and mushrooms, the set of Post-Nicene Fathers, 
and a gift of some 20 books on the growth and manufac- 
ture of cotton. At the request of Judge Perkins more 
than a thousand volumes have been plated or stamped for 
the Law Library at the Court House, and their shelf-list 
has been brought up to date by the addition of books and 
reports recently acquired. A beginning has also been 
made toward a card catalogue which the Law Library is 
very anxious to have. 

The volume of books and periodicals. sent to the binder 
has grown at a fearful rate in recent years, partly be- 
cause of the growth of our circulation which draws 
heavily on new books of all kinds, and partly because of 
the very poor quality of workmanship of modern books, 
especially of fiction. It is not possible to reduce the 
number of periodicals bound without crippling the work 
of our reference department which depends on their being 
easily available. Economy in rebinding current novels 
would simply lead to the more expensive alternative of 
buying more duplicate copies. We have during 1924 
adopted a cheaper form of magazine binding which will 
reduce by a small amount one large item of expense. 
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Children’s Department 


The record of circulation of books from the Children’s 
Department in the Central Library is divided for con- 
venience into three parts, those issued from the Loan 
Desk in the Children’s Room, books issued to the teachers 
in the schools, both public and private, and the record 
of the circulation of these books to the pupils for home 
use. (These books are also constantly used in the school- 
rooms.) 

From the Loan Desk 34,476 books were issued in 1924, 
10,289 were sent to teachers, and the teachers reported 
a circulation of 27,823. The comparative figures for 1923 
and 1924 are shown in appendix A. The three classes 
show a gain in the aggregate of 5,511. 

Thirty-two classes of the seventh and eighth grades 
came to the Library for practical instruction in the use 
of the card catalogue, and of a few simple reference 
books,—a total of 1,110 children against 15 classes of 
549 children during the preceding year. By means of 
more careful planning in the autumn than before it has 
been possible to arrange a schedule, elastic enough to 
allow for some inevitable changes, whereby all the classes 
of the seventh and eighth grades can be brought to the 
Library during the season. 

Twenty story hours for the younger children with a 
‘total attendance of 1,010 have been held on Saturdays 
during the winter season. 


Coolidge Corner Branch 


The Branch at Coolidge Corner records a larger in- 
crease in the circulation of books than all the rest of the 
library department and branches combined. It has lent 
99,225 books in 1924 as compared with 89,464 in 1928. 
It has registered 1,115 new borrowers against 999 in 
1923. The capacity for shelving books can be very 
slightly increased, but seats for readers are even more 
needed than room for books. The book capacity is now 
about 6,000 (the shelving filled will hold perhaps 8,000 
volumes). With a yearly circulation of nearly 100,000 it 
can readily be seen how rapid a turnover of books is 
effected, and how small a selection of books is offered to 
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a public with as many tastes as the public served by the 
100,000 volumes at the central library. At certain hours 
the seats in the branch are all occupied by the young 
people of the district to the exclusion of any grown per- 
sons who may wish to find chairs. 

The future growth of the branch at Coolidge Corner 
is hard to estimate so fast is the district increasing in 
business and in population. The Library is accomplish- 
ing only a fraction of what it might accomplish with an 
adequate building. Such a building will need to provide 
liberally for readers both young and old in separate 
rooms, and although it need not compete with the refer- 
ence facilities of the central library, it should have many 
times the books at present available at the Branch. It 
is interesting to see how quickly the public appreciates 
the provision of new books in any class. An increase in 
the number of interesting biographies, the addition of 
new muSic scores, and some additions to the class of 
books on fine arts were all quickly reflected in increased 
circulation. The Branch should house at least 25,000 
live books to provide an adequate representation in all 
classes. 


Chestnut Hill Branch 


The Branch at Chestnut Hill has circulated 14,041 
volumes during 1924 against 13,057 in 1923. Fifty-one 
new borrowers were registered. 

Miss Walker, who had been most successful in manag- 
ing the branch and in keeping good order among the 
young people, resigned her position at the end of June. 
Miss Grace Galt took up the work in September after an 
interval in which the boys and girls had made the most 
of their opportunity to try out several assistants who 
were scheduled at the branch. After a somewhat stormy 
beginning Miss Galt has succeeded in keeping excellent 
order, and in reporting a rise in the circulation for the 
first time during the year. 


Sewall Reading Room 


The Reading Room in the Sewall School House was 
established in that district in a small room rented by 
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the Brookline Civic Society in December,:1912. Trans- 
ferred to the school house in December, 19138, it has been 
carried on continuously, first in a room devoted to the 
exclusive use of the Library, and since October, 1921, in 
the large kindergarten rooms. 

Four thousand two hundred and twenty-two books 
have been given out against 4,150 last year. Fifteen 
new borrowers were registered. 


High School Library 


The work of this active branch of the library has 
progressed according to the plan fully described in the 
1923 report. Mrs. Siebens has had most welcome help 
during the year from an assistant specially detailed from 
the main library on all the days when she has had her 
classes in the use of the library. 

The High School now numbers 1,418 pupils. The col- 
lection of books in the Library is 3,213. The circulation 
of books for home use was 10,920 in 1924, as compared 
with 10,100 in 1923. Two important additions have been 
made to this library during 1924, namely The Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica and the Nouveau Larousse Illustré. 

The Library is hampered for lack of room for students, 
for books, for space for bulletin boards, and for working 
space for the Librarian in charge and her assistant. Our 
work would be greatly lightened and improved if we 
might have the use of a small adjoining room which is 
now used for a rest room for the teachers. A plan has 
been submitted to the Principal of the High School 
whereby this room could be added to the library, and 
another unused room appropriated to the use of the 
teachers. We hope that this plan may be carried out in 
the near future. 


Staff 


Four assistants have resigned during the year, Miss 
Mary Walker of the Chestnut Hill Branch, Miss Lillian 
Sweet, an assistant in the Order Department, and Miss 
Dorothy Manks and Miss Marguerite Rihbany, assistants 
in the Loan Department. These vacancies have been 
filled, the first at the Chestnut Hill Branch by Miss Grace 
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Galt, and the others by Miss Helen Mann, Miss Elizabeth 
Foster, and Miss Harriet Yerxa. 

Miss Rachel Woodworth worked for the library during 
July and August for the third successive summer. Mrs. 
Robert R. White, Jr., was also employed during the sum- 
mer as a substitute, and since then she has helped Mrs. 
Siebens at the High School Library. ° 

The Library was represented at the A. L. A. Con- 
ference at Saratoga in July by Miss Abbot and Miss 
Whittemore; and during the year many members of the 
Staff have attended the meetings of the Massachusetts 
Library Club. Mrs. Siebens of the High School Library 
has been present at the meetings of the New England 
School Library Association. 

The Library is greatly indebted to Miss Susan Cramp- 
ton for repeating her lessons in reference work during 
the autumn of 1924 with the younger members of the 
staff who have had no technical training in library work. 
Miss Crampton is a trained librarian with experience in 
teaching, and these lessons have given our young people 
a splendid start in the right direction. 

The Library sustained the loss of a faithful and de- 
voted worker in the death on March 18 of Charles Robie, 
since 1894 a janitor, during most of the time the head 
janitor of the Library Building. His place has been 
taken by the promotion of Mr. Johnson and by the ap- 
pointment of Stewart Lee as assistant janitor from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1924. 


Statistics 1924 


The library has sent during the year to various parts 
of Brookline 113 collections of books for reading on the 
premises and for home use. This includes three branches: 
the High School Library, two fire-engine houses, 103 
schoolrooms (public and parochial), three private schools 
and the Lincoln School Reading Room. Books have also 
been sent to three summer camps. 

During 1924, 328,472 books have been issued for home 
use from the main library and its branches. 1068 pic- 
tures were issued from the adult collection at the main

library and the Coolidge Corner branch, and 6881 from 
the school collection. 

During the year books were sent from the main library 
to the branches, etc., in all 6538 volumes. To Coolidge 
Corner were sent 3,475 volumes, to Chestnut Hill 1,250, 
to Sewall 614, to two fire engine houses 257, and to the 
High School 942. 

The total number of new borrowers registered during 
1924 is 2,820, an increase of 117 over 1923. The figures 
of registration are based on the fact that all borrowers’ 
cards in the adult department expire automatically two 
years from the date of issue, and in the Children’s De- 
partment three years from the date of issue. Only those 
are counted as active readers who have used their cards 
within this limit. During 1923-24 there were 9,661 ac- 
tive readers in the adult department, of whom 2,052 were 
new in 1924. During 1922-24 there were 2,702 active 
readers in the Children’s Department, of whom 768 were 
new in 1924. The total number of cards in active use 
at the present time as nearly as we can estimate is 12,363. 
The new registration at the branches included in the 
figure above, is as follows: Coolidge Corner 1,115, Chest- 
nut Hill 51, Sewall 15. 

The registration of non-residents occupied in various 
capacities in Brookline numbers 227. This includes 62 
teachers in the public schools, 30 pupils who pay tuition 
in the public schools, 18 teachers in private schools, 95 
persons employed in business in the town, 13 employees 
of the post office and town, 12 persons who pay taxes on 
‘ property adjoining their places of residence, and 2 per- 
sons by special permission of the Trustees. 

The library is greatly indebted to the group of fiction 
readers organized during 1923, for their patient reading 
of fiction, good, bad, and indifferent, and for the very 
helpful notes, descriptive and critical, written for every 
book read. The plan has worked excellently, it has been 
of incalculable help to the Librarian, and the results 
seem to have been far more satisfying to the public than 
any previously attained. 

The Lecture Hall, the two large rooms in the base- 
ment and the small study rooms have been frequently 
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used during the year by the Brookline Bird Club, the 
Brookline Civic Society, which held its annual Art Ex- 
hibit and its annual meeting in the Lecture Hall, the 
Brookline Teachers’ Club, the Parent-Teachers Associ- 
ation, the League of Women Voters, the Brookline 
Woman’s Club, the Boy Scouts, the Tau Beta Beta So- 
ciety, Miss Helen Murdoch’s exhibition and travel lecture 
and for committee meetings of various organizations. 


The music department has been enriched during the 
year by the purchase of about 90 scores and 50 books on 
musical subjects from a gift of $100, made in 1896 by 
the family of Mr. Daniel W. Russell in memory of their 
father. The fund had grown to nearly $300. About 
fifty volumes of orchestral scores and scores of chamber 
music were also added to the Library through purchase 
from a private library. 54 volumes of musical scores 
have also been added to our collection from the Stanwood 
gift. | 

The library has added 16 new examples to its collection 
of Medici prints, beautiful colored reproductions of paint- 
ings by famous masters. Our collection now numbers 
224 prints which have been purchased from the Gardner 
Fund. 


The library has prepared during the year lists of books 
on various subjects, Business Books, Summer Reading 
List (printed at the High School), Reading List for 
Boys and Girls (printed at the joint expense of the 
Library and the Brookline Teachers’ Club), and also 
many special lists on timely subjects printed in the 
Brookline Chronicle. The library subscribed in January 
to 500 copies each of a series of lists to be published dur- 
ing the year by Miss Zaidee Brown, formerly of our 
library staff. Four have so far been printed,—Cheerful 
Books, Books of Adventure, Tales of the Sea, and From 
Past to Present in America. These lists have proved 
very useful, and have cost the library far less than those 
prepared by our own staff and printed for us. 


One new section of photograph cases has been built in 
the West Basement instead of the two which we had 
hoped for. The reason for this is obvious, the cases are 
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well made and durable, and the cost of one section ex- 
hausted our funds appropriated for the purpose. 

The Librarian feels that a year’s work has not been 
accomplished unless more has been done than to keep 
up with the daily routine,—unless improved methods have 
been substituted for outworn ones, dark corners cleared 
up, and dead wood of all varieties disposed of. It would 
be hard for an outsider to conceive of the volume of 
material, books, periodicals, advertising matter, that is 
received daily in a library through purchase and gift. 
It is a fact that nothing is available for use in a library 
unless it is catalogued. Books, periodicals, pictures, 
maps, duplicates of all kinds must all be listed in some 
fashion to be readily accessible when wanted. A card 
list is even kept of loans including among many things a 
piano, a tall clock, a bronze statue, a set of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica and several special collections of books. 

That much good work has been accomplished during 
the year is due to the devotion and energy of the staff, 
and in spite of the illness of the Librarian which oc- 
casioned many absences on her part which have delayed 
much work that needs to be done. 

For the kindness and leniency of the Board of Trustees, 
and for an extended leave of absence during the summer 
the Librarian is most grateful.

The School Committee has.welcomed the opportunity 
to review the cost of education in Brookline with the 
Town Committee appointed to make a study of Town 
expenditures and to make recommendations concerning 
the future financial policy of the Town. The School 
Committee appreciates that the cost per pupil in Brook- 
line has for years been among the highest in the Com- 
monwealth—a rank that has been acceptable to its cit- 
izens, but it must also be realized that this cost does. not 
exceed amounts paid by towns of similar size and char- 
acter outside New England. In maintaining this rank 
among cities and towns of the State expending a rela- 
tively large amount per pupil, the citizens of the Town 
have not been unduly burdened, because they have been 
spending for schools a relatively small amount of the 
money raised by taxation. While other cities through- 
out the whole nation have been appropriating an average 
of 37 per cent. of their taxes, and other cities from 
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30,000 to 50,000 inhabitants have spent an average of 
46 per cent. of their taxes for schools, Brookline spends 
less than 28 per cent. of its annual tax levy 
for maintaining the schools. Because of the high stan- 
dard maintained for years, our Town has not had to in- 
crease the amount for education to the great extent that 
other communities have in order to raise the quality of 
their schools. 

The School Committee realizes the grave need of cur- 
tailing local expenses and continues to plan its budget 
with ever increasing scrutiny to avoid extravagances, 
but to maintain the expected high standards and quality. 

In a report of the “Tax Burden and Government 
Expenditures in the United States” of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board it is shown that while federal 
expenses have been curtailed, those for state and local 
purposes have seriously increased during the years 1921 
to 1923, inclusive. The great amount spent for educa- 
tion is referred to with its steadily increasing cost; it 
doubled between 1918 and 1923. Today more children 
are taught for more years by better trained teachers in 
better buildings than ever before. Moreover they are 
better cared for physically: school doctors, nurses, and 
dentists see that they are cured of physical defects 
of eyes, ears, nose, mouth, etc..—defects which are usually 
easily cured when the child is young, but which, if not 
attended to in time, are likely to ruin the health and 
sharply curtail his general usefulness. Brookline is in 
the van in the care of its pupils, but because of its already 
high position, its relative increase of cost is fortunately 
less than in many other communities. 

The Committee is pleased to report that the additions 
and alterations at the Runkle and Devotion Schools, men- 
tioned in the last report, were completed within the 
expected time and within the appropriations made by the 
Town. The addition to the Runkle School makes it 
possible to open a kindergarten in this school, where 
for lack of space it was given up years ago. 

During the past year the School Committee felt honored 
at the suggestion of a Town Committee to associate with 
the hall of the Devotion School the name of the youngest 
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hero of the World War, a former pupil of the school. On 
the anniversary of Armistice Day a bronze tablet was 
dedicated with appropriate exercises and the auditorium 
officially designated the Albert Edward Scott Hall. The 
tablet, designed by Mrs. Maynard Ladd, bears the follow- 
ing inscription.

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It is gratifying to note the interest in the schools that 
is shown by certain families of the Town. The heirs of 
the late Alfred D. Chandler have established a fund, part 
of the proceeds of which is for an annual prize to be 
awarded a High School pupil for the best essay on some 
subject connected with government and _ politics,—a 
worthy memorial of one who devoted so much of his life 
to the welfare of Brookline. By the will of the late John 
A. Curtin, for some years a member of the School Com- 
mittee, whose death was appropriately noted in the rec- 
ords of the Board, two thousand dollars was left to pro- 
vide annual prizes for the best essays in English, par- 
ticularly concerning Civil Government and the Evils of 
“Materialism.” The Aspinwall Chapter, D. A. R. con- 
tinues to offer a prize of five dollars for an essay by a 
High School student on some historical subject. | 

During the past year several members of the super- 
visory and teaching staff have closed their connection 
with our system. Miss Annie B. Winchester, one of the 
pioneers in the kindergarten movement in America and 
connected with the schools of Brookline for thirty-three 
years, resigned last June. Mr. J. Harding Armstrong, 
for eleven years the principal of the Lawrence School, 
was called to become Superintendent of Schools at West- 
boro. Mr. Samuel W. Cole, after forty years of service 
as Director of Music in the Town, retired at the close of 
the school year, and Miss Mary A. Connor died early this 
fall. Mr. George I. Aldrich, for twenty-four years asso- 
ciated with the administration of the schools, and for 
nineteen of these years Superintendent of Schools, re- 
tired from active service June 30. Fitting memorials 
were spread upon the records of the Committee. 

At the October meeting of the Board it was unan- 
imously voted, upon recommendation of its educational 
and medical advisors, to extend the session of the High 
School one-half hour. Before ‘the new schedule had 
been in effect two weeks, a protest was received from the 
Parent-Teacher Association which had met and voted to 
ask’ the Board to rescind its October vote. This the Com- 
mittee declined to do, believing that the change in pro- 
gram had not received sufficient trial in the brief period. 
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At the next meeting of the Board in December a petition 
was transmitted to the Board by officers of the Parent- 
Teacher Association, signed by a majority of the parents 
of the High School pupils, further requesting the imme- 
diate abolition of the additional half hour. After delib- 
erate discussion the Committee unanimously decided to _ 
adhere to its November action to continue the trial 
throughout the first term, and explained its stand in a 
letter sent the President of the High School Parent- 
Teacher Association, which was also mailed to all par- 
ents of pupils of the High School. This letter was as 
follows:

Dear Sir:—The School Committee acknowledges the 
receipt through you of petitions signed by parents of the 
pupils in the High School, asking that the School Com- 
mittee, at a special meeting at once rescind its vote of 
November 10, and also of your letter of November 28, 
1924, addressed to the Chairman and sent to all members 
of the School Committee. 

A special meeting of the Committee was not called to 
consider the petition because of the proximity of the next 
regular meeting. At that meeting, held December 8th, 
1924, and at an adjournment thereof, held December 10th, 
1924, the petition and your letter were carefully con- 
sidered, but the Committee is still of the opinion that its 
vote of an earlier meeting to give the present session 
further trial should be adhered to. 

In your letter the third paragraph reads: 

“We appreciate the desire of the school 
authorities to promote in every way the 
efficiency of the school. But are any bene- 
fits which may be gained through the later 
hour of closing so great as to outweigh a 
loss in the spirit of co-operation and in the 
confidence of the parents? Is the addi- 
tional half hour or the good will of the 
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parents more important for the welfare of 
the school?” 


Your letter suggests that the advantages of the school 
are less important than the good will of the parents. 
Highly as such good will is prized, your suggestion really 
means that when the judgment of the School Committee 
and the wishes of the parents do not agree, the School 
Committee should surrender its judgment and follow the 
wishes of the parents. The schools can never be run on 
such a basis. The responsibility for the schools is given 
to the School Committee by the Town and the Common- 
wealth, and the Committee must meet that responsi- 
bility by using its own judgment and not shirk it by 
merely following the wishes of others. 

In this case, moreover, the School Committee expects 
that when the present plan has had a fair trial the, 
advantages of the plan will become so apparent that par- 
ents originally opposed to the change will come to favor it. 
This has already been the case to a certain extent. 


The decision to extend the session of the High School 
one half hour was not a hasty one, but was the acceptance 
by the School Committee of the recommendation of its 
educational and medical advisors, based upon an earlier 
successful trial of an extended session required prior to 
the use of the new building. 


The School Committee believes that every effort should 
be made to humanize a school of the size of our High 
School; that to send 600 pupils to lunch at one time is 
better and more human than to crowd 1200 into the same 
quarters at the same time. It believes that to have one 
half hour at the disposal of any real and human interest 
which may arise from day to day is to make the life of 
the school richer. It is anxious to broaden the pupils’ 
outlook by giving them the opportunity to hear good 
speakers in assembly meetings. It believes that the 
sympathetic understanding of the pupils’ problems and 
background is of real value and can be arrived at through 
the pupil and his home room teacher; that the added half 
hour, if not used for assembly, conference, class or school 
meeting, will be valuable as a time for study under good 
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conditions. Such educational gains are part of the pro- 
gram of every progressive school, public or private, and 
cannot be realized fully under the former high school 
session. 


Educational bodies everywhere have been adopting a 
longer school day. For years it has existed in the central 
and western parts of our country and at present there are 
many communities in our vicinity with high school 
sessions longer than Brookline’s former or its present 
session. The School Committee has felt that Brookline 
pupils ought not to be denied the educational advantages | 
offered elsewhere. The closing of other schools as late 
as two o’clock has not entailed the hardships predicted 
for Brookline pupils. 


Considering the various distances of the homes from 
the High School, no schedule will permit a uniformly 
acceptable time for a noon-day meal at home. At school, 
during the lunch and recreation period, an ample and 
substantial menu is provided every day and the same 
convenient luncheon appointments are shared by all, 
whether or not they bring their lunches from home. 


Careful investigations of the reports from High School 
pupils in regard to their employment in the early hours of 
the afternoon—and the number so employed is very 
small—have failed to show that more than one pupil has 
lost a position, and for this pupil a new position was 
secured. Moreover, numerous employers have stated 
that they have no intention of depriving the young peo- 
ple of the positions they hold. 


The Town has a right to expect its future citizens to be 
brought up according to educational standards and 
methods that are approved and successful. It has a right 
to expect that in a policy endorsed by Dr. Payson Smith, 
the Commissioner of Education of Massachusetts, and his 
associates, and by schools of education everywhere, 
Brookline will be found among the loyal co-operators, if 
not in the van. It has a right to expect that the School 
Committee, while considering carefully every petition 
from any group, will not lose sight of the responsibility it 
has to promote the soundest educational policy as well as 
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the character and civic attitude of the Town’s future cit- 


izens.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT

T'o the School Committee: 


I have the honor to submit my report on the schools 
of Brookline for the year 1924. All statistical data bear- 
ing upon conditions will be found at the close of the 
‘report. The body of the report is devoted to the treat- 
ment of points of particular importance. 


Physical Welfare 


As the first among educational fundamentals, health 
receives, as it should, the foremost consideration in our 
system. Not only through the work of our own special 
officers, but also through the co-operation of the Dental 
Clinic, the Forsyth Dental Infirmary, the Health Center, 
the Board of Health, and the National Tuberculosis 
Association have knowledge and practice been steadily 
and effectively secured. 

The medical examinations were again completed early 
in October and work in physical training early based on 
the results ascertained. The Schick tests were also 
finished near the beginning of the school year. Thus not 
only were the schools free from interruption of their 
regular schedule, but the nurse and health instructor 
were able to carry on their programs consecutively. 

The general health of the children showed a great 
improvement over the year 1923, especially regarding 
teeth, tonsils, adenoids, and glandular enlargements. 
Pupils who need special treatment in posture and func- 
tional spinal conditions were referred to the Municipal 
School in Bodily Mechanics. 

Steady attention to the problem of underweight has 
continued. This year the percentage of elementary | 
school children 10 per cent underweight was reduced 
from 19.9 per cent to 13.4 per cent, a most encouraging 
comparison with 19238, when the reduction was from 21 
per cent to 18 per cent. Particularly striking has been 
the reduction in those schools where the co-operation of 
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certain societies has made possible the furnishing of 
milk. 

Through concentration upon the primary school chil- 
dren in dental treatment by the Brookline Dental Clinic, 
through constant inspection for cleanliness and instruc- 
tion concerning the foods that build the teeth and those 
that destroy them, and through the assistance of the 
Forsyth Infirmary, to which many children were taken 
for teeth cleaning, a keener interest in the teeth of the 
children is being taken by the parents, and the problems 
appearing in the upper grades are becoming constantly 
fewer. 

The health instruction has as a basis for the primary 
grades the Health Rules endorsed by the School Commit- 
tee, and for the upper grades the Modern Health Crusade. 
In cooperation with the domestic science teachers, 
lessons were given to the girls of the upper elementary 
grades and to some High School girls on the growth, 
development and care of the child of pre-school age. 

The physical training activities of our schools have not 
only followed the courses already adopted but have 
brought more pupils to the playgrounds. The play- 
ground affords both the elements of healthy competi- 
tion and social education as well as physical exercise. 
The importance of playground work to stimulate and 
bring to the front many pupils otherwise diffident in 
school activities can hardly be overestimated. 


Athletics 


The progress in athletics at the High School has been 
particularly gratifying. There has been since the open- 
ing of the schools in the fall a great advance in athletic 
spirit. The aim of athletics is not merely to produce a 
winning team, with a small squad the active participants 
while all others watch them at the games, but to bring 
into active play as many as possible who are physically 
able to participate. This fall not only was there a squad 
of over sixty in regular practice, but games with other 
schools were played by teams below the varsity rank. 
The spirit of the players and the Director of Athletics 
has stimulated the whole school and the support as shown 
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by increased attendance has been very promising. Of 
special significance has been the close co-operation of 
Director, Faculty Manager, and teachers in keeping the 
players alive to the importance of school work. For the 
first time in years not a single member of the squad has 
been ineligible to represent the school because of a low 
scholarship record. 

The track season is opening auspiciously. Boys who 
were gradually developed in the grades are proving them- 
selves reliable leaders in High School. 

The large groups of girls who have competed in 
gymnastic, hockey, and swimming contests, and with 
unusual success, show how valuable the athletic stimulus 
is in addition to the regular physical training. 


Music 


The new Director of Music has entered into the hearts 
and lives of the pupils and teachers, and also of the 
music lovers of the community. Enthusiastic approval 
of his methods and ideals is met everywhere. 

The work in music includes singing, ear-training, a 
full experience and study of rhythm, reading, lessons in 
appreciation, a High School orchestra and band, and an 
elementary school orchestra. At each of three Boston 
Symphony Orchestra Concerts for Young People five 
hundred seats are reserved for Brookline public school 
children at thirty-five cents a seat: and a series of five 
concerts given by fifteen members of that orchestra in 
the High School Auditorium is offered to the children at 
sixty cents for the entire series. Furthermore, through 
the Brookline Music School, lately established with the 
support of the Brookline Civic Society, one hundred and 
nine children are receiving, at a greatly reduced rate, 
lessons in playing one or another of the finer orchestral 
instruments. 

All of the teaching of music is guided by the belief that 
education in music is primarily an education of the spirit. 
It must include knowledge and skill; but it must, above 
all, cultivate an eagerness of spirit and an expression. 

Again, the life of the school should be permeated by 
the qualities of such music. Through spontaneous sing- 
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ing of such songs a deeper, fuller ‘‘school spirit” should 
be engendered: not the “‘pep” so often striven for through 
athletics, but the real enthusiasm of a devotion to the 
every-day life of the school. 

Finally, the music sung or heard in the schools should 
find its way into the out-of-school life of the children, 
especially into their homes. The home in which such 
music is sung or played is thereby made finer and happier, 
and possesses a vital connection with the life of the 
school. 


Elementary Schools 


The standard for thorough achievement has been main- 
tained throughout all the schools in spite of the over- 
crowding in certain buildings,—a condition which the 
completion of the two additions has remedied. Of par- 
ticular note has been the standardization of the work in 
science and the steady improvement in silent reading. 
The greater speed in comprehension and in performance 
that has resulted from the latter is showing itself in 
other subjects. 

In some of our schools unusual attention has been cen- 
tered upon pupil initiative. Through the wise use of the 
project method and socialized recitation, real power in 
learning by doing is gained. The practice of leaving 
largely to pupils the arrangement of special programs for 
public exercises, of welcoming and introducing visitors 
and speakers, of explaining the purpose and scope of the 
class work, not only is developmental to the pupils in 
social and civic training, but also draws more closely the 
home and school, as parents see both what the school does 
for the children, and the children for the school. 

Home study conditions were carefully considered by 
committees of the Teachers’ Club, a set of home study 
regulations determined upon and, after discussion before 
Parent-Teacher associations, approved by the School 
Board. These regulations provide for a _ reasonable 
amount of study, proportioned to the age and grade of 
the child, and a distribution of assignments among the 
various subjects, to the end that both school and home 
may co-operate to the child’s best good. 
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The advantages that have followed the division of 
grades according to achievement ability in our larger 
schools have been very evident. Such division is prac- 
tically impossible where there is only one section in a 
grade. Especially desirable is it that in the upper grades 
such provision be made for individual differences both in 
method and in content. Thus pupils, parents, and 
teachers will be able to know more definitely about the 
pupils’ fitness for the different types of work in High 
School. The incorporation of the single section upper 
grades into the larger schools means more effective edu- 
cation. 


High School 


The comprehensive high school, of which Brookline 
High School is a type, represents a cross section of 
society. Pupils of all ranks, abilities, aptitudes, and 
ambitions are associated together with presumably an 
underlying purpose to fit themselves effectively for the 
work that lies before them, whether in business, home, or 
some higher institution, and for the part they have to 
take as neighbors and citizens. 

The importance of the latter element has led to a great 
increase in the number of pupils who are taking courses 
in social science—history, civics, economics, geography. 
It is worthy of note that the last three prizes added to 
the list of those offered in Brookline High School le 
entirely in this field. The knowledge gained is valuable; 
the practical application of this knowledge much more so. 
Emphasis is being centered more upon the significance of 
movements in history and less upon the mere facts. Par- 
ticularly important is such civic training in view of the 
constantly changing school population. During the last 
few years almost half of the senior class in the High 
School has had its elementary schooling outside the 
Town. Through the addresses of assembly speakers and 
through the school organizations, pupils may learn and 
practice the principles exemplified in social science. 

For specific training for the life directly before pupils, 
individual differences must be carefully considered. 
Whether college, home, or business is the next step, thor- 
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oughness of performance and richness of experience must 
be afforded in high school. The enrichment must be 
founded upon the need of the individual as ascertained 
largely informally by the teachers, deans, and prin- 
cipals. Only by considering pupils as individuals, each 
with a special need, can education become most effec- 
tive. That this personal relationship may be more 
extensively secured, an Assistant Principal has been 
appointed, who can take from the Principal many of the 
details that tend to limit the personal contacts of exec- 
utives. One of the purposes, too, in extending the school 
session was to afford home room teachers, who stand 
largely as individual advisors for these groups, more 
opportunity to become better acquainted with their 
pupils’ problems. 

Pupils preparing for college must expect to devote an 
unusual amount of time and concentration to their 
work. As the number applying for entrance to colleges 
is steadily increasing, and the available openings are 
limited, entrance is becoming less a question of a passing 
mark in examination, and more a question of a mark high 
enough to ensure a pupil’s rank among the favored group 
to be admitted. The result of college examinations has 
continued to show most gratifying results on the part of 
those pupils whose work in High School was worthy of 
approval. 

With the extension of the High School session one- 
half hour, the equanimity of the school-home relation- 
ship was greatly disturbed. During the months of Nov- 
ember and December such feeling existed in many homes 
that it must have been difficult for the pupils to devote 
their usual concentration to their school work. For the 
general bearing of the pupils at school, however, high 
commendation is due. They went about their regular 
curricular activities with their usual co-operation and 
loyalty, whatever may have been their individual feel- 
ings. 

The reasonable attitude of educational and medical 
leaders upon this High School session was set forth in 
the letter sent to the parents of our pupils. It may be 
timely to point out the fact that no evidence of a single 
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permanent loss of after-school employment, or of more 
than the usual amount of ill health has appeared. The 
amount of food secured from the lunchroom by pupils 
has increased 16 per cent. The per cent of school at- 
tendance for November and December, 1924, moreover, 
has been higher than that of those months in 1923. I 
earnestly recommend the continuance of the present High 
School session for the rest of the present school year. 


School Costs 


The financial side of School administration has re- 
ceived careful study by the Superintendent and the Com- 
mittee on Finance. During the past year representa- 
tives of this Committee have met in conference with rep- 
resentatives of the Town Committee on Municipal Policy. 
At these meetings per pupil cost of various items in the 
school budget was considered in comparison with sim- 
ilar costs in other municipalities, a survey that the School 
Committee has made every year. The condition shown 
in every such investigation was evident; namely, that 
Brookline spends noticeably more per pupil than other 
communities for fuel, janitor service, repairs, and teach- 
ers’ salaries. 

Every effort is being made to effect every possible 
economy consistent with the good of the children. In the 
matter of fuel, and to some extent in janitor service, some 
saving could be realized by closing two primary schools 
and obliging the pupils in attendance to walk a long dis- 
tance to other schools in which they could be enrolled 
without embarrassment on the score of room. As the 
necessary walk would be too great for the little children 
of these two small elementary schools, it. seems best 
to consider the children’s welfare and maintain the 
schools in question. Careful supervision in regard to 
firing and shutting off heat as soon as is feasible after the 
close of school is effecting some saving. 

The janitorial service includes not only the janitors but 
also all the cleaners. In many communities janitors re- 
ceive a larger salary than in Brookline, but must them- 
selves do all the cleaning or pay for it out of their wages. 
This practice is likely to result in mediocre care. For 
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the sake of health, and education in proper ideas of clean- 
liness and neatness, the Town has always set a high 
‘standard, which both janitors and cleaners have been 
eager to maintain. 


The amount spent for repairs varies from year to 
year. Competitive bids seem to secure reasonable figures. 
Decision in regard to repairs is made by the Chief Jani- 
tor, the Superintendent, and the Committee on Build- 
ings, all of whom are interested in being wisely economi- 
cal, not postponing needed repairs, spreading probable 
needs over different years, and avoiding expensive re- 
pairs when replacement will make for ultimate economy. 


As for salaries, Brookline does pay its teachers well. 
The Town always has exceeded other towns of the State 
in this respect. The towns of other states, however, with 
which Brookline has always been associated in educa- 
tional ideals, have a salary schedule even higher than 
Brookline’s. Securing trained and expert, instead of in- 
experienced teachers, limiting the size of classes reason- 
ably, promoting deserving teachers, build up a corps of 
able and loyal co-workers that is the most essential part 
of any school system. These are ideals which the Town 
wishes to maintain. 


The data which follow present statistically the usual 
information in regard to enrollment, attendance, and age 
of pupils in the Brookline schools.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Brookline, Mass., January 16, 1925. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen :—In compliance with Article X, Section 6, 
of the Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the twenty- 
seventh annual report of the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 31, | 
1924, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, 
the Treasurer, at the close of each month’s business, and 
have found them to be correct, with the balances cash on 
hand and in bank, as entered in his books. I have exam- 
ined and checked all notes, bonds and coupons paid dur- 
ing the year and have found them properly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under a schedule entitled Summary 
of Collector’s Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of the 
William H. Lincoln School Funds, of the J. Murray Kay 
Fund and of the Warren Tree Fund have been exam- 
ined and all are found to be as reported by him. 

The accounts of Arthur L. Endicott, Treasurer of the © 
Trustees of the Public Library, were examined at the 
close of the year and found to be correct, with stock 
certificates and registered bonds standing in the name 
of the Trustees of the Public Library. 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the 
Public Library and of the Superintendent of the Gymna- 
sium and Baths, and find them to agree with the books 
of the Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their sources, 
and of the payments and the purposes therefor, follows. 
The condition of the various trust funds, sources of in- 
come and amounts paid out is also set forth. | 

A statement covering the estimated value of town prop- 
erty and a classified statement of the maturing funded 
debt and interest thereon, is included. 
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During the year the system of voucher checks, recom- 
mended in my last report, was installed and has proved 
very satisfactory. Other recommendations I had hoped 
to make this year, relative to our form of accounting, will 
be deferred until after the report of the Committee on 
Municipal Policy has been presented.

The Assessors herewith submit their report for the 
year 1924. | 


The Board has consisted of the same members as in 
1928: Charles H. Stearns, Charles A. Bowditch and John 
T. Comerford, Mr. Comerford being re-elected at the last 
town election. Charles H. Stearns was chosen Chairman 
of the Board and Herbert N. Bates, Secretary. 


On account of the increase in the amount voted by 
the Town to be raised by taxation togethex with the de- 
crease in the amount the town received from the State 
on account of the Income Tax, there has been an increase 
in the tax rate from $19.00 to $20.00 per thousand.
